7.  All  officers  as  defined  in  the  Customs  Acty  before 
permitting  the  import  into  Canada  of  any  goods,  shall 
satisfy  themselves  that  the  import  of  those  goods  is  permit- 
ted under  this  Act  and  that  all  requirements  of  this  Act 
with  reference  thereto  have  been  complied  with,  and 
sections  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  to  one  hundred  and 
sixty- two  of  the  Customs  Act  apply  in  respect  of  officers 
and  persons  engaged  in  the  administration  of  this  Act 
with  regard  to  the  performance  of  their  duties  under 
this  Act. 

8.  A  permit  is  not  transferable  by  the  holder  thereof  to 
any  other  person  and  does  not  affect  the  obligation  of  the 
holder  thereof  to  obtain  any  other  license,  permit  or  certi- 
ficate to  import  that  may  be  required  by  law  or  to  pay 
any  tax,  duty,  toll  or  impost  or  other  sum  required  by  law 
to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  import  of  the  goods  to  which 
the  permit  applies. 

Report  to  Parliament. 

9.  The  Minister  shall  lay  before  Parliament,  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  commencement  of  each  session  thereof, 
a  report  on  the  administration  of  this  Act  during  the 
preceding  fiscal  year. 

Offences  and  Penalties.

(i)  may  be  prosecuted  under  Part  XV  of  the  Criminal 
Code  and  if  convicted  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  twelve  months  or  to  both  fine  and 
imprisonment;  or 
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(ii)  may,  at  the  election  of  the  Attorney  General  of 
Canada,  be  prosecuted  under  indictment  and  if  con- 
victed is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
five  years  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

search,  detention,  seizure,  forfeiture  and  condemnation 
thereof  apply  to  or  in  respect  of  those  goods.

and  costs  of  exploration  and  development  in  the  mine, 
or  that  shall  be  excluded  from  the  cost  of  production 
of  gold  from  a  mine  for  any  period  in  respect  of  the 
production  of  any  other  mineral  or  product  from  the 
mine; 

(c)  prescribing  that,  where  the  operation  of  a  mine 
was  suspended  during  part  of  the  base  year,  the 
number  of  ounces  of  gold  produced  from  the  mine 
during  the  base  year  may  be  deemed  to  be  the  number 
that  would  have  been  produced  if  the  mine  had  been 
in  normal  operation  throughout  the  year  and  the 
method  of  computation  thereof ; 

(d)  prescribing  that,  where  the  operation  of  a  mine 
is  suspended  during  part  of  a  designated  year  for 
a  reason  specified  in  the  regulations  beyond  the  control 
of  the  operator,  payments  may  be  made  under  this 
Act  in  respect  of  gold  produced  from  the  mine  during 
the  remaining  part  of  the  designated  year  in  such 
amount  as  would  have  been  payable  in  respect  of  that 
gold  if  the  mine  had  been  in  normal  operation  through- 
out the  designated  year,  and  the  method  of  com- 
putation of  such  amount; 
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(e )  prescribing  that  a  work  or  undertaking  in  which  ore 
containing  gold  is  mined  but  which  ore  is  sold  by 
the  operator  thereof  before  the  gold  is  separated 
therefrom  or  before  the  gold  separated  therefrom  is 
refined,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  mine  for  the  purpose 
of  this  Act  and  the  conditions  upon  and  the  manner 
in  which  this  Act  shall  apply  thereto; 

(f )  prescribing  that,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  a  person 
is  deemed  not  to  be  engaged  in  operating  a  gold  mine 
during  a  designated  year  unless  he  produces  during  the 
designated  year  more  than  a  specified  number  of  ounces 
of  gold,  and  prescribing  circumstances  in  which  it  may 
be  determined  that  no  payment  may  be  made  under 
this  Act  in  respect  of  gold  produced  from  a  mine 
where  there  is  no  reasonable  possibility  of  production 
of  gold  from  the  mine  on  a  commercial  basis  within  a 
reasonable  time; 

(g )  prescribing  the  times  at  which  amounts  payable 
under  this  Act  may  be  paid,  and  authorizing  the 
Minister  to  make  advances  in  respect  thereof  and 
the  conditions  upon  which  such  advances  may  be 
made; 

(h )  prescribing  records  to  be  kept  and  returns  to  be 
made  by  persons  making  application  for  payments 
under  this  Act  or  to  whom  such  payments  have  been 
made;  and 

(i )  generally  dealing  with  any  matter  arising  in  the  course 
of  the  administration  of  this  Act,  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  the  true  intent, 
meaning  and  spirit  of  its  provisions. 

Publication  (2)  A  regulation  shall  be  published  forthwith  in  the 
befonTpariia-  Canada  Gazette  and  if  Parliament  is  then  sitting  shall  be 
laid  before  Parliament  or  if  Parliament  is  not  then  sitting 
shall  be  laid  before  Parliament  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
commencement  of  the  next  ensuing  session  thereof. 

(3)  Where  pursuant  to  a  regulation  any  payment  is  made 
to  any  person  by  way  of  an  advance  on  account  of  payments 
that  may  be  made  to  that  person  under  this  Act,  if  that 
person  is  subsequently  found  to  be  ineligible  to  receive 
any  payment,  or  to  receive  any  part  of  the  payments  made 
by  way  of  such  advance,  that  person  shall  be  liable  to  repay 
to  His  Majesty  the  amount  of  the  advance,  or  the  amount  of 
that  part,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  amount  so  repayable 
is  recoverable  as  a  debt  due  to  the  Crown.

Offences  and  Penalties. 


Offences.  7.  (1)  Every  person  who  wilfully  furnishes  false  informa- 

tion or  knowingly  makes  a  false  return  in  any  application 
or  return  under  this  Act  or  the  regulations,  is  guilty  of  an 
offence  and 
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(a)  may  be  prosecuted  under  Part  XV  of  the  Criminal  Penalties. 
Code  and  if  convicted  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  r.s.,  c.  36. 
five  hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding 

six  months  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment ;  or 

(b )  may,  at  the  election  of  the  Attorney  General  of 
Canada  be  prosecuted  upon  indictment  and  if  con- 
victed, is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars  or  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five 
years  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

(2)  Where  a  corporation  is  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  Corporation 
Act  any  officer,  director  or  agent  thereof  who  knowingly  offender- 
directed,  authorized,  assented  to  or  acquiesced  or  partici- 
pated in  the  commission  of  the  offence  is  a  party  to  and 
guilty  of  the  offence. 

Appropriation. 

8.  The  Minister  may  pay  amounts  authorized  to  be  ^ty^ents 
paid  under  this  Act  out  of  unappropriated  moneys  in  the  c.rjf. 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.

An  Act  to  amend  The  Export  and  Import  Permits  Act. 


[Assented  to  14th  May,  1948.] 


IS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1947,  c.17. 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 


follows : — 

1.  Section  three  of  The  Export  and  Import  Permits  Act, 
chapter  seventeen  of  the  statutes  of  1947,  is  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  subsection: 

"(2)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  by  order,  which  shall  List  of 
be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  within  fifteen  days  after  countni 
the  passing  of  such  order,  establish  a  list  of  countries  to 
which  section  five  of  this  Act  shall  apply,  and  such  list  may 
be  amended  by  the  Governor  in  Council  by  order  so  pub- 
lished." 


2.  Section  five  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 

"5.  No  person  shall  export  or  attempt  to  export  from  Export  only 
Canada  any  goods  included  in  a  list  established  pursuant  under  permit, 
to  subsection  one  of  section  three  of  this  Act,  or  any  goods 
to  a  country  named  in  a  list  established  pursuant  to  sub- 
section two  of  such  section,  except  under  the  authority  of 
and  in  accordance  with  a  permit  issued  under  this  Act". 

3.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding  thereto, 
immediately  after  section  six  thereof,  the  following  section: 

"6a.  No  person  shall,  in  any  application  for  a  permit  offences, 
under  this  Act  or  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  issue  of 
any  permit  under  this  Act,  wilfully  furnish  any  false  or 
misleading  information  or  knowingly  make  any  misrepre- 
sentation." 

4.  Section  seven  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 
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"7.  The  Minister,  or  any  person  designated  by  the 
Minister,  may  issue  to  any  person  applying  therefor

subsection  two  of  such  section  and  may  amend,  suspend  or 
cancel  any  such  permit." 

5.  Sections  fourteen  and  fifteen  of  the  said  Act  are 
repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"14.  This  Act  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty. 

"15.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  of  each  year  during  which  this  Act  is  in  force, 
the  Minister  shall  prepare  and  lay  before  Parliament,  if 
Parliament  is  then  in  session,  a  report  of  the  operations 
under  this  Act  for  such  year,  or  if  Parliament  is  not  then 
in  session,  within  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  next  ensuing 
session  thereof."

[Assented  to  14th  May,  1948.]

Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  1946,  c*  49, 
follows : 

1.  The  Export  Credits  Insurance  Act,  chapter  thirty-nine 
of  the  statutes  of  1944-45,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto, 
immediately  after  section  twenty  thereof,  the  following 
section : 

"20a.  (1)  Where  the  Minister  reports  to  the  Governor  contracts 

in  Council  that  ^Governor

by  section  fourteen,  is  of  opinion  that  a  proposed  con- 
tract of  insurance  will  impose  upon  the  Corporation  a 
liability  for  a  term  or  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  that 
which  the  Corporation  would  normally  undertake  in 
relation  to  any  one  contract,  exporter,  commodity  or 
country;  and 

( b )  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  it  is  in  the  national 
interest  that  the  proposed  contract  be  entered  into; 

the  Governor  in  Council  may  approve  of  and  authorize 
the  Corporation  to  enter  into  the  proposed  contract  of 
insurance. 

(2)  All  moneys  required  by  the  Corporation  to  discharge  Moneys 
its  liabilities  arising  under  any  contract  of  insurance  entered  JJ^gj-JSf  e 
into  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  by  liabilities 
the  Minister  of  Finance  out  of  unappropriated  moneys  in  *°  Qefp  out 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

(3)  The  liability  of  the  Corporation  under  the  contracts  Liability 
of  insurance  entered  into  under  this  section  and  outstanding  "^tracts 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  one  hundred  million  dollars  outstanding, 
and  shall  not  be  included  in  the  liability  of  the  Corporation

Smuts  and  Mt.  Shark  to  a  stone  cairn  on  the  summit  of  an  isolated  hill 
in  latitude  fifty  degrees  fifty-one  minutes  thirty  seconds,  and  longitude 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  degrees  twenty-five  minutes,  erected  by 
H.  F.  Lambart,  D.L.S.  in  1935; 

Thence  on  an  astronomic  bearing  of  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  degrees  fourteen  minutes,  to  a  standard  survey  post,  mound  and 
pits  on  the  left  bank  of  Spray  river  approximately  one  thousand  feet 
up-stream  from  the  mouth  of  Turbulent  creek,  erected  by  M.  P. 
Bridgland,  D.L.S.  in  1931; 

Thence  easterly  and  northerly  following  throughout  the  natural 
contour  passing  through  the  last  described  point  to  the  point  of 
intersection  with  a  straight  line  defined  by  H.  F.  Lambart,  D.L.S. 
in  1935  by  a  standard  survey  post  and  stone  cairn  east  of  Spray  river 
hereinafter  referred  to  and  a  stone  cairn  on  the  westerly  side  of  Spray 
river  near  the  said  contour  line  and  distant  one  mile  more  or  less  in 
a  straight  line  down-stream  from  the  junction  of  Spray  Lakes  creek 
with  the  said  Spray  river; 

Thence  across  Spray  river  valley  on  an  astronomic  bearing  of 
ninety-four  degrees  twenty-six  minutes  nine  hundred  feet  more  or  less 
to  the  aforementioned  standard  survey  post  and  stone  cairn  beside  the 
trail  on  the  easterly  side  of  Spray  river; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course,  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty-six  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone  cairn  on  the  crest  of  a  sharply 
defined  ridge  of  Mount  Nestor;

Thence  northerly  and  following  the  crest  of  Goat  Range  to  a 
point  on  the  production  of  the  following  straight  line  defined  by 
M.  P.  Bridgland,  D.L.S.,  in  1931; 

Thence  on  an  astronomic  bearing  of  fourteen  degrees  thirty  decimal 
five  minutes  to  a  standard  survey  post  and  stone  mound; 
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Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  decimal  naught  three  chains  more  or  less  to  a  standard  survey 
post  and  stone  mound  on  the  height  of  land  between  the  watersheds 
of  Goat  creek  and  Spray  Lakes  creek; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  to  the  most  southerly 
summit  of  Three  Sisters  Mountain; 

Thence  northwesterly  following  throughout  the  height  of  land 
that  divides  the  watershed  area  of  Spray  river  from  that  of  Bow  river 
to  the  summit  of  Mt.  Rundle  in  latitude  fifty-one  degrees  seven  minutes 
twenty  seconds,  and  longitude  one  hundred  and  fifteen  degrees  twenty- 
eight  minutes; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  defined  by  M.  P.  Bridgland,  D.L.S.  in 
1931  toward  the  summit  of  Mt.  Charles  Stewart,  on  an  astronomic 
bearing  of  sixty-nine  degrees  forty-eight  decimal  eight  minutes  to  a 
standard  survey  post  and  stone  mount  on  the  east  boundary  of  section 
fifteen  in  township  twenty-five,  range  eleven,  west  of  the  Fifth  Meridian; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  fifty-seven  decimal  twenty 
chains  more  or  less  to  a  standard  survey  post  and  stone  mound  on  the 
south  boundary  of  the  north  half  of  section  fourteen  in  the  said  town- 
ship; 

Thence  easterly  along  the  south  boundary  of  the  north  half  of 
sections  fourteen  and  thirteen  to  the  east  boundary  of  section  thirteen 
of  the  said  township; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  east  boundary  of  the  said  section  to 
a  standard  survey  post,  pits  and  mound  thirty-nine  decimal  four  links 
south  of  the  northeast  corner  of  the  said  section  thirteen ; 

Thence  on  the  astronomic  bearing  of  sixty-nine  degrees  forty-eight 
decimal  eight  minutes  to  the  summit  of  Mt.  Charles  Stewart ; 

Thence  northeasterly  following  the  height  of  land  which  bounds 
the  watershed  area  of  Carrot  Creek  and  its  tributaries  to  the  point  at 
which  it  becomes  the  height  of  land  that  divides  the  watershed  area 
of  Lake  Minnewanka  from  that  of  Ghost  river; 

Thence  continuing  along  the  last  mentioned  height  of  land  through 
Orient  Point  to  a  stone  cairn  in  latitude  fifty-one  degrees  sixteen 
minutes,  longitude  one  hundred  and  fifteen  degrees  ten  minutes; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  defined  by  H.  F.  Lambart,  D.L.S. ,  in  1935 
on  an  astronomic  bearing  of  three  hundred  and  forty-seven  degrees 
thirty-seven  decimal  eight  minutes  a  distance  of  five  thousand  six 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  decimal  seven  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone 
cairn ; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  bearing  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  decimal  three  feet  more  or  less  to  a  standard  survey  post  and 
stone  cairn  beside  the  trail  through  Devil's  Gap; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-five  decimal  four  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone  cairn; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  to  Devil's  Fang  Mountain; 

Thence  westerly  and  northerly  following  throughout  all  its  sinuo- 
sities the  height  of  land  that  forms  the  southerly  and  westerly  limit  of 
the  watershed  area  of  Ghost  River  or  any  of  its  tributaries  to  Mount 
Oliver; 
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Thence  northerly  along  the  height  of  land  that  forms  the  easterly 
limit  of  the  watershed  area  of  Dormer  river  to  a  stone  cairn  on  an 
astronomic  bearing  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  degrees  and  seven- 
tenths  of  a  minute  from  the  summit  of  Dormer  Mountain ; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  defined  by  H.  F.  Lambart,  D.L.S.,  in  1935 
on  an  astronomic  bearing  of  three  hundred  and  fifteen  degrees  and 
seven-tenths  of  a  minute,  a  distance  of  eight  thousand  five  hundred 
and  ninety-two  decimal  seven  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone  cairn ; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  four  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eight-four  feet  more  or  less  to  a  standard  survey  post  and  stone 
cairn  beside  the  trail  on  the  northerly  side  of  Dormer  river; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  eight  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eighteen  decimal  eight  feet  more  or  less  to  a  cairn  on  the  summit  of 
Dormer  Mountain; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  defined  by  H.  F.  Lambart,  D.L.S.,  in  1935 
on  an  astronomic  bearing  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  degrees  five 
minutes  to  a  stone  cairn; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  one  thousand  and  eighty- 
three  decimal  eight  feet  more  or  less  to  a  standard  post  and  stone  cairn 
beside  the  trail  along  Panther  river; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  nine  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  decimal  six  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone  cairn; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  two  thousand  four  hundred 
and  eleven  decimal  six  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone  cairn  on  the  crest  of 
a  ridge  of  Barrier  Mountain; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  to  the  summit  of  Barrier 
Mountain; 

Thence  northwesterly  along  a  well  defined  height  of  land  to  a  stone 
cairn  on  the  summit  of  Warden  Rock ; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  defined  by  H.  F.  Lambart,  D.L.S.,  in  1935 
on  an  astronomic  bearing  of  two  hundred  and  eight-nine  degrees  thirteen 
decimal  one  minutes,  a  distance  of  seven  thousand  and  forty-three 
decimal  four  feet  more  or  less  to  a  standard  survey  post  and  stone  cairn 
beside  the  trail  on  the  west  side  of  Red  Deer  river; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eight  decimal  nine  feet  more  or  less  to  a  stone  cairn; 

Thence  continuing  on  the  same  course  to  the  summit  of  a  mountain 
in  latitude  fifty-one  degrees  forty-two  decimal  five  minutes,  longitude 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  degrees  forty-four  minutes; 

Thence  northwesterly  following  the  height  of  land  that  forms  the 
easterly  and  northerly  limit  of  the  watershed  of  Tyrrell  creek,  the 
northerly  limit  of  the  watershed  of  Divide  creek  and  the  easterly  limit 
of  the  watershed  of  Peters  creek  to  the  summit  of  Condor  peak ;

(1)  Yoho  National  Park. 

All  and  singular  that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land  situate  lying 
and  being  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  designated  Yoho  Park 
and  shown  bordered  in  yellow  on  the  map  of  Yoho  Park  which  was 
reprinted  with  corrections  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor  General  and 
Chief  of  the  Hydrographic  Service,  Department  of  Mines  and  Resources, 
Ottawa,  in  1939,  and  of  record  in  the  Legal  Surveys  Division  of  said 
Department  under  number  39587,  which  said  parcel  may  be  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:

following  the  right  bank  of  said  Beaverfoot  River  downstream  to  its 
intersection  with  the  north  boundary  of  Township  twenty-five,  Range 
nineteen,  West  of  the  fifth  Meridian,  or  said  north  boundary  produced 
easterly;  thence  west  along  said  north  boundary  and  the  production 
thereof  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Section  four  in  Township  twenty- 
six,  Range  nineteen;  thence  north  along  the  east  boundary  of  said 
Section  four  to  its  intersection  with  the  left  bank  of  Kicking  Horse 
River;  thence  in  a  general  northwesterly  direction  and  following 
throughout  the  left  bank  of  Kicking  Horse  River  to  its  intersection 
with  the  east  boundary  of  Township  twenty-six,  Range  twenty,  West 
of  the  fifth  Meridian;  thence  north  along  said  east  boundary  of  Town- 
ship twenty-six  to  its  intersection  with  the  summit  of  a  well  defined 
ridge  dividing  the  watershed  of  Porcupine  Creek  from  that  part  of 
Kicking  Horse  River  which  lies  west  of  said  east  boundary;  thence  in  a 
general  northerly  direction  along  the  summit  of  the  height  of  land 
which  forms  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  area  of  that  part 
of  Kicking  Horse  river  which  lies  upstream  from  the  east  boundary 
of  said  Township  twenty-six,  and  following  all  the  sinuosities  of  said 
height  of  land  to  its  intersection  with  the  summit  of  Mount  Rhondda 
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which  mountain  is  also  a  point  on  the  summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains 
forming  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia; 
thence  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction  and  following  the  said 
summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  throughout  all  its  sinuosities  to  the 
point  of  commencement;  said  parcel  containing  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately 507  square  miles. 

(2)  Kootenay  National  Park. 

All  those  portions  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  lying  be- 
tween the  summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  to  the  east  and  Columbia 
River  to  the  west,  which  may  be  more  particularly  described  as 
follows :

Thence  in  a  general  south-southeasterly  direction  along  the  height 
of  land  which  divides  the  watershed  area  of  Simpson  River  and  Verdant 
Creek  to  the  summit  of  Monarch  Mountain; 

Thence  in  a  general  southerly  direction  and  following  the  sinuosi- 
ties of  the  above  described  height  of  land  to  an  outlying  peak  of 
Monarch  Mountain  distant  approximately  one  (1)  mile  from  the 
summit  of  said  Mountain; 

Thence  westerly  along  a  sharply  defined  ridge  an  estimated 
distance  of  twenty-five  (25-00)  chains  to  a  stone  cairn; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  across  the  valley  of  Verdant  Creek  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  eight  decimal  seven  five  three  (108-753) 
chains  more  or  less  on  a  bearing  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  degrees, 
naught  six  minutes  (199°  06')  to  a  stone  cairn; 

Thence  in  a  general  southwesterly  direction  along  the  line  of  local 
watershed  to  the  summit  of  Mount  Shanks  on  Hawk  Ridge; 

Thence  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction  along  the  crest  of 
Hawk  Ridge  to  a  stone  cairn ; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  a  distance  of  sixty  decimal  three  eight 
seven  chains  (60-387)  more  or  less  on  a  bearing  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-one  degrees  twenty  minutes  (191°  20')  to  a  stone  cairn  on  the 
right  bank  of  Simpson  River; 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  a  distance  of  seventy-eight  decimal 
three  one  three  (78-313)  chains  more  or  less  on  a  bearing  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  degrees  thirty-five  minutes  (160°  35')  to  a  stone 
cairn; 

Thence  southerly  along  a  sharply  defined  line  of  watershed  divi- 
sion to  a  camera  station  marked  8032  on  the  map  of  Kootenay  Park, 
which  camera  station  is  on  the  point  of  a  long  ridge  leading  north- 
westerly from  Octopus  Mountain; 
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Thence  in  a  straight  line  across  the  valley  of  Lachine  Creek  on  a 
bearing  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  degrees  thirty-four  minutes 
(229°  34')  to  a  stone  cairn,  said  cairn  being  about  forty-four  decimal 
thirty  (44-30)  chains  west  of  Lachine  Creek  measured  along  said 
straight  line; 

Thence  in  a  general  southwesterly  direction  along  a  well-defined 
line  of  watershed  division  to  intersect  the  crest  of  Mitchell  Range;

Thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  bank  of  Kootenay  River  to 
its  intersection  with  the  north  boundary  of  the  south  half  of  Group 
Lot  11837  produced  easterly  across  Kootenay  River; 

Thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  easterly  extremity  of 
the  north  boundary  of  the  south  half  of  Group  Lot  11837; 

Thence  continuing  westerly  in  the  same  straight  line  and  following 
the  north  boundaries  of  the  south  halves  of  Group  Lots  11837  and 
11838  respectively  to  the  west  boundary  of  said  Lot  11838; 

Thence  southerly  along  said  west  boundary  of  Group  Lot  11838 
fifteen  decimal  nine  naught  one  (15-901)  chains  more  or  less  to  an 
iron  bar  in  an  earth  mound; 

Thence  in  a  general  westerly  direction  along  a  well-defined  line 
of  local  watershed  to  a  peak  on  the  crest  of  Stanford  Range,  said  peak 
being  marked  8609  on  the  map  of  Kootenay  Park ; 

Thence  southwesterly  across  the  summit  of  Kimpton  Pass  along 
the  line  of  watershed  between  Kimpton  and  Shuswap  Creeks  to  a 
camera  station  marked  8335  on  the  map  of  Kootenay  Park ; 

Thence  southerly  and  westerly  along  the  line  of  watershed  between 
Stoddart  and  Shuswap  Creeks  to  a  wooden  post  in  an  earth  mound 
planted  at  the  intersection  of  said  line  of  watershed  with  the  north 
boundary  of  District  Lot  numbered  4596; 
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Thence  west  along  the  north  boundary  of  said  Lot  4596  to  a  stone 
cairn  built  at  its  intersection  with  the  east  boundary  of  Group  Lot 
9248,  said  point  of  intersection  being  distant  fourteen  decimal  one 
five  one  (14-151)  chains  more  or  less  north  from  the  southeast  corner 
of  said  Lot  9248;

Thence  westerly  along  the  north  boundary  of  Group  Lot  8208  to 
the  southeast  corner  of  Group  Lot  8207 ; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  east  boundary  of  said  Lot  8207  to  the 
southwest  corner  of  Group  Lot  10114; 

Thence  easterly  along  the  south  boundary  of  said  Lot  10114  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  said  Lot; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  east  boundary  of  said  Lot  10114  to  the 
northeast  corner  of  said  Lot; 

Thence  westerly  along  the  north  boundary  of  said  Lot  10114  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  said  Lot,  which  point  is  also  the  southeast  corner 
of  Group  Lot  9010; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  east  boundaries  of  Group  Lots  9010 
and  9560  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said  Lot  9560; 

Thence  westerly  along  the  north  boundary  of  said  Lot  9560  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  said  Lot,  which  point  is  also  a  point  on  the  south 
boundary  of  Group  Lot  9011; 

Thence  continuing  westerly  along  the  south  boundary  of  said  Lot 
9011  to  the  southwest  corner  of  said  Lot; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  west  boundary  of  said  Lot  9011  and 
said  west  boundary  produced  to  its  intersection  with  the  south  boundary 
of  Group  Lot  10112; 

Thence  easterly  along  the  south  boundary  of  said  Lot  10112  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  said  Lot; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  east  boundary  of  said  Lot  10112  to 
the  southwest  corner  of  Group  Lot  9577; 

Thence  easterly  along  the  south  boundary  of  said  Lot  9577  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  said  Lot ; 

Thence  northerly  along  the  east  boundary  of  said  Lot  9577  to  the 
northeast  corner  of  said  Lot,  which  corner  is  a  point  on  the  south 
boundary  of  Group  Lot  10720;

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  North  ninety  degrees  West  (N90°  00' W) 
to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Saving  and  excepting  therefrom  all  that  certain  lot,  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  situate,  lying  and  being  at  Ingonish,  in  the  County  of 
Victoria,  being  a  part  of  Crown  Grant  No.  5219  made  to  Honourable

thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the  said  easterly  limit  of  the  Cabot 
Trail  a  distance  of  66  feet  more  or  less  to  the  intersection  of  a  line 
drawn  parallel  with  and  66  feet  perpendicularly  distant  from  the  said 
northerly  limit  of  said  park,  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  following  the 
said  line  a  distance  of  378  feet  more  or  less  to  its  intersection  with  the 
park  boundary,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  following  the  park 
boundary  on  an  azimuth  of  N  32°  41'  E  a  distance  of  66  feet  more  or 
less  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

The  term  azimuth  as  used  in  the  foregoing  description  having 
reference  to  the  astronomical  meridian  at  the  commencement  of  each 
course.

[Assented  to  Uth  May,  1948.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1913,  c.  162; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  1931' c- 4L 
follows : 

1.  Subsection  one  of  section  six  of  The  North  Fraser 
Harbour  Commissioners  Act,  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  of  the  statutes  of  1913,  is  repealed  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor: 

"6.  (1)  The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  three  commis-  Commis- 
sioners two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  sioners- 
in  Council  and  one  by  resolution  of  a  majority  of  three 
persons,  of  whom  one  shall  be  nominated  for  that  purpose 
by  each  of  the  following  municipalities,  namely,  the  muni-  Appointment, 
cipality  of  Richmond,  the  municipality  of  Burnaby  and  the  bow  made, 
city  of  Vancouver." 

2.  Subsection  one  of  section  fourteen  of  the  said  Act 
is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor:

pality or  city  in  the  harbour  as  defined  by  this  Act  and  all 
other  property  which  may  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Corporation."

interest  upon  money  borrowed  by  the  Corporation  for 
improvements,  and  for  all  other  liabilities  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  for  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  off  any  indebtedness 
incurred  by  the  Corporation,  any  surplus  profits  shall  be 
the  property  of  the  municipalities  of  Richmond  and  Burn- 
aby  and  the  city  of  Vancouver,  equally  between  them,  and 
shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Corporation  to  the  treasurers  of 
these  municipalities  and  the  city." 

4.  Section  seventeen  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor:

connection  therewith  to  the  councils  of  the  said  munici- 
palities and  city."

[Assented  to  llfii  May,  1948.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.s.,  c.  U2-, 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  }g^;  I'  If 
follows : — 

1.  Subsection  one  of  section  ten  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories Act }  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  paragraph: 

" (s)  The  preservation  of  game  in  the  Territories".  Preservation 

of  game. 

2.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding  thereto, 
immediately  after  section  thirty-eight  thereof,  the  following 
section : 

"38a.  (1)  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  any  final  judgment  Appellate 
of  a  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  except  a  decision  under  section  jromdicti°n 
sixty-nine  of  the  Regulations  for  the  disposal  of  Quartz  stipendiary 
Mining  Claims  on  Dominion  Lands  in  the  Northwest  Masistrate- 
Territories,  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Alberta  where  the  matter  in  controversy  amounts  to  the 
sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  upwards,  or  where 
the  title  to  real  property  or  some  interest  therein  is  in 
question,  or  the  validity  of  a  patent  is  affected,  or  the  matter 
in  question  relates  to  the  taking  of  an  annual  or  other  rent, 
customary  or  other  duty  or  fee,  or  a  like  demand  of  a  public 
or  general  nature  affecting  future  rights,  or  in  cases  of 
proceedings  for  or  upon  mandamus,  prohibition  or  injunc- 
tion, or  if  the  action  be  for  the  recovery  of  a  claim,  mining 
property,  mineral  claim  or  location  as  defined  in  the 
Regulations  for  the  disposal  of  Quartz  Mining  Claims  on 
Dominion  Lands  in  the  Northwest  Territories  or  of  any 
interest  therein  or  to  establish  title  thereto,  or  for  the 
definition  of  or  establishment  of  the  boundaries  of  any 
such  claim,  mining  property,  mineral  claim  or  location,  or 
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to  establish  the  right  of  a  claimant  to  any  such  claim, 
mining  property,  mineral  claim  or  location  or  interest 
therein,  or  to  have  included  within  said  claim,  mining 
property,  mineral  claim  or  location,  any  land  or  property, 
or  if  the  action  be  for  divorce  or  judicial  separation. 

(2)  The  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Alberta  and  the  judges  thereof  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
jurisdiction  and  authority  with  reference  to  any  such 
appeal  and  the  proceedings  thereon  as  if  it  were  an  appeal 
duly  authorized  from  a  like  judgment,  order  or  decree 
made  by  the  Trial  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Alberta, 
or  a  judge  thereof,  in  the  exercise  of  its  ordinary  jurisdiction. 

(3)  Notice  of  any  such  appeal  shall  be  given  within 
twenty  days  from  the  day  upon  which  the  judgment 
appealed  from  is  pronounced  or  given,  or  within  such 
further  time  as  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  may  allow. 

(4)  Execution  of  the  judgment  appealed  from  shall  not 
be  stayed  except  upon  order  of  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate 
or  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Alberta, 
or  a  judge  thereof,  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  just. 

(5)  Three  judges  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Alberta  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  hearing  of 
appeals  from  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate. 

(6)  The  procedure  upon  such  appeals  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  ordinary  practice  and  procedure  upon  similar 
appeals  coming  before  the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Alberta,  so  far  as  such  practice  and 
procedure  are  applicable  and  are  not  inconsistent  with 
anything  in  this  section,  and  except  in  so  far  as  is  otherwise 
provided  by  general  rules  made  pursuant  to  this  section. 

(7)  The  judges  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Alberta  may  make  general  rules  not  inconsistent 
with  this  Act  for  regulating  the  practice  and  procedure 
upon  appeals  from  a  Stipendiary  Magistrate. 

(8)  An  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 
from  the  judgment  upon  any  appeal  authorized  by  this 
section,  wherever  such  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada  would  have  been  authorized  had  the  judgment 
appealed  from  been  delivered  in  a  like  case  in  the  exercise 
of  the  ordinary  jurisdiction  of  the  Appellate  Division  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Alberta  upon  appeal  in  respect  of 
cases  originating  in  the  courts  of  the  Province  of  Alberta." 

3.  (1)  The  Northwest  Game  Act,  chapter  one  hundred 
and  forty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  is 
repealed. 

(2)  Subsection  one  of  this  section  shall  come  into  force 
on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation.

An  Act  respecting  the  Provisional  Fur  Seal  Agreement 
between  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

[Assented  to  14th  May,  1948.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Pelagic  Sealing  (Pro-  short  title. 
visional  Agreement )  Act. 

2.  In  this  Act,  Definitions. 

(a)  "Agreement"  means  the  Provisional  Fur  Seal  Agree-  "Agreement" 
ment  entered  into  between  Canada  and  the  United 

States  of  America  by  Exchange  of  Notes  dated  the 
eighth  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  the  nineteenth  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-two,  and  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  December, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  set  out  in  Schedule 

(b )  "North  Pacific  waters"  means  the  waters  within  "North 
such  part  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  as  are  north  of  the  ^atefs". 
thirtieth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  east  of  the 

one  hundred  and  eightieth  meridian,  including  the 
Bering  Sea; 

(c )  "equipment"  includes  any  boat,  tackle,  apparel,  "equipment" 
furniture,  provisions,  munitions,  fuel  or  stores  with  "equipping", 
which  a  vessel  is  furnished  and  any  other  thing  that  is 

used  in  or  about  a  vessel  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  or 
adapting  her  for  the  sea  or  for  carrying,  taking  or 
hunting  seals;  and  "equipping"  includes  furnishing 
a  vessel  with  any  equipment; 

(d)  "pelagic  sealing"  means  the  killing,  capturing  or  "pelagic 
pursuing  in  any  manner  whatsoever  of  fur  seals  at  sealms"- 
sea; 

(e)  "vessel"  includes  any  ship,  boat,  canoe  or  any  other  "vessel", 
description  of  vessel  used  in  navigation. 
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3.  (1)  Any  commissioned  officer  on  full  pay  in  the  naval, 
military  or  air  forces  of  Canada  or  in  any  other  naval, 
military  or  air  forces  of  His  Majesty,  or  any  fishery  officer 
or  stipendiary  magistrate,  on  board  of  any  vessel  belonging 
to  or  in  the  service  of  the  Government  of  Canada  and 
employed  in  the  service  of  protecting  the  fisheries,  or  any 
other  person  duly  commissioned  for  that  purpose,  may  go 
on  board  of  any  vessel  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada 
covered  by  the  Agreement  that  he  has  reason  to  believe 
is  in  any  manner  being  operated  or  used  in  contravention 
of  this  Act  or  the  Agreement,  or  for  aiding  or  facilitating 
any  such  contravention,  and  may  search  her  cargo  and 
equipment  and  examine  the  master  or  person  in  command 
under  oath  touching  the  cargo,  equipment  and  voyage. 

(2)  Where  the  master  or  person  in  command  of  any 
vessel  mentioned  in  subsection  one,  upon  examination  under 
oath  by  any  officer  or  person  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act  touching  the  cargo,  equipment  or  voyage  of  such  vessel 
refuses  or  fails  to  answer  truly  all  questions  put  to  him  in 
such  examination,  or  where  such  master  or  person  in 
command  refuses  to  take  an  oath  for  the  purpose  of  such 
examination,  he  is  guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable  on  summary 
conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars. 

4.  (1)  No  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  Canada  shall  engage 
in,  and  no  vessel  registered  in  Canada  or  belonging  to  any 
such  citizen  or  inhabitant  shall  be  operated  or  used  in  or 
for  any  purpose  connected  with  pelagic  sealing  in  North 
Pacific  waters. 

(2)  Every  person  who  violates  subsection  one  or  who 
procures,  aids  or  abets  any  such  violation,  is  guilty  of  an 
offence. 

5.  Every  person  who  uses  any  port  or  harbour  within 
Canada  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  any  vessel  intended 
to  be  operated  or  used  for  any  purpose  connected  with 
the  operations  of  pelagic  sealing  in  North  Pacific  waters  is 
guilty  of  an  offence  and 

(a)  may  be  prosecuted  under  Part  XV  of  the  Criminal 
Code  and  if  convicted  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  six  months  or  to  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment; or 

( b )  may  be  prosecuted  upon  indictment  and  if  convicted 
is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars 
or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years 
or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 
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6.  Sections  four  and  five  do  not  apply  to  an  Indian  or  Exception, 
other  aborigine  dwelling  on  the  coast  of  Canada  contiguous 

to  North  Pacific  waters,  while  engaging  in  pelagic  sealing 
in  North  Pacific  waters  in  compliance  with  Article  V  of  the 
Agreement. 

7.  No  person  shall  import  into  or  have  in  possession  importation 
within  Canada  any  skins  of  seals  ^JfifiSSit* 

(a)  taken  in  contravention  of  this  Act  or  the  Agreement ; 
or 

(b  )  identified  as  being  of  the  species  known  as  Callorhinus 
alascanus,  Callorhinus  ur sinus  and  Callorhinus  kuril- 
ensis,  except  such  as  are  taken  under  the  authority  of 
the  United  States  of  America  or  the  respective  parties 
to  any  fur  seal  agreement  between  Canada  and  any 
other  country  that  are  officially  marked  and  certified 
as  having  been  so  taken. 

8.  No  person  shall  import  into  or  have  in  possession  Dealing  in 
within  Canada  or  buy,  sell,  ship  or  otherwise  dispose  of  ^JJjJ^118 
any  fur  seal  skin,  except  skins  taken  and  officially  marked  except  under 
and  certified  as  provided  in  paragraph  (b)  of  section  seven,  certificate- 
and  except  skins  that  have  been  dressed  and  dyed,  unless 

a  fishery  officer  or  other  officer  authorized  by  the  Minister 
of  Fisheries  has,  with  respect  to  such  skin,  issued  a  certificate 
in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule  B  and  the  person  taking 
such  skin  has  duly  completed  and  signed  the  statement 
prescribed  in  such  form  and  such  skin  is  marked  with  a  tag 
affixed  thereto  by  such  officer  bearing  the  number  designated 
in  such  certificate. 

®.  Subject  to  section  fourteen,  every  vessel,  including  vessels  and 
her  equipment  and  any  skins  of  fur  seals  found  on  board  skins  subject 
thereof,  that  is  in  any  manner  operated  or  used  in  contra-  to  forfeiture- 
vention  of  this  Act  or  the  Agreement,  or  for  aiding  or 
facilitating  such  contravention  is  subject  to  forfeiture  to 
His  Majesty.

Provisional  Fur  Seal  Agreement 

BETWEEN 

Canada  and  United  States 
by 

Exchange  of  Notes  Dated  December  8,  1942, 
December  19,  1942  and  December  26,  1947. 

Article  I. 

The  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  apply  to  all  waters  of  the 
Bering  Sea  and  the  Pacific  Ocean,  north  of  the  thirtieth  parallel  of 
north  latidude  and  east  of  the  one  hundred  and  eightieth  meridian. 

Article  II. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  mutually  and  reciprocally  agree  that: — 

(a)  Excepting  as  may  be  authorized  pursuant  to  paragraph  (c)  of 
this  Article,  nationals  or  citizens  of  the  respective  countries, 
and  all  persons,  and  vessels,  subject  to  their  laws  and  treaties, 
shall  be  prohibited,  while  this  Agreement  remains  in  force, 
from  engaging  in  pelagic  sealing  in  the  waters  within  the  area 
defined  in  Article  I,  and  that  every  such  person  and  vessel 
offending  against  such  prohibition  may  be  seized,  except 
within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  other  Party  to  this 
Agreement,  and  detained  by  the  naval  or  other  duly  com- 
missioned officers  of  either  of  the  Parties,  to  be  delivered  as 
soon  as  practicable  to  an  authorized  official  of  their  own  nation 
at  the  nearest  point  to  the  place  of  seizure,  or  elsewhere  as 
may  be  mutually  agreed  upon;  and  that  the  authorities  of 
the  nation  to  which  such  person  or  vessel  belongs  alone  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  try  the  offence  and  impose  the  penalties 
for  the  same;  and  that  the  witnesses  and  proofs  necessary  to 
establish  the  offence,  so  far  as  they  are  under  the  control  of 
either  of  the  Parties  to  this  Agreement,  shall  be  furnished  with 
all  reasonable  promptness  to  the  authorities  having  juris- 
diction to  try  the  offence; 

(b )  No  person  or  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to  use  any  of  the  ports 
or  harbours  of  either  of  the  Parties  to  this  Agreement  or  any 
part  of  the  territories  of  such  Parties  for  any  purposes  con- 
nected with  the  operation  of  pelagic  sealing  in  the  waters 
within  the  area  defined  in  Article  I;  and  the  importation  into 
or  possession  within  their  respective  territories  of  skins  of 
fur  seals  taken  in  those  waters  other  than  in  accord  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  not  be  permitted;  and 
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(c )  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  pelagic  sealing  may 
be  conducted,  in  the  event  of  emergency  circumstances,  by  an 
agency  or  agencies  authorized  by  either  of  the  two  Govern- 
ments under  such  conditions  and  for  such  a  period  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  consultation  between  the  two  Governments, 
and  the  skins  thus  taken  shall  be  shared  in  such  a  manner  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  them. 


Article  III. 

The  United  States  agrees  that  of  the  total  number  of  sealskins 
taken  annually  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  upon  the 
Pribilof  Islands  or  any  other  islands  or  shores  of  the  waters  defined  in 
Article  I  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  to  which  any 
seal  herds  hereafter  resort,  there  shall  be  delivered  at  the  Pribilof 
Islands  or  at  such  other  point  or  points  as  may  be  acceptable  to  both 
Governments,  at  the  end  of  each  season  during  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment 20  per  cent  gross  in  number  and  value  thereof  to  an  authorized 
agent  of  the  Canadian  Government. 


Article  IV. 

It  is  agreed  on  the  part  of  Canada  that  in  case  any  fur  seals  here- 
after resort  to  any  islands  or  shores  of  the  waters  defined  in  Article  I 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Canada,  there  shall  be  delivered  at  the 
end  of  each  season  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  20  per  cent  gross 
in  number  and  value  of  the  total  number  of  sealskins  taken  annually 
from  such  herd  to  an  authorized  agent  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of 'America  at  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  or  at  such  other 
point  or  points  as  may  be  acceptable  to  both  Governments. 


Article  V. 

The  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  not  apply  to  Indians,  Aleuts, 
or  other  aborigines  dwelling  on  the  coasts  of  the  waters  defined  in 
Article  I,  who  carry  on  pelagic  sealing  in  canoes  not  transported  by  or 
used  in  connection  with  other  vessels,  and  propelled  entirely  by  oars, 
paddles,  or  sails,  and  manned  by  not  more  than  five  persons  each,  in 
the  way  hitherto  practised,  and  without  the  use  of  firearms;  provided 
that  such  aborigines  are  not  in  the  employment  of  other  persons  or 
under  contract  to  deliver  the  skins  to  any  person. 


Article  VI. 

The  term  pelagic  sealing  is  hereby  defined  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Agreement  as  meaning  the  killing,  capturing,  or  pursuing  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  of  fur  seals  at  sea. 
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Article  VII. 

Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  preceding  Articles  of 
the  present  Agreement,  either  Party  to  this  Agreement  may  grant  to  any 
of  its  nationals  or  agencies  a  special  permit  to  take  fur  seals  for  purposes 
of  scientific  research  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  to  number  and 
subject  to  such  other  conditions  as  the  Party  deems  appropriate.  Each 
Party  shall  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  inform  the  other  Party  of 
the  number  of  animals  taken  and  the  data  obtained  under  such  permits. 

Article  VIII. 

Nothing  contained  in  the  present  Agreement  shall  restrict  the  right 
of  the  United  States  at  any  time  to  suspend  altogether  the  taking  of 
sealskins  upon  the  Pribilof  Islands  or  any  other  islands  or  shores  of 
the  waters  defined  in  Article  I  subject  to  its  jurisdiction,  or  the  right 
of  the  United  States  to  impose  such  restrictions  and  regulations  upon 
the  total  number  of  skins  which  may  be  taken  in  any  season  and  the 
manner  and  times  and  places  of  taking  skins  as  may  seem  necessary  to 
protect  and  preserve  the  seal  herd  or  to  increase  its  numbers,  provided, 
however,  that  the  two  Governments  will  consult  from  time  to  time 
regarding  the  level  of  population  at  which  the  seal  herd  is  to  be  main- 
tained or  other  important  phases  of  management  or  policy. 

Article  IX. 

Each  of  the  Parties  agrees  to  enact  and  enforce  such  legislation  as 
may  be  necessary  to  make  effective  the  foregoing  provisions  with 
appropriate  penalties  for  violations  thereof. 

The  Parties  further  agree  to  co-operate  with  each  other  in  taking 
such  measures  as  may  be  appropriate  for  the  enforcement  of  the  fore- 
going provisions. 

Article  X. 

This  Agreement  shall  enter  into  force  on  the  day  the  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America  approves  legislation  enacted  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  for  its  enforcement,  and  the  day  the 
Government  of  Canada  issues  an  Order  in  Council  applying  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Agreement,  or  should  the  President's  approval  of  the 
legislation  and  the  issuance  of  the  Order  in  Council  be  on  different 
days,  on  the  date  of  the  later  in  time  of  such  approval  by  the  President 
or  issuance  of  such  Order  in  Council.  When  this  Agreement  shall  have 
entered  into  force  it  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  in  effect  as  from  June 
1,  1942.   The  Agreement  shall  remain  in  effect  until: 

(a)  either  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  or 
the  Government  of  Canada  enacts  legislation  contrary  to 
its  provisions;  or 

(b )  the  date  of  entry  into  force  of  a  new  agreement  for  the  pres- 
ervation and  protection  of  fur  seals  to  which  the  United 
States  of  America  and  Canada,  and  possibly  other  interested 
countries,  shall  be  parties;  or 

(c)  twelve  months  after  either  Government  shall  have  notified  the 
other  Government  of  an  intention  of  terminating  the 
Agreement.

1.  The  Prisons  and  Reformatories  Act,  chapter  one 
hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1927,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto,  immediately  after 
section  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  thereof,  the  following 
sections :

[Assented  to  14th  May,  1948.]

(2)  Orders  and  regulations  made  under  this  section  shall  Published, 
be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  and  laid  before  Parlia-  Laid  before 
ment  within  fifteen  days  after  they  are  made,  if  Parliament  Parliament, 
is  then  sitting,  and  if  not,  then  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
commencement  of  the  next  ensuing  session  thereof. 
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SCHEDULE 

Agreement  Between  the  Government  of  Canada  and  the 
Government  of  New  Zealand  for  the  Avoidance  of  Double 
Taxation  and  the  Prevention  of  Fiscal  Evasion  with  Respect 
to  Taxes  on  Income. 


The  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  New  Zealand, 
desiring  to  conclude  an  agreement  for  the  avoidance  of  double  taxation 
and  the  prevention  of  fiscal  evasion  with  respect  to  taxes  on  income, 
have  agreed  as  follows: — 

Article  I 

(1)  The  taxes  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement  are — 

(a )  In  Canada: 

The  income  taxes,  including  surtaxes  imposed  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Canadian  tax"). 

(b )  In  New  Zealand : 

The  income  tax  and  the  social  security  charge  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  "New  Zealand  tax"). 

(2)  The  present  Agreement  shall  also  apply  to  any  other  taxes  of  a 
substantially  similar  character  imposed  by  either  Contracting  Govern- 
ment subsequently  to  the  date  of  signature  of  the  present  Agreement 
or  by  the  Government  of  any  territory  to  which  the  present  Agreement 
is  extended  under  Article  XV. 

Article  II 

(1)  In  the  present  Agreement,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires — 

(a)  The  term  "New  Zealand"  includes  all  islands  and  territories 
within  the  limits  thereof  for  the  time  being,  including  the  Cook 
Islands. 

(b )  The  terms  "one  of  the  territories"  and  "the  other  territory" 
mean  New  Zealand  or  Canada,  as  the  context  requires. 

(c)  The  term  "tax"  means  New  Zealand  tax  or  Canadian  tax, 
as  the  context  requires. 

(d)  The  term  "person"  includes  any  body  of  persons,  corporate 
or  not  corporate. 

(e)  The  term  "company"  includes  any  body  corporate. 

(f )  The  terms  "resident  of  New  Zealand"  and  "resident  of 
Canada"  mean  respectively  any  person  who  is  resident  in  New 
Zealand  for  the  purposes  of  New  Zealand  tax  and  not  resident 
in  Canada  for  the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax  and  any  person 
who  is  resident  in  Canada  for  the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax  and 
not  resident  in  New  Zealand  for  the  purposes  of  New  Zealand 
tax ;  and  a  company  shall  be  regarded  as  resident  in  New  Zealand 
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if  its  business  is  managed  and  controlled  in  New  Zealand  and  as 
resident  in  Canada  if  its  business  is  managed  and  controlled  in 
Canada. 

(g)  The  terms  "resident  of  one  of  the  territories"  and  "resident 
of  the  other  territory"  means  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of  New 
Zealand  or  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada,  as  the  context 
requires. 

(h )  The  terms  "New  Zealand  enterprise"  and  "Canadian  enter- 
prise" mean  respectively  an  industrial  or  commercial  enterprise 
or  undertaking  carried  on  by  a  resident  of  New  Zealand  and  an 
industrial  or  commercial  enterprise  or  undertaking  carried  on 
by  a  resident  of  Canada;  and  the  terms  "enterprise  of  one  of  the 
territories"  and  "enterprise  of  the  other  territory"  mean  a  New 
Zealand  enterprise  or  a  Canadian  enterprise,  as  the  context 
requires. 

(i )  The  term  "permanent  establishment",  when  used  with  respect 
to  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories,  means  a  branch  or  other 
fixed  place  of  business,  but  does  not  include  an  agency  unless 
the  agent  has,  and  habitually  exercises,  a  general  authority 
to  negotiate  and  conclude  contracts  on  behalf  of  such  enterprise 
or  has  a  stock  of  merchandise  from  which  he  regularly  fills  orders 
on  its  behalf. 

An  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  have  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other  territory  merely 
because  it  carries  on  business  dealings  in  that  other  territory 
through  a  bona  fide  broker  or  general  commission  agent  acting 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  his  business  as  such. 

The  fact  that  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  maintains 
in  the  other  territory  a  fixed  place  of  business  exclusively  for 
the  purchase  of  goods  or  merchandise  shall  not  of  itself  constitute 
that  fixed  place  of  business  a  permanent  establishment  of  the 
enterprise. 

The  fact  that  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  has  a  subsidiary  company  which  is  a  resident  of  the 
other  territory  or  which  is  engaged  in  trade  or  business  in  that 
other  territory  (whether  through  a  permanent  establishment  or 
otherwise),  shall  not  of  itself  constitute  that  subsidiary  company 
a  permanent  establishment  of  its  parent  company. 

(2)  The  term  "industrial  or  commercial  profits",  as  used  in  the 
present  Agreement,  includes  manufacturing,  mercantile,  mining, 
financial  and  farming  profits  but  does  not  include  income  in  the  form 
of  dividends,  interest,  rents  or  royalties,  management  charges,  or 
remuneration,  for  labour  or  personal  services. 

(3)  The  terms  "New  Zealand  tax"  and  "Canadian  tax",  as  used  in 
the  present  Agreement,  do  not  include  any  amount  payable  in  New 
Zealand  or  Canada  which  represents  a  penalty  imposed  under  the  law 
of  New  Zealand  or  Canada  relating  to  the  taxes  which  are  the  subject 
of  the  present  Agreement. 
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(4)  In  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  by 
one  of  the  Contracting  Governments  any  term  not  otherwise  defined 
shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  meaning  which  it 
has  under  the  laws  of  that  Contracting  Government  relating  to  the 
taxes  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement. 

Article  III 

(1)  The  industrial  or  commercial  profits  of  a  New  Zealand  enterprise 
shall  not  be  subject  to  Canadian  tax  unless  the  enterprise  is  engaged  in 
trade  or  business  in  Canada  through  a  permanent  establishment  situated 
therein.  If  it  is  so  engaged,  tax  may  be  imposed  on  those  profits 
by  Canada,  but  only  on  so  much  of  them  as  is  attributable  to  that  per- 
manent establishment:  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall 
affect  any  provisions  of  the  law  of  Canada  regarding  the  taxation  of 
income  from  the  business  of  insurance. 

(2)  The  industrial  or  commercial  profits  of  a  Canadian  enterprise 
shall  not  be  subject  to  New  Zealand  tax  unless  the  enterprise  is  engaged 
in  trade  or  business  in  New  Zealand  through  a  permanent  establishment 
situated  therein.  If  it  is  so  engaged  tax  may  be  imposed  on  those 
profits  by  New  Zealand,  but  only  on  so  much  of  them  as  is  attributable 
to  that  permanent  establishment:  Provided  that  nothing  in  this 
paragraph  shall  affect  any  provisions  of  the  law  of  New  Zealand  regard- 
ing the  taxation  of  income  from  the  business  of  insurance. 

(3)  Where  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  is  engaged  in  trade 
or  business  in  the  other  territory  through  a  permanent  establishment 
situated  therein,  there  shall  be  attributed  to  such  permanent  establish- 
ment the  industrial  or  commercial  profits  which  it  might  be  expected 
to  derive  if  it  were  an  independent  enterprise  engaged  in  the  same  or 
similar  activities  and  dealing  at  arm's  length  with  the  enterprise  of 
which  it  is  a  permanent  establishment,  and  the  profits  so  attributed 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  income  derived  from  sources  in  that  other 
territory. 

If  the  information  available  to  the  taxation  authority  concerned  is 
inadequate  to  determine  the  profits  to  be  attributed  to  the  permanent 
establishment,  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  affect  the  application 
of  the  law  of  either  territory  in  relation  to  the  liability  of  the 
permanent  establishment  to  pay  tax  on  an  amount  determined  by 
the  exercise  of  a  discretion  or  the  making  of  an  estimate  by  the  tax- 
ation authority  of  that  territory:  Provided  that  such  discretion  shall 
be  exercised  or  such  estimate  shall  be  made,  so  far  as  the  information 
available  to  the  taxation  authority  permits,  in  accordance  with  the 
principle  stated  in  this  paragraph. 

(4)  Profits  derived  by  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  from 
sales,  under  contracts  concluded  in  that  territory,  of  goods  or  merchan- 
dise stocked  in  a  warehouse  in  the  other  territory  for  convenience 
of  delivery  and  not  for  the  purposes  of  display  shall  not  be  attributed 
to  a  permanent  establishment  of  the  enterprise  in  that  other  territory 
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notwithstanding  that  the  offers  of  purchase  have  been  obtained  by 
an  agent  of  the  enterprise  in  that  other  territory  and  transmitted  by 
him  to  the  enterprise  for  acceptance. 

(5)  No  portion  of  any  profits  arising  from  the  sale  of  goods  or  mer- 
chandise by  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed  to 
arise  in  the  other  territory  by  reason  of  the  mere  purchase  of  the  goods 
or  merchandise  within  that  other  territory. 

(6)  Where  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories 
derived  profits  or  income  from  sources  within  the  other  territory,  the 
Government  of  that  other  territory  shall  not  impose  any  form  of  taxation 
on  dividends  paid  by  the  company  to  persons  not  resident  in  that  other 
territory,  or  any  tax  in  the  nature  of  an  undistributed  profits  tax  on 
undistributed  profits  of  the  company,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  those 
dividends  or  undistributed  profits  represent,  in  whole  or  in  part,  profits 
or  income  so  derived. 

Article  IV 

(1)  Where 

(a )  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  participates  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  management,  control  or  capital  of  an  enterprise 
of  the  other  territory,  or 

(b )  the  same  persons  participate  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
management,  control  or  capital  of  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the 
territories  and  an  enterprise  of  the  other  territory,  and 

( c )  in  either  case  conditions  are  made  or  imposed  between  the  two 
enterprises,  in  their  commercial  or  financial  relations,  which 
differ  from  those  which  would  be  made  between  independent  enter- 
prises, 

then  any  profits  which  would  but  for  those  conditions  have  accrued  to 
one  of  the  enterprises  but  by  reason  of  those  conditions  have  not  so 
accrued  may  be  included  in  the  profits  of  that  enterprise  and  taxed 
accordingly. 

(2)  Profits  included  in  the  profits  of  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  terri- 
tories under  paragraph  (.1)  of  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  income 
derived  from  sources  in  that  territory  and  shall  be  taxed  accordingly. 

(3)  If  the  information  available  to  the  taxation  authority  concerned 
is  inadequate  to  determine,  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  (1)  of  this 
Article,  the  profits  which  might  be  expected  to  accrue  to  an  enterprise, 
nothing  in  that  paragraph  shall  affect  the  application  of  the  law  of 
either  territory  in  relation  to  the  liability  of  that  enterprise  to  pay  tax 
on  an  amount  determined  by  the  exercise  of  a  discretion  or  the  making 
of  an  estimate  by  the  taxation  authority  of  that  territory:  Provided 
that  such  discretion  shall  be  exercised  or  such  estimate  shall  be  made, 
so  far  as  the  information  available  to  the  taxation  authority  permits, 
in  accordance  with  the  principle  stated  in  that  paragraph. 
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Article  V 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Articles  III  and  IV,  profits  which 
a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories  derives  from  operating  ships  or  air- 
craft shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the  other  territory. 

Article  VI 

Copyright  royalties  and  other  like  payments  made  in  respect  of  the 
production  or  reproduction  of  any  literary,  dramatic,  musical  or  artistic 
work  (but  not  including  rents  or  royalties  in  respect  of  motion  picture 
films)  and  derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories  by  a  resi- 
dent of  the  other  territory  who  is  liable  to  tax  in  that  other  territory 
in  respect  thereof  and  not  engaged  in  trade  or  business  in  the  first- 
mentioned  territory  through  a  permanent  establishment  situated  therein, 
shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  first-mentioned  territory. 

Article  VII 

(1)  Remuneration  (other  than  pensions)  paid  by  one  of  the  Con- 
tracting Governments  to  any  individual  for  services  rendered  to  that 
Contracting  Government  in  the  discharge  of  governmental  functions 
shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting 
Government  if  the  individual  is  not  ordinarily  resident  in  that  territory 
or  is  ordinarily  resident  in  that  territory  solely  for  the  purpose  of  render- 
ing those  services. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  payments  in 
respect  of  services  rendered  in  connection  with  any  trade  or  business 
carried  on  by  either  of  the  Contracting  Governments  for  purposes  of 
profit. 

Article  VIII 

(1)  An  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  New  Zealand  shall  be  exempt 
from  Canadian  tax  on  profits  or  remuneration  in  respect  of  personal 
(including  professional)  services  performed  within  Canada  in  any 
taxation  year  if — 

(a)  he  is  present  within  Canada  for  a  period  or  periods  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  183  days  during  that  year,  and 

(b  )  the  services  are  performed  for  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  resident 
in  New  Zealand,  and 

(c )  the  profits  or  remuneration  are  subject  to  New  Zealand  tax. 

(2)  An  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  shall  be  exempt 
from  New  Zealand  tax  on  profits  or  remuneration  in  respect  of  personal 
(including  professional)  services  performed  within  New  Zealand  in  any 
income  year  if — 

(a)  he  is  present  within  New  Zealand  for  a  period  or  periods 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  183  days  during  that  year,  and 

(b )  the  services  are  performed  for  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  resident 
in  Canada,  and 

(c)  the  profits  or  remuneration  are  subject  to  Canadian  tax. 
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(3)  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  the  profits  or 
remuneration  of  public  entertainers  such  as  stage,  motion  picture  or 
radio  artists,  musicians  and  athletes. 

Article  IX 

(1)  Any  pension  or  annuity,  derived  from  sources  within  Canada  by 
an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  New  Zealand  and  subject  to  New 
Zealand  tax  in  respect  thereof,  shall  be  exempt  from  Canadian  tax. 

(2)  Any  pension  or  annuity,  derived  from  sources  within  New  Zealand 
by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  and  subject  to  Canadian 
tax  in  respect  thereof,  shall  be  exempt  from  New  Zealand  tax. 

(3)  The  term  "annuity"  means  a  stated  sum  payable  periodically 
at  stated  times,  during  life  or  during  a  specified  or  ascertainable  period 
of  time,  under  an  obligation  to  make  the  payments  in  consideration 
of  money  paid. 

Article  X 

A  professor  or  teacher  from  one  of  the  territories  who  receives  remun- 
eration for  teaching,  during  a  period  of  temporary  residence  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  at  a  university,  college,  school  or  other  educational 
institution  in  the  other  territory,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that 
other  territory  in  respect  of  that  remuneration. 

Article  XI 

A  student  or  business  or  trade  apprentice  from  one  of  the  territories 
who  is  receiving  full-time  education  or  training  in  the  other  territory 
shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  other  territory  on  payments  made  to 
him  by  persons  in  the  first-mentioned  territory  for  the  purposes  of  his 
maintenance,  education  or  training. 

Article  XII 

Income  of  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  (other  than  dividends 
paid  by  a  company  resident  in  New  Zealand)  which  is  exempt  from  New 
Zealand  tax  under  any  provision  of  the  present  Agreement  shall  not 
be  included  in  that  person's  total  income  for  the  purposes  of  determining 
the  amount  of  any  New  Zealand  tax  payable  in  respect  of  income  of 
that  person  which  is  assessable  to  New  Zealand  tax. 

Article  XIII 

(1)  Subject  to  any  provisions  of  the  law  of  New  Zealand  regarding 
the  allowance  as  a  credit  against  New  Zealand  tax  of  tax  payable  in 
a  territory  outside  New  Zealand,  Canadian  tax  payable  in  respect  of 
income  from  sources  within  Canada  shall  be  allowed  as  a  credit  against 
any  New  Zealand  tax  (other  than  social  security  charge)  payable  in 
respect  of  that  income. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  Canada  regarding  the 
deduction  from  tax  payable  in  Canada  of  tax  in  a  territory  outside 
Canada,  New  Zealand  tax  payable  in  respect  of  income  from  sources 
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within  New  Zealand  shall  be  deducted  from  any  Canadian  tax  payable 
in  respect  of  that  income.  Where  such  income  is  a  dividend  paid  by  a 
company  resident  in  New  Zealand  to  a  company  resident  in  Canada 
which  owns  50  per  cent  or  more  of  the  share  capital  of  the  New  Zealand 
resident  company,  the  New  Zealand  tax  payable  by  the  New  Zealand 
resident  company  shall  be  deducted  from  any  Canadian  tax  payable 
in  respect  of  that  income. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  profits  or  remuneration  for 
personal  (including  professional)  services  performed  in  one  of  the  terri- 
tories shall  be  deemed  to  be  income  from  sources  within  that  territory, 
and  the  services  of  an  individual  whose  services  are  wholly  or  mainly 
performed  in  ships  or  aircraft  operated  by  a  resident  of  one  of  the  terri- 
tories shall  be  deemed  to  be  performed  in  that  territory. 

Article  XIV 

(1)  The  taxation  authorities  of  the  Contracting  Governments  shall 
exchange  such  information  (being  information  available  under  the 
respective  taxation  laws  of  the  Contracting  Governments)  as  is  neces- 
sary for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  or  for 
the  prevention  of  fraud  or  for  the  administration  of  statutory  provisions 
against  legal  avoidance  in  relation  to  the  taxes  which  are  the  subject 
of  the  present  Agreement.  Any  information  so  exchanged  shall  be 
treated  as  secret  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  to  any  persons  other  than 
those  concerned  with  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  taxes  which 
are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement.  No  information  shall  be 
exchanged  which  would  disclose  any  trade  secret  or  trade  process. 

(2)  The  taxation  authorities  of  the  Contracting  Governments  may 
consult  together  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  and,  in  particular,  the 
provisions  of  Articles  III  and  IV. 

(3)  As  used  in  this  Article,  the  term  ' 'taxation  authorities"  means, 
in  the  case  of  Canada,  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  or  his 
authorized  representative;  in  the  case  of  New  Zealand,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Taxes  or  his  authorized  representative;  and,  in  the  case 
of  any  territory  to  which  the  present  Agreement  is  extended  under 
Article  XV,  the  competent  authority  for  the  administration  in  such 
territory  of  the  taxes  to  which  the  present  Agreement  applies. 

Article  XV 

(1)  Either  of  the  Contracting  Governments  may,  on  the  coming  into 
force  of  the  present  Agreement  or  at  any  time  thereafter  while  it 
continues  in  force,  by  a  written  notification  of  extension  given  to  the 
other  Contracting  Government,  declare  its  desire  that  the  operation 
of  the  present  Agreement  shall  extend,  subject  to  such  modification 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  all  or  any  of  its  colonies,  overseas  territories, 
protectorates,  or  territories  in  respect  of  which  it  exercises  a  mandate 
or  trusteeship,  or  to  all  or  any  of  the  colonies,  overseas  territories, 
protectorates  of  the  other  Contracting  Government,  or  territories  in 
respect  of  which  the  other  Contracting  Government  exercises  a  mandate 
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or  trusteeship,  which  impose  taxes  substantially  similar  in  character 
to  those  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement.  The  present 
Agreement  shall,  subject  to  such  modifications  (if  any)  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  notification  apply  to  the  territory  or  territories  named 
in  such  notification  on  the  date  or  dates  specified  in  the  notification 
(not  being  less  than  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  notification)  or, 
if  no  date  is  specified  in  respect  of  any  such  territory,  on  the  sixtieth 
day  after  the  date  of  the  notification,  unless,  prior  to  the  date  on 
which  the  Agreement  would  otherwise  become  applicable  to  a  particular 
territory,  the  Contracting  Government  to  whom  notification  is  given 
shall  have  informed  the  other  Contracting  Government  in  writing 
that  it  does  not  accept  the  notification  as  to  that  territory.  In  the 
absence  of  such  extension,  the  present  Agreement  shall  not  apply  to 
any  such  territory. 

(2)  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  entry  into 
force  of  an  extension  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article,  either  of  the 
Contracting  Governments  may,  by  written  notice  of  termination 
given  to  the  other  Contracting  Government,  terminate  the  application 
of  the  present  Agreement  to  any  territory  to  which  it  has  been 
extended  under  paragraph  (1),  and  in  that  event  the  present  Agree- 
ment shall  cease  to  apply,  six  months  after  the  date  of  the  notice,  to 
the  territory  or  territories  named  therein,  but  without  affecting  its 
continued  application  to  Canada,  New  Zealand  or  to  any  other 
territory  to  which  it  has  been  extended  under  paragraph  (1)  hereof. 

(3)  In  the  application  of  the  present  Agreement  in  relation  to  any 
territory  to  which  it  is  extended  by  notification  by  New  Zealand  or 
Canada,  references  to  "New  Zealand"  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  "Canada" 
shall  be  construed  as  reference  to  that  territory. 

(4)  The  termination  in  respect  of  Canada  or  New  Zealand  of  the 
present  Agreement  under  Article  XVIII  shall,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  agreed  by  both  Contracting  Governments,  terminate  the 
application  of  the  present  Agreement  to  any  territory  to  which  the 
Agreement  has  been  extended  by  Canada  or  New  Zealand. 

Article  XVI 

The  present  Agreement  shall  come  into  force  on  the  date  on  which 
the  last  of  all  such  things  shall  have  been  done  in  New  Zealand  and 
Canada  as  are  necessary  to  give  the  Agreement  the  force  of  law  in 
New  Zealand  and  Canada  respectively,  and  shall  thereupon  have 
effect — 

(a)  in  Canada  as  respects  income  taxes,  including  surtaxes,  for 
the  taxation  year  1948  and  subsequent  years; 

(b )  in  New  Zealand,  as  respects  income-tax  for  the  year  of  assess- 
ment beginning  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1949,  and  subsequent 
years;  as  respects  social  security  charge  on  salaries  and  wages 
as  from  the  first  day  of  April,  1948;  and  as  respects  social 
security  charge  on  income  other  than  salaries  and  wages  for 
the  financial  year  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1948,  and 
subsequent  years.

Article  XVII 

The  present  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  have  superseded  the 
Agreement  made  on  the  3rd  day  of  November,  1945,  between  the 
Government  of  New  Zealand  and  the  Government  of  Canada  for 
reciprocal  exemption  from  income  tax  in  certain  cases  of  profits  or 
gains  accruing  through  an  agency,  and  that  Agreement  shall  cease  to 
have  effect — 

fa  J  in  Canada,  for  the  taxation  year  1948  and  subsequent  years; 
(b )  in  New  Zealand  for  the  year  of  assessment  beginning  on  the 
1st  day  of  April,  1949,  and  subsequent  years. 

Article  XVIII 

(1)  The  present  Agreement  shall  continue  in  effect  indefinitely  but 
either  of  the  Contracting  Governments  may,  on  or  before  the  30th  day 
of  June  in  any  calendar  year  after  the  year  1949,  give  notice  of 
termination  to  the  other  Contracting  Government  and,  in  such  event, 
the  present  Agreement  shall  cease  to  be  effective — 

(a)  in  Canada,  as  respects  income  taxes,  including  surtaxes,  for 
any  taxation  year  ending  in  or  after  the  calendar  year  next 
following  that  in  which  such  notice  is  given; 

(b )  in  New  Zealand,  for  any  year  of  assessment  beginning  on  or 
after  the  first  day  of  April  in  the  second  calendar  year  following 
that  in  which  such  notice  is  given. 

(2)  The  termination  of  the  present  Agreement  shall  not  have  the 
effect  of  reviving  any  agreement  or  arrangement  abrogated  by  the 
present  Agreement  or  by  Agreements  previously  concluded  between 
the  Contracting  Governments. 

In  Witness  whereof  the  undersigned,  duly  authorized  thereto,  have 
signed  the  present  Agreement  and  have  affixed  thereto  their  seals. 

Done  at  Ottawa,  in  duplicate,  on  the  Twelfth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight.

CHAP.  35. 


An  Act  to  amend  the  Canada  Shipping  Act,  1934. 

[Assented  to  30th  June,  1948.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  J934,  c.  44; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  193^  cc.  6!  26. 
as  follows: 

1.  (1)  Paragraph  twenty-three  of  section  two  of  the 
Canada  Shipping  Act,  1934,  chapter  forty-four  of  the 
statutes  of  1934,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

"(23)  'Department'  means  the  Department  of  Trans-  "Depart, 
port."    (34)  ment- 

(2)  Paragraph  thirty-eight  of  the  said  section  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(38)  'Home-trade  voyage'  means  a  voyage  not  being  an  "Home- 
inland  or  minor  waters  voyage  between  places  within  the  trade  „ 
area  following,  to  wit:  Canada,  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  Territory  of  Alaska  not  west  of  Cape  Spencer, 
Newfoundland,  Labrador,  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  the 
West  Indies,  Mexico,  Central  America  and  the  northeast 
coast  of  South  America,  in  the  course  of  which  a  ship  does 
not  go  south  of  the  sixth  parallel  of  north  latitude  or 
through  Behring  Strait."  (109) 

(3)  Paragraph  forty  of  the  said  section  is  repealed  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(40)  'Inland   voyage'   means  a  voyage  not  being  a  "inland 
minor  waters  voyage, ,  on  the  inland  waters  of  Canada  v°yage"- 
together  with  such  part  of  any  lake  or  river  forming  part 
of  any  such  water  as  lies  within  the  United  States  of 
America  or  on  Lake  Michigan."  (112) 

(4)  Paragraph  forty-one  of  the  said  section  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(41)  'Inland  waters  of  Canada'  means  all  the  rivers,  "inland 
lakes  and  other  navigable  fresh  waters  within  Canada,  and  Canada"'. 
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includes  the  river  St.  Lawrence  as  far  seaward  as  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  Cap  des  Rosiers  through  West  Point 
Anticosti  Island  extending  to  the  north  shore."  (36) 

(5)  Paragraph  fifty-four  of  the  said  section  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(54)  'Minister'  means  the  Minister  of  Transport  save 
in  Part  V  of  this  Act  (Sick  Mariners  and  Marine  Hospitals) 
where  it  means  the  Minister  named  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  to  administer  that  Part."  (60) 

(6)  Paragraph  fifty-five  of  the  said  section  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(55)  'Minor  waters  of  Canada'  means  all  inland  waters 
of  Canada  other  than  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie,  Huron  (including 
Georgian  Bay),  Superior  and  Winnipeg  and  the  river 
St.  Lawrence  east  of  a  line  drawn  from  Father  Point  to 
Point  Orient,  and  includes  all  bays,  inlets  and  harbours  of 
or  on  the  said  lakes  and  said  Georgian  Bay  and  such 
sheltered  waters  on  the  sea  coasts  of  Canada  as  the  Minister 
may  specify,"  (37) 

(7)  Paragraph  sixty- two  of  the  said  section  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(62)  'Passenger'  means  any  person  carried  on  a  ship 
other  than  the  master  and  crew,  the  owner  or  charterer, 
his  family  and  the  servants  connected  with  his  household, 
and  other  than  the  guests  of  the  owner  or  charterer  of  any 
ship  used  exclusively  for  pleasure,  if  those  guests  are  carried 
on  that  ship  without  remuneration  or  any  object  of  profit; 
and  other  than  persons  on  board  the  ship  either  in  pursuance 
of  the  obligation  laid  upon  the  master  to  carry  shipwrecked, 
distressed,  or  other  persons  or  by  reason  of  any  circumstances 
which  neither  the  master  nor  the  owner  nor  the  charterer, 
if  any,  could  have  prevented  or  forestalled."  (80) 

(8)  Section  two  of  the  said  Act  is  further  amended  by 
inserting  immediately  after  paragraph  seventy-one  thereof 
the  following  paragraph : 

"(71a)  'Pleasure  yacht'  means  a  ship  however  pro- 
pelled that  is  used  exclusively  for  pleasure  and  does  not 
carry  passengers."  (113a) 

(9)  Paragraph  eighty-nine  of  the  said  section  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(89)  'Sailing  ship',  except  for  the  purposes  of  the  Load 
Lines  Rules,  means  a  ship  propelled  wholly  by  sails,  and  a 
ship  principally  employed  in  fishing  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  tons,  gross  tonnage,  provided  with  masts,  sails 
and  rigging  sufficent  to  allow  her  to  make  voyages  under 
sail  alone,  and  that,  in  addition,  is  fitted  with  mechanical 
means  of  propulsion  other  than  a  steam  engine." 

2,  Section  eight  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 
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"8.  Ships  not  exceeding  ten  tons  register  tonnage  Exemption 
employed  solely  in  navigation  on  the  lakes,  rivers  or  coasts  registry, 
of  Canada  and  pleasure  yachts  not  exceeding  ten  tons 
register  tonnage   wherever  employed   or   operated  are 
exempted  from  registry  under  this  Act." 

3.  Subsection  two  of  section  one  hundred  and  one  of  RePeal- 
the  said  Act  is  repealed. 

4.  Subsection  three  of  section  one  hundred  and  three  of 
the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

"(3)  Notwithstanding  section  ninety-eight,  the  Minister  Minister  may 
may  direct  that  the  fees  paid  to  the  surveyor  shall  be  be  retained, 
retained  by  him  in  lieu  of  salary  or  other  remuneration 
for  his  services." 

5.  Subsection  four  as  amended  by  section  four  of  chapter 
twenty-three  of  the  statutes  of  1936,  and  subsection  five  of 
section  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  said  Act  are  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"(4)  In  the  other  grades,  certificates  may  be  granted  for  grtdes. 
the  following  classes : 

(a)  Steamship; 

( b )  Steamship  of  under  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  gross 
tonnage; 

(c)  Licensed  ferry  steamship ; 

(d)  Tug; 

(e)  Sailing  ship ; 

(f  )  Fore-and-aft  rigged  sailing  ship. 

(5)  The  classes  mentioned  in  subsection  four  shall  rank  dSses°f 
according  to  the  order  above  stated  for  steamships  and 
sailing  ships  respectively,  so  that  the  lawful  holder  of  a 
steamship  certificate  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  holder  of  a  certificate  in  a  lower  class  of 
steamships,  and  so  that  the  lawful  holder  of  a  certificate 
for  sailing  ships  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  a  holder  of  a  certificate  for  fore-and-aft  rigged  sailing 
ships;  but  the  certificate  for  a  licensed  ferry  steamship  is 
valid  on  this  class  of  vessel  only." 

©.  Sections  one  hundred  and  eighteen  and  one  hundred  Repeal, 
and  eighteen  A  of  the  said  Act  are  repealed  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor : 

"118.  Every  British  subject  who — 
(a)  served  as  a  master  of  a  home-trade,  inland  waters 
or  minor  waters  sailing  ship  of  over  ten  tons,  gross 
tonnage,  fitted  with  mechanical  means  of  propulsion 
other  than  steam  engines,  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
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for  a  full  period  of  twelve  months  within  the  ten  years 
immediately  preceding  the  date  of  his  application  for 
a  certificate  of  service; 
(b.)  produces  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  sobriety,  expe- 
rience, ability  and  general  good  conduct  on  board  ship; 
and 

(c)  passes  the  prescribed  examination; 
shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee,  and 
according  to  the  waters  served  in,  to  either  a  home-trade, 
inland  waters  or  minor  waters  certificate  of  service  as  master 
of  a  steamship  of  over  ten  tons,  gross  tonnage,  and  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  gross  tonnage,  and 
not  carrying  passengers.  Such  certificate  shall  not  be  valid 
on  tugs." 

7.  Subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

Certificates       "119.  (1)  A  person  who  has  attained  the  rank  of 
officer^       Lieutenant  in  the  executive  branch  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy  is  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Minister  a  certificate  of 
service  as  master  of  a  foreign-going  steamship  without 
examination." 


8.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty- two  of  the  said  Act 
is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 
Minister  may     "122.  (1)  The  Minister  upon  the  report  of  an  examiner 
temporary     of  masters  and  mates,  and  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  five 
certificates,    dollars,  may  grant  a  temporary  certificate  as  master  to  an 
applicant  who,  in  accordance  with  regulations  to  be  made 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  is  sufficiently  qualified  by  his 
knowledge  and  experience  to  take  charge  of 

(a)  a  passenger  steamship  certified  to  carry  not  more  than 
forty  passengers;  or 

(b)  a  steamship  other  than  a  passenger  steamship; 

of  not  more  than  forty  tons  gross  tonnage  and  plying  on  the 
home-trade,  inland  or  minor  waters  of  Canada,  as  the  case 
may  be,  within  the  limits  specified  by  the  Minister. 
Term.  (2)  The  certificate  may  be  granted  for  a  term  not  exceed- 

ing one  year  but  may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  for  cause 
by  the  Minister;  the  certificate  shall  describe  the  ship  or 
class  of  ship  and  the  specified  limits." 


9.  Subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

Contents  of       "123.  (1)  The  certificates  that  the  Minister  may  grant 
certi  cate.     ^  fas^  second,  third  or  fourth  class  engineers,  may  specify 
as  to  whether  they  entitle  the  holder  to  act  as  engineer 
in  steamships  fitted  with  steam  engines  or  in  steamships 
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fitted  with  internal  combustion  or  motor  engines,  or  in 
both  types  of  steamship,  and,  subject  to  section  one  hundred 
and  twenty-four,  where  any  such  certificate  so  specifies  the 
type  of  engine,  it  is  not  valid  with  any  other  type  of  engine; 
a  certificate  of  competency  as  engineer  in  steamships  fitted 
with  steam  engines  may  be  endorsed  by  the  Minister  for 
steamships  fitted  with  internal  combustion  or  motor  engines 
and  a  certificate  for  steamships  fitted  with  internal  com- 
bustion or  motor  engines  may  be  endorsed  for  steamships 
fitted  with  steam  engines  and  in  any  such  case  the  holder 
is  entitled  to  act  in  the  grade  certified  in  either  type  of 
steamship  specified  in  the  certificate  or  endorsement." 

1®.  Subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

"132.  (1)  The  master  of  every  British  foreign-going  Certificates 
ship,  wherever  registered,  shall  produce  to  every  officer  of  produced  to 
Customs  in  Canada  to  whom  he  applies  for  a  clearance  of  Customs, 
that  ship  on  any  voyage,  the  certificates  of  competency  or 
service  that  under  this  Act  the  said  master  and  his  mates 
and  engineers  are  required  to  possess." 

11.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  inserting  immedi- 
ately after  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  thereof,  the 
following  section: 

"133a.  (1)  The  Minister  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  and  upon  Exemptions 
such  conditions,  if  any,  as  he  thinks  proper  to  impose,  byMmister- 
exempt  any  ship  from  any  requirement  contained  in  sections 
one  hundred  and  thirteen,  one  hundred  and  fourteen,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-two  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-three,  or 
dispense  with  the  observance  of  any  such  requirement  in 
the  case  of  any  ship,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  that  requirement 
has  been  substantially  complied  with  in  the  case  of  that 
ship,  or  that  compliance  with  the  requirement  is  unnecessary 
in  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  that  the  action  taken 
or  provision  made  as  respects  the  subject  matter  of  the 
requirement  in  the  case  of  the  ship  is  as  effective  as  actual 
compliance  with  the  requirement. 

(2)  The  Minister  shall  annually  lay  before  Parliament  a  Report  to 
special  report  stating  the  cases  in  which  he  has  exercised  Parhament- 
his  power  under  this  section  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
the  grounds  upon  which  he  has  acted  in  each  case." 

12.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  said  Act 
is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor : 

"134.  When  the  master  of  a  ship  produces  to  the  chief  ^ceedbg 
officer  of  Customs  in  Canada  to  whom  he  applies  for  a  without 
clearance  the  certificates  of  competency  or  of  service  whoSat€S 
required  to  be  possessed  by  the  mates  of  the  ship,  and  certificates

board  the  said  person  or  some  other  duly  certificated  mate 
of  the  proper  grade  and  class  to  act  in  his  stead;  or  when  any 
person  knowingly  allows  his  certificate  as  mate  to  be  pro- 
duced as  aforesaid,  and  does  not,  without  satisfactory  excuse, 
proceed  with  the  ship,  as  mate,  on  the  voyage  for  which  the 
clearance  is  obtained,  or  otherwise  wilfully  aids  the  master 
in  any  offence  under  this  section,  that  master  or  person  is 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and,  in 
addition,  the  Minister  may  suspend,  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing twelve  months,  the  certificate  of  any  master  or  mate  who 
so  offends."

IS.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  inserting  immedi- 
ately after  section  one  hundred  and  forty-four  thereof,  the 
following  section: 

"144a.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  designate 
ports  in  Canada  at  which  shipping  masters,  deputy  shipping 
masters  and  such  clerks  and  servants  as  are  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  shipping  office  may  be  appointed 
in  the  manner  authorized  by  law,  all  of  whom  shall  hold 
office  during  pleasure. 

(2)  All  acts  done  by  or  before  such  deputy  shipping 
masters  have  the  same  effect  as  if  done  by  or  before  a 
shipping  master.

Revenue  Fund. 

(5)  A  shipping  master  or  deputy  shipping  master  ap- 
pointed under  this  section  may  be  appointed  to  any  other 
office  under  this  Act  and  in  such  case,  in  addition  to  his 
salary  as  shipping  master  or  deputy  shipping  master,  shall 
be  remunerated  for  his  services  in  such  other  office  in  the 
manner  provided  under  this  Act  for  that  office. 

(6)  Sections  one  hundred  and  forty-three,  one  hundred 
and  forty-four,  one  hundred  and  forty-five,  one  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  one  hundred  and  forty-nine,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  do  not  apply  to 
shipping  masters,  deputy  shipping  masters,  clerks  or  servants 
appointed  under  this  section."

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"155.  Every  owner  or  master  of  a  ship  engaging  or  Masters  to 
discharging  any  seaman  in  a  shipping  office,  or  before  a  payees- 
shipping  master  or  a  deputy  shipping  master,  shall  pay  to 
the  shipping  master  or  deputy  shipping  master  the  whole 
of  the  fees  hereby  made  payable  in  respect  of  that  engage-

"(2)  If  the  master  of  a  ship  as  to  which  an  agreement  Carrying 
with  the  crew  is  required  fails  to  enter  into  such  an  agree-  without 
ment  or  carries  any  seaman  from  any  port  in  Canada  with-  lf^*n\0 
out  entering  into  an  agreement  with  him  in  accordance  enter  into 
with  this  Act,  the  master  in  the  case  of  a  seagoing  ship,  agreement, 
and  the  master  or  owner  in  the  case  of  any  other  ship,  is  offence, 
guilty  of  an  offence  and  for  each  such  offence  liable  to  a  fine  Penalty, 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars."

"169.  The  master  of  every  foreign-going  ship  on  signing  Master  to 
the  agreement  with  the  crew  shall  produce  to  the  shipping  Certificate, 
master  before  whom  the  same  is  signed  the  certificates  of 
competency  or  service  that  the  master  and  his  mates  and 
engineers  are  required  by  law  to  hold." 

17.  Section  one  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  said  Act  is  Repeal, 
repealed. 

18.  Subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

"182.  (1)  The  master  shall  sign  and  give  to  a  seaman  Certificate 
discharged  from  his  ship,  either  on  his  discharge  or  on  of  discharge, 
payment  of  his  wages,  a  certificate  of  his  discharge  in  a 
continuous  discharge  book  in  a  form  approved  by  the 
Minister,  or  any  form  approved  by  the  proper  authority  in 
that  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions  in  which  the  ship  is 
registered,  specifying  the  period  of  his  service  and  the  time 
and  place  of  his  discharge,  but  not  containing  any  statement 
as  to  his  wages  or  the  quality  of  his  work  unless  requested 
by  the  seaman." 

19.  Subsection  two  of  section  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : 

"(2)  Where  any  property  of  a  deceased  master,  seaman  **%™[nt 
or  apprentice  comes  into  the  hands  of  the  Minister  under  property 
this  Act,  the  Minister,  after  deducting  any  expenses  incurred  seadrnenased 
in  respect  of  that  master,  seaman  or  apprentice,  or  of  his 
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property,  shall  pay  and  deliver  the  residue  to  the  executor, 
administrator  or  other  personal  representative  of  the 
deceased  or,  if  there  is  no  personal  representative  of  the 
deceased,  the  Minister  shall  dispose  of  the  residue  in 
accordance  with  the  law  of  the  province  in  which  the 
deceased  was  last  resident  for  determining  the  distribution  or 
succession  of  personal  property  of  deceased  persons  or  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  such  court  as  has  jurisdiction 
to  determine  the  distribution  or  succession  of  the  property 
of  the  deceased. 

(3)  Where  the  value  of  the  property  of  a  deceased  master, 
seaman  or  apprentice  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  the  Minister  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  pay  or 
deliver  the  residue  to  any  claimant  who  is  proved  to  his 
satisfaction  to  be  the  widow  or  a  child  of  the  deceased  or  to 
be  entitled  to  such  property  under  the  will,  if  any,  of  the 
deceased  or  under  any  law  providing  for  the  distribution  or 
succession  of  personal  property  of  deceased  persons  or  other- 
wise. 

(4)  Upon  making  payment  or  delivery  of  the  residue  under 
this  section  the  Minister  is  thereby  discharged  from  all  fur- 
ther liability  in  respect  of  the  residue  so  paid  or  delivered." 

20.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding  immedi- 
ately after  section  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thereof 
the  following  sections: 
steamships       "227a.  (1)  Every  foreign-going  steamship  registered

INTERNATIONAL  LABOUR  CONFERENCE 

CONVENTION  (No.  73)  CONCERNING  THE  MEDICAL  EXAM- 
INATION OF  SEAFARERS. 

The  General  Conference  of  the  International  Labour  Organization, 

Having  been  convened  at  Seattle  by  the  Governing  Body  of  the 
International  Labour  Office,  and  having  met  in  its  Twenty- 
eighth  Session  on  6  June  1946,  and 
Having  decided  upon  the  adoption  of  certain  proposals  with 
regard  to  the  medical  examination  of  seafarers,  which  is 
included  in  the  fifth  item  on  the  agenda  of  the  Session,  and 
Having  determined  that  these  proposals  shall  take  the  form  of  an 
International  Convention, 
adopts  this  twenty-ninth  day  of  June  of  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  forty-six  the  following  Convention  which  may  be  cited 
as  the  Medical  Examination  (Seafarers)  Convention,  1946: 

Article  1 

1.  This  Convention  applies  to  every  seagoing  vessel,  whether 
publicly  or  privately  owned,  which  is  engaged  in  the  transport  of 
cargo  or  passengers  for  the  purpose  of  trade  and  is  registered  in  a 
territory  for  which  this  Convention  is  in  force. 

2.  National  laws  or  regulations  shall  determine  when  vessels  are 
to  be  regarded  as  seagoing. 

3.  This  Convention  does  not  apply  to — 

(a)  vessels  of  less  than  200  tons  gross  register  tonnage ; 

(b)  wooden  vessels  of  primitive  build  such  as  dhows  and  junks; 

(c)  fishing  vessels; 

(d)  estuarial  craft. 

Article  2 

Without  prejudice  to  the  steps  which  should  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  the  persons  mentioned  below  are  in  good  health  and  not  likely 
to  endanger  the  health  of  other  persons  on  board,  this  Convention 
applies  to  every  person  who  is  engaged  in  any  capacity  on  board  a 
vessel  except — 

(a)  a  pilot  (not  a  member  of  the  crew) ; 

(b)  persons  employed  on  board  by  an  employer  other  than  the 
shipowner,  except  radio  officers  or  operators  in  the  service  of 
a  wireless  telegraphy  company; 

( c )  travelling  dockers  (longshoremen)  not  members  of  the  crew ; 

(d )  persons  employed  in  ports  who  are  not  ordinarily  employed 
at  sea. 
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Article  3 

1.  No  person  to  whom  this  Convention  applies  shall  be  engaged 
for  employment  in  a  vessel  to  which  this  Convention  applies  unless 
he  produces  a  certificate  attesting  to  his  fitness  for  the  work  for  which 
he  is  to  be  employed  at  sea  signed  by  a  medical  practitioner  or,  in 
the  case  of  a  certificate  solely  concerning  his  sight,  by  a  person  authorized 
by  the  competent  authority  to  issue  such  a  certificate. 

2.  Provided  that,  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
entry  into  force  of  this  Convention  for  the  territory  concerned,  a 
person  may  be  so  engaged  if  he  produces  evidence  that  he  has  been 
employed  in  a  seagoing  vessel  to  which  this  Convention  applies  for 
a  substantial  period  during  the  previous  two  years. 

Article  4 

1.  The  competent  authority  shall,  after  consultation  with  the 
shipowners'  and  seafarers'  organizations  concerned,  prescribe  the 
nature  of  the  medical  examination  to  be  made  and  the  particulars  to 
be  included  in  the  medical  certificate. 

2.  When  prescribing  the  nature  of  the  examination,  due  regard 
shall  be  had  to  the  age  of  the  person  to  be  examined  and  the  nature 
of  the  duties  to  be  performed. 

3.  In  particular,  the  medical  certificate  shall  attest — 

(a)  that  the  hearing  and  sight  of  the  person  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
person  to  be  employed  in  the  deck  department  (except  for 
certain  specialist  personnel,  whose  fitness  for  the  work  which 
they  are  to  perform  is  not  liable  to  be  affected  by  defective 
colour  vision),  his  colour  vision,  are  all  satisfactory;  and 

(b )  that  he  is  not  suffering  from  any  disease  likely  to  be  aggra- 
vated by,  or  to  render  him  unfit  for,  service  at  sea  or  likely  to 
endanger  the  health  of  other  persons  on  board. 

Article  5 

1.  The  medical  certificate  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  years  from  the  date  on  which  it  was  granted. 

2.  In  so  far  as  a  medical  certificate  relates  to  colour  vision  it  shall 
remain  in  force  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  years  from  the  date  on 
which  it  was  granted. 

3.  If  the  period  of  validity  of  a  certificate  expires  in  the  course  of 
a  voyage  the  certificate  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  end  of  that 
voyage. 

Article  6 

1.  In  urgent  cases  the  competent  authority  may  allow  a  person  to 
be  employed  for  a  single  voyage  without  having  satisfied  the  require- 
ments of  the  preceding  articles. 

2.  In  such  cases  the  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  of  seafarers  in  the  same  category  holding  a  medical 
certificate. 
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3.  Employment  in  virtue  of  this  Article  shall  not  be  deemed  on  any 
subsequent  occasion  to  be  previous  employment  for  the  purpose  of 
Article  3. 

Article  7 

The  competent  authority  may  provide  for  the  acceptance  in  sub- 
stitution for  a  medical  certificate  of  evidence  in  a  prescribed  form  that 
the  required  certificate  has  been  given. 

Article  8 

Arrangements  shall  be  made  to  enable  a  person  who,  after  exami- 
nation, has  been  refused  a  certificate  to  apply  for  a  further  examination 
by  a  medical  referee  or  referees  who  shall  be  independent  of  any  ship- 
owner or  of  any  organization  of  shipowners  or  seafarers. 

Article  9 

Any  of  the  functions  of  the  competent  authority  under  this  Con- 
vention may,  after  consultation  with  the  organizations  of  shipowners 
and  seafarers,  be  discharged  by  delegating  the  work,  or  part  of  it,  to 
an  organization  or  authority  exercising  similar  functions  in  respect  of 
seafarers  generally. 

Article  10 

The  formal  ratifications  of  this  Convention  shall  be  communicated 
to  the  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  for  registration. 

Article  11 

1.  This  Convention  shall  be  binding  only  upon  those  Members  of 
the  International  Labour  Organization  whose  ratifications  have  been 
registered  with  the  Director. 

2.  It  shall  come  into  force  six  months  after  the  date  on  which  there 
have  been  registered  ratifications  by  seven  of  the  following  countries: 
United  States  of  America,  Argentine  Republic,  Australia,  Belgium, 
Brazil,  Canada,  Chile,  China,  Denmark,  Finland,  France,  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  Greece,  India,  Ireland, 
Italy,  Netherlands,  Norway,  Poland,  Portugal,  Sweden,  Turkey  and 
Yugoslavia,  including  at  least  four  countries  each  of  which  has  at  least 
one  million  gross  register  tons  of  shipping.  This  provision  is  included 
for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  and  encouraging  early  ratification  of  the 
Convention  by  Member  States. 

3.  Thereafter,  this  Convention  shall  come  into  force  for  any 
Member  six  months  after  the  date  on  which  its  ratification  has  been 
registered 
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Article  12 

1.  A  Member  which  has  ratified  this  Convention  may  denounce  it 
after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  Convention 
comes  into  force,  by  an  act  communicated  to  the  Director  of  the  Inter- 
national Labour  Office  for  registration.  Such  denunciation  shall  not 
take  effect  until  one  year  after  the  date  on  which  it  is  registered. 

2.  Each  Member  which  has  ratified  this  Convention  and  which 
does  not,  within  the  year  following  the  expiration  of  the  period  of 
ten  years  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  exercise  the  right  of 
denunciation  provided  for  in  this  Article,  will  be  bound  for  another 
period  of  ten  years  and,  thereafter,  may  denounce  this  Convention 
at  the  expiration  of  each  period  of  ten  years  under  the  terms  provided 
for  in  this  Article. 

Article  13 

1.  The  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  shall  notify 
all  the  Members  of  the  International  Labour  Organization  of  the 
registration  of  all  ratifications  and  denunciations  communicated  to 
him  by  the  Members  of  the  Organization. 

2.  When  notifying  the  Members  of  the  Organization  of  the  regis- 
tration of  the  last  of  the  ratifications  required  to  bring  the  Convention 
into  force,  the  Director  shall  draw  the  attention  of  the  Members  of 
the  Organization  to  the  date  upon  which  the  Convention  will  come 
into  force. 

Article  14 

The  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  shall  communicate 
to  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations  for  registration  in 
accordance  with  Article  102  of  the  Charter  of  the  United  Nations  full 
particulars  of  all  ratifications  and  acts  of  denunciation  registered  by 
him  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  articles. 

Article  15 

At  the  expiration  of  each  period  of  ten  years  after  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  Convention,  the  Governing  Body  of  the  International 
Labour  Office  shall  present  to  the  General  Conference  a  report  on  the 
working  of  this  Convention  and  shall  consider  the  desirability  of  placing 
on  the  agenda  of  the  Conference  the  question  of  its  revision  in  whole 
or  in  part.

CONVENTION  (No.  74)  CONCERNING  THE 
CERTIFICATION  OF  ABLE  SEAMEN: 

The  General  Conference  of  the  International  Labour  Organization, 
Having  been  convened  at  Seattle  by  the  Governing  Body  of  the 
International  Labour  Office,  and  having  met  in  its  Twenty- 
eighth  Session  on  6  June  1946,  and 
Having  decided  upon  the  adoption  of  certain  proposals  with  regard 
to  the  certification  of  able  seamen,  which  is  included  in  the 
fifth  item  on  the  agenda  of  the  Session,  and 
Having  determined  that  these  proposals  shall  take  the  form  of  an 
International  Convention, 
adopts  this  twenty-ninth  day  of  June  of  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  forty-six  the  following  Convention  which  may  be  cited 
as  the  Certification  of  Able  Seamen  Convention,  1946: 

Article  1 

No  person  shall  be  engaged  on  any  vessel  as  an  able  seaman  unless 
he  is  a  person  who  by  national  laws  or  regulations  is  deemed  to  be 
competent  to  perform  any  duty  which  may  be  required  of  a  member  of 
the  crew  serving  in  the  deck  department  (other  than  an  officer  or 
leading  or  specialist  rating)  and  unless  he  holds  a  certificate  of  quali- 
fication as  an  able  seaman  granted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  following  articles. 

Article  2 

1.  The  competent  authority  shall  make  arrangements  for  the 
holding  of  examinations  and  for  the  granting  of  certificates  of  qualifi- 
cation. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  granted  a  certificate  of  qualification  unless — 

(a)  he  has  reached  a  minimum  age  to  be  prescribed  by  the  com- 
petent authority; 

(b)  he  has  served  at  sea  in  the  deck  department  for  a  minimum 
period  to  be  prescribed  by  the  competent  authority;  and 

(c)  he  has  passed  an  examination  of  proficiency  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  competent  authority. 

3.  The  prescribed  minimum  age  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen 
years. 

4.  The  prescribed  minimum  period  of  service  at  sea  shall  not  be 
less  than  thirty-six  months:  Provided  that  the  competent  authority 
may:— 

(a)  permit  persons  with  a  period  of  actual  service  at  sea  of  not 
less  than  twenty-four  months  who  have  successfully  passed 
through  a  course  of  training  in  an  approved  training  school 
to  reckon  the  time  spent  in  such  training,  or  part  thereof,  as 
sea  service;  and 
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(b)  permit  persons  trained  in  approved  seagoing  training  ships 
who  have  served  eighteen  months  in  such  ships  to  be  cer- 
tificated as  able  seamen  upon  leaving  in  good  standing. 
5.  The  prescribed  examination  shall  provide  a  practical  test  of  the 
candidate's  knowledge  of  seamanship  and  of  his  ability  to  carry  out 
effectively  all  the  duties  that  may  be  required  of  an  able  seaman,  in- 
cluding those  of  a  lifeboatman;  it  shall  be  such  as  to  qualify  a  successful 
candidate  to  hold  the  special  lifeboatman's  certificate  provided  for  in 
Article  22  of  the  International  Convention  for  the  Safety  of  Life  at 
Sea,  1929,  or  in  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  subsequent  Con- 
vention revising  or  replacing  that  Convention  for  the  time  being  in 
force  for  the  territory  concerned. 

Article  3 

A  certificate  of  qualification  may  be  granted  to  any  person  who, 
at  the  time  of  the  entry  into  force  of  this  Convention  for  the  territory 
concerned,  is  performing  the  full  duties  of  an  able  seaman  or  leading 
deck  rating  or  has  performed  such  duties.

INTERNATIONAL  LABOUR  CONFERENCE 

CONVENTION  (No.  68)  CONCERNING  FOOD  AND  CATERING 
FOR  CREWS  ON  BOARD  SHIP. 

The  General  Conference  of  the  International  Labour  Organization, 

Having  been  convened  at  Seattle  by  the  Governing  Body  of  the 
International  Labour  Office,  and  having  met  in  its  Twenty- 
eighth  Session  on  6  June  1946,  and 
Having  decided  upon  the  adoption  of  certain  proposals  with 
regard  to  food  and  catering  for  crews  on  board  ship,  which 
is  the  fourth  item  on  the  agenda  of  the  Session,  and 
Having  determined  that  these  proposals  shall  take  the  form  of  an 
International  Convention, 
adopts  this  twenty-seventh  day  of  June  of  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  forty-six  the  following  Convention  which  may  be  cited 
as  the  Food  and  Catering  (Ships'  Crews)  Convention,  1946: 

Article  1 

1.  Every  Member  of  the  International  Labour  Organization  for 
which  this  Convention  is  in  force  is  responsible  for  the  promotion  of 
a  proper  standard  of  food  supply  and  catering  service  for  the  crews 
of  its  sea-going  vessels,  whether  publicly  or  privately  owned,  which 
are  engaged  in  the  transport  of  cargo  or  passengers  for  the  purpose 
of  trade  and  registered  in  a  territory  for  which  this  Convention  is  in 
force. 

2.  National  laws  or  regulations  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  laws 
or  regulations,  collective  agreements  between  employers  and  workers, 
shall  determine  the  vessels  or  classes  of  vessels  which  are  to  be  regarded 
as  sea-going  vessels  for  the  purpose  of  this  Convention. 

Article  2 

The  following  functions  shall  be  discharged  by  the  competent 
authority,  except  in  so  far  as  these  functions  are  adequately  discharged 
in  virtue  of  collective  agreements: 

(a)  the  framing  and  enforcement  of  regulations  concerning  food 
and  water  supplies,  catering,  and  the  construction,  location, 
ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  water  system  and  equipment 
of  galleys  and  other  catering  department  spaces  on  board 
ship,  including  store  rooms  and  refrigerated  chambers; 

(b )  the  inspection  of  food  and  water  supplies  and  of  the  accom- 
modation, arrangements  and  equipment  on  board  ship  for 
the  storage,  handling  and  preparation  of  food; 

(c)  the  certification  of  such  members  of  the  catering  department 
staff  as  are  required  to  possess  prescribed  qualifications ; 

(d)  research  into,  and  educational  and  propaganda  work  con- 
cerning, methods  of  ensuring  proper  food  supply  and  catering 
service. 
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Article  3 

1.  The  competent  authority  shall  work  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  organizations  of  shipowners  and  seafarers  and  with  national  or 
local  authorities  concerned  with  questions  of  food  and  health,  and  may 
where  necessary  utilize  the  services  of  such  authorities. 

2.  The  activities  of  the  various  authorities  shall  be  duly  co- 
ordinated so  as  to  avoid  overlapping  or  uncertainty  of  jurisdiction. 

Article  4 

The  competent  authority  shall  have  a  permanent  staff  of  qualified 
persons,  including  inspectors. 

Article  5 

1.  Each  Member  shall  maintain  in  force  laws  or  regulations 
concerning  food  supply  and  catering  arrangements  designed  to  secure 
the  health  and  well-being  of  the  crews  of  the  vessels  mentioned  in 
Article  1. 

2.  These  laws  or  regulations  shall  require — 

(a)  the  provision  of  food  and  water  supplies  which,  having  regard 
to  the  size  of  the  crew  and  the  duration  and  nature  of  the 
voyage,  are  suitable  in  respect  of  quantity,  nutritive  value, 
quality  and  variety; 

(b )  the  arrangement  and  equipment  of  the  catering  department 
in  every  vessel  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  of  the  service 
of  proper  meals  to  the  members  of  the  crew. 

Article  6 

National  laws  or  regulations  shall  provide  for  a  system  of  inspection 
by  the  competent  authority  of — 

(a)  supplies  of  food  and  water; 

(b)  all  spaces  and  equipment  used  for  the  storage  and  handling 
of  food  and  water; 

( c )  galley  and  other  equipment  for  the  preparation  and  service  of 
meals;  and 

(d)  the  qualification  of  such  members  of  the  catering  depart- 
ment of  the  crew  as  are  required  by  such  laws  or  regulations  to 
possess  prescribed  qualifications. 

Article  7 

1.  National  laws  or  regulations  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  laws  or 
regulations,  collective  agreements  between  employers  and  workers 
shall  provide  for  inspection  at  sea  at  prescribed  intervals  by  the  master, 
or  an  officer  specially  deputed  for  the  purpose  by  him,  together  with  a 
responsible  member  of  the  catering  department  of — 

(a)  supplies  of  food  and  water; 

(b)  all  spaces  and  equipment  used  for  the  storage  and  handling 
of  food  and  water,  and  galley  and  other  equipment  for  the 
preparation  and  service  of  meals. 

2.  The  results  of  each  such  inspection  shall  be  recorded. 
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Article  8 

A  special  inspection  shall  be  made  by  the  representatives  of  the 
competent  authority  of  the  territory  of  registration  on  written  com- 
plaint made  by  a  number  or  proportion  of  the  crew  prescribed  by 
national  laws  or  regulations  or  on  behalf  of  a  recognized  organization 
of  shipowners  or  seafarers.  In  order  to  avoid  delay  in  sailing,  such 
complaints  should  be  submitted  as  soon  as  possible  and  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  scheduled  time  of  departure  from  port. 

Article  9 

1.  Inspectors  shall  have  authority  to  make  recommendations  to 
the  owner  of  a  ship,  or  to  the  master  or  other  person  responsible, 
with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  catering. 

2.  National  laws  or  regulations  shall  prescribe  penalties  for — 

(a)  failure  by  an  owner,  master,  member  of  the  crew,  or  other 
person  responsible  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
national  laws  or  regulations  in  force;  and 

( b )  any  attempt  to  obstruct  an  inspector  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties. 

3.  Inspectors  shall  submit  regularly  to  the  competent  authority 
reports  framed  on  uniform  lines  dealing  with  their  work  and  its  results. 

Article  10 

1.  The  competent  authority  shall  prepare  an  annual  report. 

2.  The  annual  report  shall  be  issued  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  end  of  the  year  to  which  it  relates  and  shall  be  made  readily  available 
to  all  bodies  and  persons  concerned. 

3.  Copies  of  the  annual  report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Inter- 
national Labour  Office. 

Article  11 

1.  Courses  of  training  for  employment  in  the  catering  department 
of  sea-going  ships  shall  be  organized  either  in  approved  schools  or  by 
means  of  other  arrangements  acceptable  to  both  shipowners'  and  sea- 
farers' organizations. 

2.  Facilities  shall  be  provided  for  refresher  courses  to  enable 
persons  already  trained  to  bring  their  knowledge  and  skill  up  to  date. 

Article  12 

1.  The  competent  authority  shall  collect  up-to-date  information  on 
nutrition  and  on  methods  of  purchasing,  storing,  preserving,  cooking 
and  serving  food,  with  special  reference  to  the  requirements  of  catering 
on  board  ship. 

2.  This  information  shall  be  made  available,  free  of  charge  or  at 
reasonable  cost,  to  manufacturers  of  and  traders  in  ships'  food  supplies 
and  equipment,  ships'  masters,  stewards  and  cooks,  and  shipowners  and 
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seafarers  and  their  organizations  generally;  appropriate  forms  of  pub- 
licity, such  as  manuals,  brochures,  posters,  charts  or  advertisements  in 
trade  journals  shall  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

3.  The  competent  authority  shall  issue  recommendations  to  avoid 
wastage  of  food,  facilitate  the  maintenance  of  a  proper  standard  of 
cleanliness,  and  ensure  the  maximum  practicable  convenience  in 
working. 

Article  13 

Any  of  the  functions  of  the  competent  authority  in  respect  of  the 
certification  of  catering  department  staff  and  the  collection  and  dis- 
tribution of  information  may  be  discharged  by  delegating  the  work,  or 
part  of  it,  to  a  central  organization  or  authority  exercising  similar 
functions  in  respect  of  seafarers  generally. 

Article  14 

The  formal  ratifications  of  this  Convention  shall  be  communicated 
to  the  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  for  registration. 

Article  15 

1.  This  Convention  shall  be  binding  only  upon  those  Members  of 
the  International  Labour  Organization  whose  ratifications  have  been 
registered  with  the  Director.

2.  National  laws  or  regulations  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  laws 
or  regulations,  collective  agreements  between  employers  and  workers 
shall  determine  the  vessels  or  classes  of  vessels  which  are  to  be  regarded 
as  sea-going  vessels  for  the  purpose  of  this  Convention. 

Article  2 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Convention  the  term  "ship's  cook"  means 
the  person  directly  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  meals  for  the 
crew  of  the  ship. 

Article  3 

1.  No  person  shall  be  engaged  as  ship's  cook  on  board  any  vessel 
to  which  this  Convention  applies  unless  he  holds  a  certificate  of  quali- 
fication as  ship's  cook  granted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
following  articles. 

2.  Provided  that  the  competent  authority  may  grant  exemptions 
from  the  provisions  of  this  Article  if  in  its  opinion  there  is  an  inadequate 
supply  of  certificated  ship's  cooks. 
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Article  4 

1.  The  competent  authority  shall  make  arrangements  for  the 
holding  of  examinations  and  for  the  granting  of  certificates  of  quali- 
fication. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  granted  a  certificate  of  qualification  unless — 

(a)  he  has  reached  a  minimum  age  to  be  prescribed  by  the  com- 
petent authority; 

(b )  he  has  served  at  sea  for  a  minimum  period  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  competent  authority;  and 

(c )  he  has  passed  an  examination  to  be  prescribed  by  the  com- 
petent authority. 

3.  The  prescribed  examination  shall  provide  a  practical  test  of 
the  candidate's  ability  to  prepare  meals;  it  shall  also  include  a  test  of 
his  knowledge  of  food  values,  the  drawing  up  of  varied  and  properly 
balanced  menus,  and  the  handling  and  storage  of  food  on  board  ship. 

4.  The  prescribed  examination  may  be  conducted  and  certificates 
granted  either  directly  by  the  competent  authority  or,  subject  to  its 
control,  by  an  approved  school  for  the  training  of  cooks  or  other  ap- 
proved body. 

Article  5 

Article  3  of  this  Convention  shall  apply  after  the  expiration  of  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  years  from  the  date  of  entry  into  force  of  the 
Convention  for  the  territory  where  the  vessel  is  registered:  Provided 
that,  in  the  case  of  a  seaman  who  has  had  a  satisfactory  record  of  two 
years'  service  as  cook  before  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  period, 
national  laws  or  regulations  may  provide  for  the  acceptance  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  service  as  equivalent  to  a  certificate  of  qualification. 

Article  6 

The  competent  authority  may  provide  for  the  recognition  of 
certificates  of  qualification  issued  in  other  territories. 

Article  7 

The  formal  ratifications  of  this  Convention  shall  be  communicated 
to  the  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  for  registration. 

Article  8 

1.  This  Convention  shall  be  binding  only  upon  those  Members  of 
the  International  Labour  Organization  whose  ratifications  have  been 
registered  with  the  Director. 

2.  It  shall  come  into  force  six  months  after  the  date  on  which  there 
have  been  registered  ratifications  by  nine  of  the  following  countries: 
United  States  of  America,  Argentine  Republic,  Australia,  Belgium, 
Brazil,  Canada,  Chile,  China,  Denmark,  Finland,  France,  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  Greece,  India,  Ireland, 
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Italy,  Netherlands,  Norway,  Poland,  Portugal,  Sweden,  Turkey  and 
Yugoslavia,  including  at  least  five  countries  each  of  which  has  at  least 
one  million  gross  register  tons  of  shipping.  This  provision  is  included 
for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  and  encouraging  early  ratification  of  the 
Convention  by  Member  States. 

3.  Thereafter,  this  Convention  shall  come  into  force  for  any 
Member  six  months  after  the  date  on  which  its  ratification  has  been 
registered. 

Article  9 

1.  A  Member  which  has  ratified  this  Convention  may  denounce  it 
after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  Convention 
comes  into  force,  by  an  act  communicated  to  the  Director  of  the 
International  Labour  Office  for  registration.  Such  denunciation 
shall  not  take  effect  until  one  year  after  the  date  on  which  it  is  registered. 

2.  Each  Member  which  has  ratified  this  Convention  and  which 
does  not,  within  the  year  following  the  expiration  of  the  period  of 
ten  years  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  exercise  the  right  of 
denunciation  provided  for  in  this  Article,  will  be  bound  for  another 
period  of  ten  years  and,  thereafter,  may  denounce  this  Convention 
at  the  expiration  of  each  period  of  ten  years  under  the  terms  provided 
for  in  this  Article. 

Article  10 

1.  The  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  shall  notify 
all  the  Members  of  the  International  Labour  Organization  of  the 
registration  of  all  ratifications  and  denunciations  communicated  to 
him  by  the  Members  of  the  Organization. 

2.  When  notifying  the  Members  of  the  Organization  of  the  regis- 
tration of  the  last  of  the  ratifications  required  to  bring  the  Convention 
into  force,  the  Director  shall  draw  the  attention  of  the  Members  of  the 
Organization  to  the  date  upon  which  the  Convention  will  come  into 
force. 

Article  11 

The  Director  of  the  International  Labour  Office  shall  communicate 
to  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations  for  registration  in 
accordance  with  Article  102  of  the  Charter  of  the  United  Nations 
full  particulars  of  all  ratifications  and  acts  of  denunciation  registered 
by  him  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  articles. 

Article  12 

At  the  expiration  of  each  period  of  ten  years  after  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  Convention,  the  Government  Body  of  the  International 
Labour  Office  shall  present  to  the  General  Conference  a  report  on  the 
working  of  this  Convention  and  shall  consider  the  desirability  of 
placing  on  the  agenda  of  the  Conference  the  question  of  its  revision 
in  whole  or  in  part. 
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Article  13 

1.  Should  the  Conference  adopt  a  new  Convention  revising  this 
Convention  in  whole  or  in  part,  then,  unless  the  new  Convention 
otherwise  provides — 

(a)  the  ratification  by  a  Member  of  the  new  revising  Convention 
shall  ipso  jure  involve  the  immediate  denunciation  of  this 
Convention,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Article  9 
above,  if  and  when  the  new  revising  Convention  shall  have 
come  into  force; 

(b )  as  from  the  date  when  the  new  revising  Convention  comes 
into  force  this  Convention  shall  cease  to  be  open  to  ratifica- 
tion by  the  Members. 

2.  This  Convention  shall  in  any  case  remain  in  force  in  its  actual 
form  and  content  for  those  Members  which  have  ratified  it  but  have 
not  ratified  the  revising  Convention. 

Article  14 

The  English  and  French  versions  of  the  text  of  this  Convention 
are  equally  authoritative. 

The  foregoing  is  the  authentic  text  of  the  Convention  duly  adopted 
by  the  General  Conference  of  the  International  Labour  Organization 
during  its  Twenty-eighth  Session  which  was  held  at  Seattle  and 
declared  closed  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June  1946.

An  Act  to  amend  The  Canadian  and  British  Insurance 
Companies  Act,  1932,  and  The  Foreign  Insurance 
Companies  Act,  1932. 

[Assented  to  30th  June,  194-8.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 


1.  (1)  Subparagraph  (i-a)  of  paragraph  (c)  of  subsection 
one  of  section  sixty  of  The  Canadian  and  British  Insurance 
Companies  Act,  1932,  chapter  forty-six  of  the  statutes  of 
1932,  as  enacted  by  subsection  one  of  section  one  of  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  statutes  of  1944-45,  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: — 

"(i-a)  mortgages  or  hypothecs  on  real  estate  or  lease-  Guaranteed 
holds  in  Canada  or  elsewhere  where  the  company  or  insured 
is  carrying  on  business  or  bonds  or  notes  secured  mortgages, 
by  such  mortgages  or  hypothecs,  notwithstanding 
that  the  mortgage  or  hypothec  exceeds  the  amount 
which  the  company  is  otherwise  authorized  to 
invest,  if  the  excess  is  guaranteed  or  insured  by  the 
government  or  through  an  agency  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  country  in  which  the  real  estate  or 
leasehold  is  situated  or  of  a  province  or  state  of 
that  country." 

(2)  Subparagraph  (i-a)  of  paragraph  (b )  of  subsection 
two  of  section  sixty  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  subsection 
two  of  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  statutes  of 
1944-45,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

"(i-a)  real  estate  or  leaseholds  in  Canada  or  elsewhere  idem, 
where  the  company  is  carrying  on  business,  not- 
withstanding that  the  loan  exceeds  the  amount 
which  the  company  is  otherwise  authorized  to 
lend,  if  to  the  extent  of  the  excess  the  mortgage  or 
hypothec  thereon  securing  the  loan  is  guaranteed 
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or  insured  by  the  government  or  through  an 
agency  of  the  government  of  the  country  in  which 
the  real  estate  or  leasehold  is  situated  or  of  a 
province  or  state  of  that  country/' 

(3)  Section  sixty  of  the  said  Act  is  further  amended  by 
adding  thereto,  immediately  after  subsection  four  thereof, 
the  following  subsection: — 

"(4a)  Any  such  company  may  make  investments  or 
loans,  including  investments  in  real  estate  or  leaseholds, 
not  hereinbefore  authorized  by  this  section,  subject  to 
the  following  provisions: — 

(i)  investments  in  real  estate  or  leaseholds  pursuant 
to  this  subsection  shall  be  made  only  for  the 
production  of  income,  and  may  be  made  by  the 
company  in  Canada  or  elsewhere  where  the 
company  is  carrying  on  business,  alone  or  jointly 
with  any  other  company,  and  the  company  may 
notwithstanding  subsections  one  and  two  of 
section  sixty-four,  hold,  maintain,  improve, 
develop,  repair,  lease,  sell  or  otherwise  deal  with  or 
dispose  of  such  real  estate  or  leaseholds,  but  the 
total  investment  of  a  company  pursuant  to  this 
subsection  in  any  one  parcel  of  real  estate  or  in 
any  one  leasehold  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  one 
per  centum  of  the  book  value  of  the  total  ledger 
assets  of  the  company; 

(ii)  this  subsection  shall  be  deemed  not  to  enlarge 
the  authority  conferred  by  subsections  one  and 
two  to  invest  in  mortgages  or  hypothecs  and  to 
lend  on  the  security  of  real  estate  or  leaseholds,  and 
not  to  affect  the  operation  of  the  first  proviso  to 
subparagraph  (v)  of  paragraph  (b )  of  subsection 
one;  and 

(iii)  the  total  book  value  of  the  investments  and 
loans  made  under  this  subsection  and  held  by  the 
company,  excluding  those  that  are  or  at  any  time 
since  acquisition  have  been  eligible  apart  from 
this  subsection,  shall  not  exceed  three  per  centum 
of  the  book  value  of  the  total  ledger  assets  of  the 
company." 

2.  Subsection  two  of  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : — 

"(2)  The  assets  which  may  be  so  vested  in  trust  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  shall  be  bonds,  debentures,  stocks 
and  secured  loans  of  the  classes  authorized  in  that  behalf 
in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act,  having  regard  to  the 
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class  or  classes  of  insurance  business  in  respect  of  which 
the  assets  are  so  vested  in  trust,  or  such  other  assets  as 
the  Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury  Board, 
may  permit." 

3.  Subsection  two  of  section  twenty  of  The  Foreign 
Insurance  Companies  Act,  1932,  chapter  forty-seven  of  the 
statutes  of  1932,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : — 

"(2)  The  assets  which  may  be  so  vested  in  trust  for  the  Nature 
purposes  of  this  Act  shall  be  bonds,  debentures,  stocks  thereof- 
and  secured  loans  of  the  classes  authorized  in  that  behalf 
in  Schedule  I  to  this  Act,  having  regard  to  the  class  or 
classes  of  insurance  business  in  respect  of  which  the 
assets  are  so  vested  in  trust,  or  such  other  assets  as  the 
Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury  Board,  may 
permit.' '

5.  The  National  Company  may  aid  and  assist,  in  any 
manner,  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  section  two,  any 
other  or  others  of  the  said  companies  and  railways  and, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  may  for  its 
own  requirements  and  also  for  the  requirements  of  any 
other  or  others  of  the  said  companies  and  railways  from 
time  to  time: — 

(a)  Apply  the  proceeds  of  any  issue  of  securities  in 
meeting  authorized  expenditures  on  its  own  account  or 
on  account  of  any  other  or  others  of  the  said  companies 
and  railways; 

(b )  Make  advances  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  authorized 
expenditures  to  any  other  or  others  of  the  said  com- 
panies and  railways,  upon  or  without  any  security,  at 
discretion. 
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6.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  the  guarantee  Guarantee, 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  securities,  which  the 
National  Company  may  issue  from  time  to  time  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

7.  (1)  The  guarantee  or  guarantees  may  be  in  such  forms  Form  and 
and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  guarantee, 
in  Council  may  determine  to  be  appropriate  and  applicable 
thereto  and  may  be  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  by 

the  Minister  of  Finance  or  the  Acting  Minister  of  Finance 
or  by  such  other  person  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  designate  and  such  signature  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  for  all  purposes  of  the  validity  of  the 
guarantee  and  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been 
complied  with. 

(2)  Any  such  guarantee  may  be  either  a  general  guarantee  Method  of 
covering  the  total  amount  of  the  issue  or  be  a  separate  guarantee, 
guarantee  endorsed  on  each  obligation. 

(3)  With  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council  tern-  Temporary 
porary  guarantees  may  be  made,  to  be  subsequently  replaced  guarantees- 
by  permanent  guarantees. 

8.  (1)  The  proceeds  of  any  sale,  pledge,  or  other  dis-  Proceeds  paid 
position  of  any  guaranteed  securities  shall  be  deposited  in  Minister  of 
the  first  place  either  in  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  or  ^nsa.nce  in 
to  the  credit  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  ru 
General  of  Canada,  in  trust  for  the  National  Company  in 

one  or  more  banks  designated  by  him. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Company  Application 
may  from  time  to  time  authorize  application  to  be  made  to  release  of 
the  Minister  of  Transport  for  the  release  of  any  part  of  any  part  of 
the  proceeds  deposited  as  aforesaid  to  the  National  Company  the  proceeds-

"6.  (1)  In  the  case  of  goods  exported  to  Canada  of  a  Under- 
class or  kind  made  or  produced  in  Canada,  if  the  export  or  valuatlon 
actual  selling  price  to  an  importer  in  Canada  is  less  than 
the  fair  market  value  or  the  value  for  duty  of  the  goods 
as  determined  under  the  provisions  of  the  Customs  Act,  r.s.,  c.  42. 
there  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  otherwise  established, 
be  levied,  collected  and  paid  on  such  goods,  on  their  importa- 
tion into  Canada,  a  special  or  dumping  duty,  equal  to  the 
difference  between  the  said  selling  price  of  the  goods  for 
export  and  the  said  value  for  duty  thereof ;  and  such  special 
or  dumping  duty  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  on  such 
goods  although  not  otherwise  dutiable. 
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(2)  The  special  duty  imposed  by  the  preceding  sub- 
section shall  in  no  case  exceed  fifty  per  cent  ad  valorem

as  imported  or  as  further  processed,  assembled  or  manu- 
factured, at  prices  below  the  duty  paid  value  thereof  as 
entered  at  Customs  plus  or  including  all  charges  upon  the 
goods  after  shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported 
direct  to  Canada,  including  sales,  distribution  and  advertis- 
ing costs,  and  plus,  if  any,  the  cost  of  processing,  assembling 
or  further  manufacturing  in  Canada,  the  Minister  may 
declare  that  goods  of  such  class  or  kind  were  and  are  on 
importation  subject  to  an  additional  special  or  dumping 
duty  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  and  authorize  such  action 
as  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  collection  thereof.

[Assented  to  30th  June,  1948.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.s.,  c.  136; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  J9  f{. cc-  *• 

follows:—  1947,' c.5. 

1.  The  Department  of  National  Defence  Act,  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1927,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  immediately 
after  section  eight  thereof,  the  following  section: — 

"9.  (1)  Any  moneys  contributed  and  pay  and  allowances  Moneys 
assigned  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  contingent  of  the  £obe!ong 
Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  and  any  securities  and  to  Canada, 
other  property  purchased  or  derived  from  such  moneys, 
that  immediately  prior  to  the  coming  into  force  of  this 
section  belonged  to  Canada,  shall  cease  to  belong  to  Canada 
on  the  day  that  an  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  with 
reference  thereto  is  made  under  this  section.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: 

Short  Title. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Statistics  Act.  short  title. 

Interpretation. 

2.  In  this  Act,  Definitions 

(a)  "Bureau"  means  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics:  "Bureau". 

(b)  "carrier"  means  any  person  engaged  in  the  business  "carrier" 
of  transporting  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  by  land, 
water  or  air,  including  an  express  company; 

(c)  "department"  includes  any  branch  or  agency  of  the  "depart-

"(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  any  person, 
man  or  woman,  who,  prior  to  the  ninth  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  was  a  member  of  the 
naval,  military,  or  air  forces  of  Canada  and  has  been  dis- 
charged from  such  forces,  and  who,  at  a  Dominion  election, 
has  not  attained  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  is  entitled 
to  have  his  or  her  name  included  in  the  list  of  electors 
prepared  for  the  polling  division  in  which  he  or  she  ordi- 
narily resides  and  is  entitled  to  vote  in  such  polling  division, 
if  such  person  is  otherwise  qualified  as  an  elector. 

"(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  a  woman 
who  is  the  wife  of  an  Indian  person,  as  defined  in  paragraph 
(f  )  of  subsection  two  of  this  section,  which  Indian  person 
has  served  in  the  naval,  military,  or  air  forces  of  Canada  in 
the  war  1914-1918,  or  in  the  war  that  began  on  the  tenth  day 
of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  is  entitled 
to  have  her  name  included  in  the  list  of  electors  prepared 
for  the  polling  division  in  which  she  ordinarily  resides  and 
is  entitled  to  vote  in  such  polling  division,  if  such  woman  is 
otherwise  qualified  as  an  elector. 

"(5)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  every  person, 
man  or  woman,  irrespective  of  age,  who 

(a)  was  a  member  of  the  naval,  military,  or  air  forces  of 
Canada  in  the  war  1914-1918,  or  in  the  war  that  began 
on  the  tenth  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-nine; 

(b )  was  discharged  from  such  forces;  and 

(c)  is  receiving  treatment  or  domiciliary  care  in  any 
hospital  or  institution  at  the  request  or  on  behalf  of 
the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  in  which  hospital 
or  institution,  on  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  writs 
ordering  a  general  election,  less  than  twenty-five  of 
such  persons,  as  determined  by  the  said  Department, 
are  receiving  such  treatment  or  care; 

is  entitled  to  have  his  or  her  name  included  on  the  list  of 
electors  prepared  for  the  polling  division  in  which  such 
hospital  or  institution  is  situated,  and  is  entitled  to  vote 
at  a  general  election  in  such  polling  division,  if  such  person 
is  otherwise  qualified  as  an  elector. 

"(6)  A  Defence  Service  elector,  as  defined  in  paragraph 
twenty-one  of  The  Canadian  Defence  Service  Voting 
Regulations  in  Schedule  Three  to  this  Act,  is  entitled  to 
vote  at  a  by-election  only  in  the  electoral  district  in  which 
is  situated  the  place  of  his  ordinary  residence  as  defined  in 
paragraph  twenty-three  of  the  said  Regulations. 

"(7)  A  Veteran  elector,  as  defined  in  paragraph  forty-two 
of  The  Canadian  Defence  Service  Voting  Regulations  in 
Schedule  Three  to  this  Act,  is  entitled  to  vote  at  a  by-election 
only  in  the  electoral  district  in  which  is  situated  the  place  of 
his  actual  ordinary  residence." 
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7.  (1)  Rule  four  of  section  sixteen  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

"(4)  Any  person  on  Defence  Service,  as  defined  in  gmwnsoa

writs  ordering  a  general  election  in  the  polling  division  in 
which  such  person  is  occupying  residential  quarters  during 
the  course  and  as  a  result  of  the  services  performed  by  such 
member  in  such  forces.  Such  person  (wife  or  dependent) 
shall,  if  otherwise  qualified  as  an  elector,  be  entitled  to 
have  his  or  her  name  included  in  the  list  of  electors  prepared 
for  such  polling  division  and  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  therein 
at  the  said  general  election.  This  rule  shall  not  be  applic- 
able at  a  by-election." 

(6)  Rule  eight  of  the  said  section  sixteen  is  repealed  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor: 
Persons  "(8)  No  person  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  be

8.  (1)  Subsections  three,  six,  eight,  and  eleven  of  section 
seventeen  of  the  said  Act  are  repealed  and  the  following

"(3)  Every  returning  officer  shall  prepare  a  list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  enumerators  appointed  by 
him,  and  of  the  polling  divisions  for  which  they  are  to  act. 
Such  list  shall  be  prepared  on  the  special  form  prescribed 
for  that  purpose,  and,  forthwith  upon  its  completion,  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer.  The 
returning  officer  shall  post  up,  and  keep  posted  up,  in  his 
office  during  the  period  of  the  preparation  of  the  lists  of 
electors  a  copy  of  such  list  of  names  and  addresses  of 
enumerators,  and  shall  permit  any  person  to  inspect  such 
list  at  all  reasonable  times. 

"(6)  Immediately  after  the  preliminary  lists  of  electors 
have  been  printed,  the  returning  officer  shall  furnish  twenty 
copies  thereof  for  each  polling  division  in  his  electoral  dis- 
trict to  each  candidate  at  the  pending  election  who  was  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  next  preceding 
Parliament,  and  to  every  candidate  who  has  been  officially 
nominated  at  the  pending  election  in  such  electoral  district. 
The  returning  officer  may  also,  at  his  discretion,  upon 
receipt  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  from  any  person  reasonably 
expected  to  be  officially  nominated  as  a  candidate  at  the 
pending  election  in  his  electoral  district,  transmit  or  deliver 
to  such  person  five  copies  of  such  lists,  and  if  and  when 
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such  person  is  officially  nominated  the  said  sum  of  ten 
dollars  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  him  and,  at  the  same 
time,  he  shall  be  furnished  with  an  additional  fifteen  copies 
of  such  lists.  If  such  person  is  not  so  officially  nominated, 
the  said  sum  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  forfeited  to  His  Majesty 
for  the  public  uses  of  Canada  and  shall,  at  the  close  of  the 
nominations,  forthwith  be  transmitted  by  the  returning 
officer  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  with  full  parti- 
culars of  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  by  whom  the 
said  sum  was  paid  and  the  reason  for  which  it  was  forfeited.

"(14A)  Whenever,  after  the  list  of  electors  for  an  urban  Certificate 
polling  division  has  been  re-printed,  it  is  discovered  that  name 
the  name  of  an  elector  who  has  personally  applied  to  a  ^j^g  by 
revising  officer,  or  on  whose  behalf  a  sworn  application  officer, 
has  been  made  by  an  agent,  pursuant  to  Rule  (33)  of  Sche- 
dule A  to  this  section,  to  have  his  name  included  in  the  list 
of  electors,  and  whose  application  has  been  duly  accepted 
by  the  revising  officer  during  his  sittings  for  revision,  was 
thereafter  inadvertently  left  off  the  finally  revised  list  of 
electors,  the  returning  officer  shall,  on  an  application  made  in 
person  by  the  elector  concerned,  and  upon  ascertaining  from 
the  revising  officer's  record  sheets  in  his  possession  that  such 
an  omission  has  actually  been  made,  issue  to  such  elector  a 
certificate  in  Form  No.  18 A,  entitling  him  to  vote  at  the 
polling  station  for  which  his  name  should  have  appeared  on 
the  finally  revised  list;  the  returning  officer  shall,  at  the 
same  time,  send  a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the  deputy 
returning  officer  concerned  and  to  each  of  the  candidates 
officially  nominated  at  the  pending  election  in  the  electoral 
district,  or  to  his  representative,  and  the  official  list  of 
electors  shall  be  deemed  for  all  purposes  to  have  been 
amended  in  accordance  with  such  certificate. 

"(15A)  Before   an  account  relating  to  the  printing  of  Conditions, 
the  lists  of  electors  is  taxed  by  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer : — 

(a)  the  printer  shall  transmit  to  the  Chief  Electoral  Affidavit 
Officer,  through  the  returning  officer,  an  affidavit  in  ofprmter- 
Form  No.  9A  setting  forth  that  he  has  not,  nor  has 
anyone  for  him  and  on  his  behalf,  paid,  agreed  or  prom- 
ised to  pay,  given  or  promised  to  give,  any  monetary 
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or  other  reward  to  the  returning  officer,  or  to  any  person 
on  the  latter's  behalf,  as  consideration  for  the  granting 
of  an  order  of  any  kind  for  the  printing  of  such  lists  of 
electors;  and 

Affidavit  of  (Jj )  the  returning  officer  shall  transmit  to  the  Chief 
office?!08  Electoral  Officer  an  affidavit  in  Form  No.  9B  setting 

forth  that  he  has  not,  nor  has  any  person  for  him  and 
on  his  behalf,  received  or  requested,  demanded,  accepted 
or  agreed  to  accept,  any  monetary  or  other  reward  from 
any  person  whatsoever,  as  consideration  for  the  grant- 
ing of  an  order  of  any  kind  for  the  printing  of  the  lists 
of  electors  for  his  electoral  district." 


9.  (1)  Schedule  A  to  section  seventeen  of  the  said  Act  is 
amended  by  repealing  Rules  (3),  (5),  (7),  (9),  (12), 
(14)y  (23) ,  and  (26 )  thereof,  and  substituting  the  following 
therefor,  respectively: — 

"Rule  (3).  At  least  five  days  before  he  proposes  to 
appoint  the  persons  who  are  to  act  as  enumerators  as 
aforesaid,  the  returning  officer  shall 

(a)  in  an  electoral  district  the  urban  areas  of  which 
have  not  been  altered  since  the  last  preceding 
Dominion  election,  give  notice  accordingly  to  the 
candidate  who,  at  the  last  preceding  Dominion  election 
in  the  electoral  district,  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  and  also  to  the  candidate  representing  at  that 
election  a  different  and  opposed  political  interest,  who 
received  the  next  highest  number  of  votes;  such 
candidates  may  each,  by  himself  or  by  a  representative, 
nominate  a  fit  and  proper  person  for  appointment  as 
enumerator  for  every  urban  polling  division  comprised 
in  the  electoral  district,  and,  except  as  provided  in 
Rule  (4 )  of  this  Schedule,  the  returning  officer  shall 
appoint  such  persons  to  be  enumerators  for  the  polling 
divisions  for  which  they  have  been  nominated;  and 

(b )  in  an  electoral  district  the  urban  areas  of  which 
have  been  altered  since  the  last  preceding  Dominion 
election,  and  in  an  electoral  district  where  at  the 
last  preceding  Dominion  election  there  was  opposed 
to  the  candidate  elected  no  candidate  representing  a 
different  and  opposed  political  interest,  or  if,  for  any 
reason,  either  of  the  candidates  mentioned  in  para- 
graph (a)  oi  this  Rule  is  not  available  to  nominate 
enumerators  or  to  designate  a  representative  as  afore- 
said, the  returning  officer  shall,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  determine  which  candi- 
dates or  persons  are  entitled  to  nominate  urban  enumer- 
ators, and  then  proceed  with  the  appointment  of  such 
enumerators  as  above  directed. 
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"Rule  (5).  If  either  of  the  candidates  or  persons  entitled 
to  nominate  enumerators  fail  to  nominate  a  fit  and  proper 
person  for  appointment  as  enumerator  for  any  urban  polling 
division  comprised  in  the  electoral  district,  the  returning 
officer  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  (2)  of  this 
Schedule,  himself  select  and  appoint  enumerators  to  any 
necessary  extent. 

"Rule  (7).  Each  pair  of  enumerators,  after  taking  their 
oaths  as  such,  shall,  on  Monday,  the  forty-ninth  dav  before 
polling  day,  proceed  jointly  to  ascertain  the  name,  address, 
and  occupation  of  every  person  qualified  to  vote  at  the 
pending  election,  under  the  provisions  of  sections  fourteen, 
fifteen,  and  sixteen  of  this  Act,  in  the  polling  division  for 
which  they  have  been  appointed,  obtaining  the  information 
they  may  require  by  a  joint  house-to-house  visitation  and 
from  such  other  sources  of  information  as  may  be  available 
to  them,  and  leaving  at  the  residence  of  every  person  whose 
name  and  particulars  they  have  agreed  to  include  in  their 
preliminary  list,  a  notice  in  Form  No.  7,  signed  by  both 
enumerators,  which  shall  be  detached  from  the  enumer- 
ators7 record  books. 

"Rule  (9).  Each  pair  of  enumerators  shall  visit  every 
dwelling  place  in  their  polling  division  at  least  twice, — once 
between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  once  between  the  hours  of 
seven  o'clock  and  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  (unless,  as  to 
any  dwelling  place,  they  are  both  satisfied  that  no  qualified 
elector  residing  therein  remains  unregistered).  If,  on  the 
above  mentioned  visits  to  any  dwelling  place,  the  enumer- 
ators are  unable  to  communicate  with  any  person  from  whom 
they  could  secure  the  names  and  particulars  of  the  qualified 
electors  residing  thereat,  the  enumerators  shall  leave  at 
such  dwelling  place  a  notification  card,  as  prescribed  by 
the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  on  which  it  shall  be  stated  the 
day  and  hour  that  the  enumerators  shall  make  another  visit 
to  such  dwelling  place.  The  enumerators  shall  also  state 
on  such  notification  card  their  names,  addresses,  and  tele- 
phone number,  if  any,  of  one  or  of  both  of  them. 

"Rule  (12).  Upon  receipt  of  the  enumerators'  record 
books  and  of  the  two  copies  of  the  preliminary  fist  of 
electors  from  each  pair  of  enumerators,  the  returning  officer 
shall  carefully  examine  the  same  and  if,  in  his  judgment, 
the  said  list  is  incomplete  or  contains  the  name  of  any 
person  whose  name  should  not  be  included  in  the  list,  he 
shall  not  certify  to  the  enumerators'  account,  and  shall 
forward  such  account  uncertified  to  the  Chief  Electoral 
Officer  with  a  special  report  attached  thereto  stating 
the  relevant  facts;  moreover,  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  shall  not  issue  a  cheque  in  payment  of  an  urban 
enumerator's  account  until  after  the  revision  of  the  pre- 
liminary lists  of  electors  has  been  completed,  and  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  revising  officer,  forthwith  after  his  sittings 
for  revision,  to  inform  the  Chief  Eiectoral  Officer,  if,  in  his 
judgment,  any  enumerator  has  wrongfully  and  wilfully 
omitted  any  name  or  names  from  the  said  list,  or  wrongfully 
and  wilfully  included  any  name  or  names  therein. 

"Rule  (14).  The  enumerators  shall,  on  the  preliminary 
list  of  electors,  as  indicated  on  Form  No.  8,  register  the 
name  of  a  married  woman  or  widow  under  the  name  and 
surname  of  her  husband  or  deceased  husband,  or  under 
her  own  christian  name  if  she  so  desires.  Whenever  a 
woman  is  divorced  or  living  apart  from  her  husband,  she 
shall  be  registered  on  the  said  list  under  whatever  name 
and  surname  that  such  woman  is  known  in  the  polling 
division.  The  names  of  the  above  mentioned  women  on 
the  said  list  shall  be  prefixed  with  the  abbreviation  "Mrs.", 
as  indicated  on  the  said  Form  No.  8.  When  the  name  of  a 
married  woman  is  entered  on  the  said  list  immediately 
below  her  husband's  name,  there  shall  be  no  occupation 
given  opposite  such  woman's  name,  as  indicated  on  the  said 
Form  No.  8.  The  names  of  unmarried  women  on  the  said 
list  shall  be  prefixed  with  the  word  "Miss",  as  indicated 
on  the  said  Form  No.  8. 

"Rule  (23 ).  Forthwith  on  receipt  of  such  notification  the 
returning  officer  shall,  not  later  than  Thursday,  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  before  polling  day,  cause  to  be  printed  a  notice 
of  revision  in  Form  No.  12,  describing  the  boundaries  of 
every  revisal  district  established  by  him,  giving  the  name 
of  the  revising  officer  appointed  for  each  thereof,  setting 
out  the  revisal  office  at  which  such  revising  officer  will 
attend  for  the  revision  of  the  lists  of  electors,  and  stating 
the  day  and  time  during  which  such  revisal  office  will  be 
open.  It  shall  also  be  stated  in  the  said  notice  the  days 
and  hours  before  the  first  day  of  sittings  for  revision,  and 
the  address  at  which  each  revising  officer  shall  be  in  atten- 
dance to  complete  Affidavits  of  Objection  in  Form  No.  13. 
At  least  four  days  before  the  first  day  fixed  for  the  sittings 
for  revision,  the  returning  officer  shall  cause  two  copies  of 
such  notice  to  be  posted  up  in  conspicuous  places  in  each 
urban  polling  division  comprised  in  his  electoral  district. 
Immediately  after  the  printing  of  the  notice  in  Form 
No.  12,  the  returning  officer  shall  transmit  or  deliver 
five  copies  thereof  to  every  candidate  officially  nominated 
at  the  pending  election  in  the  electoral  district,  and,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  returning  officer,  to  every  other  person 
reasonably  expected  to  be  so  officially  nominated  or  to  his 
representative. 

"Rule  (26).  The  sittings  of  the  revising  officers  for  the 
revision  of  the  lists  of  electors  shall  commence  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  of  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday,  the 
eighteenth,  seventeenth,  and  sixteenth  days  before  polling 
day,  and  shall  continue  for  at  least  one  hour  and  during 
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such  time  thereafter  as  may  be  necessary  to  deal  with  the 
business  ready  to  be  disposed  of,  provided  that,  if  any  of 
such  days  is  a  holiday  as  defined  in  the  Interpretation  Act,  R.s.  c.  l. 
the  date  for  the  commencement  or  continuation  of  the 
sittings  for  revision  may  be  postponed  accordingly.  More- 
over, on  each  of  the  three  days  fixed  for  the  sittings  for 
revision,  every  revising  officer  shall  sit  continuously  at  his 
revisal  office  for  the  revision  of  the  lists  of  electors  from 
seven  o'clock  until  ten  o'clock  in  the  evenings  of  these  three 
days." 

(2)  Paragraph  (a )  of  Rule  (27  )  of  Schedule  A  to  the  said 
section  seventeen  is  repealed. 

(3)  Schedule  A  to  the  said  section  seventeen  is  further 
amended  by  repealing  Rules  (28),  ( 29 ),  (40),  ( U ),  and 
(42)  thereof,  and  substituting  the  following  therefor, 
respectively : 

"Rule  (28).  During  the  three  days  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  first  day  fixed  for  the  sittings  for  revision,  when- 
ever an  elector  whose  name  appears  on  the  preliminary 
list  of  electors  prepared  in  connection  with  a  pending 
election,  for  one  of  the  polling  divisions  comprised  in  a 
given  revisal  district,  subscribes  to  an  Affidavit  of  Objection 
in  Form  No.  13,  before  the  revising  officer  appointed  for 
such  revisal  district,  alleging  the  disqualification  as  an 
elector  at  the  pending  election  of  a  person  whose  name 
appears  on  one  of  such  preliminary  lists,  the  revising  officer 
shall,  not  later  than  the  day  immediately  preceding  the  first 
day  fixed  for  the  sittings  for  revision,  transmit,  by  registered 
mail,  to  the  person,  the  appearance  of  whose  name  upon 
such  preliminary  list  is  objected  to,  at  his  address  as  given 
on  such  preliminary  list  and  also  at  the  other  address,  if 
any,  mentioned  in  such  affidavit,  a  Notice  to  Person  Ob- 
jected to,  in  Form  No.  14,  advising  the  person  mentioned 
in  such  affidavit  that  he  may  appear  personally  or  by 
representative  before  the  said  revising  officer,  during  his 
sittings  for  revision,  to  establish  his  right,  if  any,  to  have 
his  name  retained  on  such  preliminary  list.  With  each 
copy  of  such  notice,  the  revising  officer  shall  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  relevant  Affidavit  of  Objection.  On  each  of 
the  three  days  immediately  preceding  the  first  day  fixed 
for  the  sittings  for  revision,  the  revising  officer  shall  keep 
himself  available  during  at  least  three  hours  in  the  after- 
noons or  evenings  of  such  days,  at  the  address  given  in 
the  Notice  of  Revision  in  Form  No.  12,  to  complete,  as 
required,  Affidavits  of  Objection  and  Notices  to  Persons 
Objected  to,  and  to  despatch  copies  of  such  affidavits  and 
notices  to  the  persons  concerned. 

"Rule  (29).  In  cases  of  objections  made  on  affidavits 
subscribed  before  the  revising  officer  under  the  next  pre- 
ceding Rule,  of  which  notices  have  been  sent  by  registered 
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mail  by  the  revising  officer  to  the  persons  objected  to,  the 
revising  officer  shall  deal  with  each  objection  separately 
upon  the  merits  to  be  disclosed  by  examination  on  oath 
of  the  elector  making  the  objection,  the  person  against 
whom  the  objection  is  made,  and  the  witnesses  present  on 
their  respective  behalf.  After  each  objection  is  dealt  with, 
the  revising  officer  shall,  in  his  discretion,  either  strike  off 
the  name  of  the  person  objected  to  from  the  preliminary 
list  on  which  such  name  appears  or  allow  the  name  to  stand. 
The  onus  of  substantiating  sufficient  prima  facie  ground 
to  strike  off  any  name  from  the  preliminary  list  shall  be 
upon  the  elector  making  the  objection,  and  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  the  person  against  whom  objection  is  made  to 
adduce  proof  in  the  first  instance  that  his  name  properly 
appears  on  the  preliminary  list.  The  absence  from  or  non- 
attendance  before  the  revising  officer,  at  the  time  that  the 
objection  is  dealt  with,  of  the  person  against  whom  an  ob- 
jection is  made  shall  not  relieve  the  elector  making  the 
objection  from  substantiating  a  prima  facie  case  by  evidence 
which,  in  the  absence  of  rebuttal  evidence,  is  considered  by 
the  revising  officer  sufficient  to  establish  the  fact  that  the 
name  of  the  person  objected  to  improperly  appears  on  the 
preliminary  list. 

"Rule  (4-0)-  Immediately  after  the  conclusion  of  his 
sittings  for  revision,  and  at  the  latest  on  Monday,  the 
fourteenth  day  before  polling  day,  the  revising  officer  shall 
prepare  for  re-printing  the  list  of  electors  for  each  polling 
division  comprised  in  his  revisal  district,  by  making  the 
necessary  corrections  by  writing  with  ink  upon  one  of  the 
printed  preliminary  lists  of  electors  supplied  to  him.  The  re- 
vising officer  shall  consign  every  entry  in  his  record  sheets  to 
its  appropriate  place  on  each  list.  The  names  added  to  the 
list  shall  be  written  on  the  border  of  the  list  opposite 
where  such  names  would  have  appeared  if  the  electors  had 
been  registered  in  the  first  place  by  the  enumerators  and 
where  such  names  should  be  inserted  in  the  re-printing  of 
the  finally  revised  list.  Every  correction  in  the  name, 
address,  or  occupation  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner 
and  as  legibly  as  possible.

"Rule  ( 41 ).  The  revising  officer  shall,  immediately  after 
the  conclusion  of  his  sittings  for  revision,  and  not  later  than 
Monday,  the  fourteenth  day  before  polling  day,  prepare 
from  his  record  sheets  at  least  six  copies  of  the  statement 
of  changes  and  additions  for  each  polling  division  comprised

in  his  revisal  district,  and  shall  complete  the  certificate 
printed  at  the  foot  of  each  copy  thereof.  If  no  changes  or 
additions  have  been  made  in  the  preliminary  list  for  any 
polling  division,  the  revising  officer  shall  nevertheless 
prepare  the  necessary  number  of  copies  of  the  statement  of 
changes  and  additions  by  writing  the  word  "Nil"  in  the 
three  spaces  provided  for  the  various  entries  on  the 
prescribed  form,  and  completing  the  said  form  in  every  other 
respect. 

"Rule  (4®)-  Upon  completing  the  foregoing  requirements, 
and  not  later  than  Monday,  the  fourteenth  day  before  polling 
day,  the  revising  officer  shall  deliver  or  transmit  to  the 
returning  officer  the  corrected  copy  of  the  preliminary  list, 
the  six  copies  of  the  statement  of  changes  and  additions 
for  each  polling  division  comprised  in  his  revisal  district, 
certified  by  the  revising  officer  pursuant  to  the  next  pre- 
ceding Rule,  together  with  the  revising  officer's  record 
sheets,  duly  completed,  the  duplicate  notices  to  persons 
objected  to,  with  attached  affidavits  in  Forms  Nos.  13 
and  14,  respectively,  every  used  application  made  by  agents 
in  Forms  Nos.  15  and  16,  respectively,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments in  his  possession  relating  to  the  revision  of  the  lists 
of  electors  for  the  various  polling  divisions  comprised  in 
his  revisal  district."

"Rule  (6),  The  enumerator  shall,  in  the  index  book,  as 
indicated  in  Form  No.  21,  register  the  name  of  a  married 
woman  or  widow  under  the  name  and  surname  of  her  hus- 
band or  deceased  husband,  or  under  her  own  christian  name 
if  she  so  desires.  Whenever  a  woman  is  divorced  or  living 
apart  from  her  husband,  she  shall  be  registered  in  the  index 
book  under  whatever  name  and  surname  that  such  woman  is 
known  in  the  polling  division.  The  names  of  the  above 
mentioned  women  in  the  index  book  shall  be  prefixed  with 
the  abbreviation  "Mrs.",  as  indicated  on  the  said  Form 
No.  21.    When  the  name  of  a  married  woman  is  entered

there  shall  be  no  occupation  given  opposite  such  woman's 
name,  as  indicated  on  the  said  Form  No.  21.  The  names  of 
unmarried  women  in  the  index  book  shall  be  prefixed  with 
the  word  "Miss",  as  indicated  on  the  said  Form  No.  21. 

"Rule  (9).  Upon  receipt  of  the  two  copies  of  the  prelimi- 
nary list  of  electors,  as  prescribed  in  Rule  (11 ),  or  of  the 
index  book,  as  prescribed  in  Rule  (20)  of  this  Schedule,  the 
returning  officer  shall  carefully  examine  the  same  and  if  in 
his  judgment  the  said  preliminary  list  or  the  index  book 
appears  to  be  incomplete  or  to  contain  the  name  of  any  per- 
son which  should  not  be  so  included,  he  shall  not  certify  the 
account  of  the  enumerator  concerned,  and  the  account 
shall  be  sent  uncertified  to  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  with 
a  special  report  attached  thereto,  setting  forth  the  relevant 
facts. 

<(Rule  (10).  As  soon  as  possible  after  six  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  Saturday,  the  forty-fourth  day  before  polling 
day,  each  rural  enumerator  shall  complete  the  preliminary 
list  of  electors  for  the  polling  division  for  which  he  has  been 
appointed,  and  on  or  before  Monday,  the  forty-second  day 
before  polling  day,  he  shall  prepare  in  alphabetical  order  as 
in  Form  No.  21,  four  plainly  written  or  typewritten  copies 
of  such  preliminary  list,  and  shall  complete  the  certificate 
printed  at  the  foot  or  end  of  the  last  sheet  of  the  said  Form 
No.  21  used  to  prepare  each  of  such  copies.

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"Rule  (16).  At  any  time  after  the  enumerator  has 
posted  up  his  preliminary  list,  and  particularly  between 
the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  ten  o'clock  in 
the  evening  of  Thursday,  the  eighteenth  day  before 
polling  day,  at  the  place  stated  for  the  revision  of  the  said 
list  in  the  notice  of  rural  enumeration  posted  up  by  him 
pursuant  to  Rule  (3)  of  this  Schedule,  on  being  satisfied 
from  representations  made  to  him  by  any  credible  person 
that  the  preliminary  list  as  prepared  by  him  in  the  index 
book  requires  amendment  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  the 
enumerator  shall 

(a)  add  to  such  list  in  the  index  book  the  name  of  any 
person  who  is  qualified  as  an  elector  in  his  polling

outside  back  cover  of  the  said  index  book,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments in  his  possession  relating  to  the  revision  of  the  list  of 
electors  for  his  polling  division.

18.  The  books  of  key  maps  referred  to  in  paragraph  15, 
shall  be  used  by  Defence  Service  electors  and  Veteran 
electors  from  large  centres  in  Canada  to  enable  them  to 
ascertain  the  correct  electoral  district  in  which  they  are 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  general  election,  and  the  books  of 
excerpts  from  the  Canadian  Postal  Guide  shall  be  used  for 
the  same  purpose  by  Defence  Service  electors  and  Veteran 
electors  from  other  places  in  Canada. 

19.  Each  Defence  Service  elector  and  Veteran  elector 
shall  vote  only  for  one  candidate,  unless  he  is  qualified  to

has  been  ordered  in  Canada  and  shall  therein  state  the

38.  (1)  A  Defence  Service  elector  who,  when  casting  his  spoiled 
vote,  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  a  ballot  paper  in  such  ballot 
manner  that  it  cannot  be  used,  shall  return  it  to  the  commis-  papers* 
sioned  officer,  who  shall  deface  it  and  deliver  another  in  its 
place;  all  ballot  papers  thus  defaced  shall  be  classified  as 
spoiled  ballot  papers,  and  when  the  voting  is  completed, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commanding  officer,  together 
with  all  declarations  completed  by  representatives  of  poli- 
tical parties  and  unused  ballot  papers  and  envelopes. 

(2)  The  commanding  officer  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  Disposition  i 
the  appropriate  special  returning  officer  all  spoiled  ballot  declarations 
papers,  declarations  made  by  representatives  of  political  eu'ppiies^etc 
parties,  unused  ballot  papers  and  envelopes  in  his  possession 
or  received  from  designated  commissioned  officers. 
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39.  When  a  Defence  Service  elector  is  unable  to  read  or 
to  write,  or  is  incapacitated  from  any  physical  cause,  and 
therefore  unable  to  vote  according  to  the  ordinary  procedure 
prescribed  in  these  Regulations,  the  commissioned  officer 
before  whom  the  vote  is  to  be  cast,  shall  assist  such  elector 
by  marking  the  ballot  paper  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
elector,  in  his  presence  and  in  the  presence  of  another 
Defence  Service  elector  who  is  able  to  read  and  to  write;

Act,  1938,  for  civilian  electors;  in  such  case,  however,  the 
name  of  the  Defence  Service  elector  shall,  in  an  urban 
polling  division,  appear  on  the  official  list  of  electors  used 
at  the  poll. 

(2)  A  Defence  Service  elector  who  is  absent  from  his  unit, 
on  leave  or  on  furlough,  during  the  voting  period  prescribed 
in  subparagraph  one  of  paragraph  26,  and  who  has  not 
already  voted  at  the  general  election,  may,  on  production 
of  documentary  proof  that  he  is  on  leave  or  furlough,  cast 
his  vote  elsewhere  before  any  commissioned  officer  desig- 
nated to  take  the  votes  of  Defence  Service  electors  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  a  Naval,  Military,  or  Air  Force  unit, 
when  such  commissioned  officer  is  actually  engaged  in  the 
taking  of  such  votes. 

41.  (1)  No  elector,  whether  Defence  Service  or  civilian, 
is  entitled,  because  of  anything  in  these  Regulations,  to 
vote  more  than  once  at  the  general  election. 

(2)  Paragraphs  42  to  66  and  Forms  Nos.  11,  12  and  13 
do  not  apply  to  the  taking  of  the  votes  of  Defence  Service 
electors. 

Procedure  for  Taking  the  Votes,  at  a  General 
Election,  of  Veterans  of  the  War  1914-1918  and 
the  War  that  Began  on  the  10th  Day  of  September, 
1939,  Who  Are  Receiving  Treatment  or  Domi- 
ciliary Care  in  Certain  Hospitals  or  Institutions. 

42.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  every  person, 
irrespective  of  age,  who 

(a )  is  a  British  subject  by  birth  or  naturalization; 

(b)  has  been  ordinarily  residing  in  Canada  during  the 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding  polling  day; 

(c )  was  a  member  of  the  Naval,  Military,  or  Air  Forces  of 
Canada  in  the  war  1914-1918,  or  in  the  war  that  began 
on  the  tenth  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirtv-nine ; 
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(d )  has  been  discharged  from  such  Forces ;  and 
(e  )  is  receiving  treatment  or  domiciliary  care  in  a  hospital 
or  institution  operated  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  or  is  receiving  treat- 
ment or  domiciliary  care  in  another  hospital  or  insti- 
tution at  the  request  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  Depart- 
ment; 

shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Defence  Service  elector  and  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  general  election  under  the  procedure  set  forth 
in  these  Regulations;  for  the  purpose  of  these  Regulations,  veteran 
the  above  mentioned  persons  shall  be  known  as  Veteran  electors 
electors. 


43.  In  order  to  be  entitled  to  vote  under  the  procedure  Ordinary 
set  forth  in  these  Regulations,  a  Veteran  elector  shall  requirement*

45.  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  44,  every  Veteran  Voting  by

46.  The  only  hospitals  or  institutions  in  which  persons  Limitation,

forth  in  these  Regulations,  are  those  in  which,  on  the  date 
of  the  issue  of  the  writs  ordering  the  general  election,  as 
determined  by  the  said  Department,  a  total  of  twenty- 
five  persons  or  more  are  receiving  such  treatment  or  domi- 
ciliary care. 

47.  Any  person,  as  described  in  paragraph  42,  who  is  Veteran 
receiving  treatment  or  domiciliary  care  in  a  hospital  or  aSe civilian ing 
institution,  at  the  request  or  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of 
Veterans  Affairs,  where  less  than  twenty-five  of  such  persons 

are  receiving  such  treatment  or  care,  on  the  date  of  the  issue 
of  the  writs  ordering  the  general  election,  is  entitled  to  vote 
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at  such  election  as  a  civilian  elector  in  the  polling  division  in 
which  such  hospital  or  institution  is  situated,  as  provided  in

71.  (1)  An  outer  envelope  which  does  not  bear  the 
signatures  of  both  the  Defence  Service  elector  and  the 
commissioned  officer  concerned  (except  in  cases  referred  to 
in  paragraph  37),  or  the  signatures  of  the  Veteran  elector 
and  the  two  deputy  special  returning  officers  concerned,  or 
upon  which  a  sufficient  description  of  the  place  of  ordinary 
residence  of  such  elector  does  not  appear,  shall  be  laid 
aside,  unopened;  the  special  returning  officer  shall  endorse 
upon  each  such  outer  envelope  the  reason  why  it  has  been 
so  laid  aside,  and  such  endorsement  shall  be  initialled  by 
at  least  two  scrutineers;  the  ballot  paper  contained  in 
such  outer  envelope  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  rejected  ballot 
paper. 

(2)  Any  outer  envelope  received  by  a  special  returning 
officer  after  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  day  imme- 
diately following  polling  day,  shall  also  be  laid  aside  un- 
opened; the  special  returning  officer  shall  endorse  upon 
such  envelope  the  reason  why  it  has  been  so  laid  aside,  and 
such  endorsement  shall  be  initialled  by  at  least  two  scruti- 
neers; the  ballot  paper  contained  in  such  outer  envelope 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  rejected  ballot  paper. 
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(3)  The  special  returning  officer  shall  retain  all  unopened  Transmission

72.  Where,  during  the  receiving  and  sorting  of  the  Procedure 
outer  envelopes,  as  prescribed  in  paragraphs  68  to  71,  or  the  g^ni(£efe 
counting  of  the  votes,  as  prescribed  in  paragraphs  73  to  81,  ejector  or 
it  is  ascertained  that  a  Defence  Service  elector  or  a  Veteran  tmvaSet1 
elector  has  voted  on  more  than  one  occasion,  the  outer  more  than 
envelopes  relating  to  such  elector  shall  be  laid  aside  un-  once' 
opened;  the  special  returning  officer  shall  endorse  on  such 
envelopes  the  reason  why  they  have  been  so  laid  aside,  and 
such  endorsement  shall  be  initialled  by  at   least  two 
scrutineers;   the  ballot  papers  contained  in  such  outer 
envelopes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  rejected  ballot  papers.

76.  All  the  special  large  envelopes  containing  outer 
envelopes  sorted  to  a  given  electoral  district  shall  be  opened 
and  their  contents  placed  upon  a  table;  the  scrutineers 
shall  examine  every  outer  envelope  taken  out  of  such 
special  large  envelope  in  order  to  ascertain  that  it  belongs  to 
the  electoral  district  for  which  the  ballot  papers  are  about 
to  be  counted ;  if  it  appears  that  any  outer  envelope  belongs 
to  another  electoral  district,  the  special  returning  officer 
shall  sort  such  outer  envelope  to  its  proper  electoral  district 
and,  if  the  counting  of  the  votes  attributed  to  such  electoral 
district  has  been  completed,  the  special  returning  officer 
shall  keep  such  outer  envelope  in  safe  custody  until  the 
counting  of  the  votes  has  been  completed  in  every  other 
electoral  district;  the  special  returning  officer  shall  then

the  scrutineers  shall  then  count  the  inner  envelopes  found 
in  the  ballot  box  in  order  to  ascertain  that  the  number  of 
such  inner  envelopes  corresponds  with  the  number  of  outer 
envelopes  opened  for  such  electoral  district;  if  the  number 
of  inner  envelopes  does  not  correspond  with  the  number  of 
such  opened  outer  envelopes,  the  scrutineers  shall  make  a 
report  to  that  effect  to  the  special  returning  officer,  stating 
all  particulars,  and  shall  attach  such  report  to  the  official 
statement  of  the  count  referred  to  hereunder;  the  scruti- 
neers shall  then  proceed  to  open  the  inner  envelopes  and 
count  the  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  and  when  this  has 
been  done,  shall  prepare  copies  of  a  statement  of  the  count 
on  Form  No.  8;  one  copy  of  such  statement,  to  be  called 
the  official  statement  of  the  count,  shall  be  forthwith 
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delivered  to  the  special  returning  officer,  and  the  two  scruti- 
neers may  each  retain  a  copy  thereof;  the  ballot  papers 
counted  for  each  candidate  shall  then  be  placed  separately 
in  the  special  envelopes  provided  for  that  purpose;  the 
empty  inner  envelopes  relating  to  such  electoral  district 
shall  then  be  destroyed. 

78.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  79,  a  ballot  Application 
paper  marked  for  a  candidate  shall  be  counted  for  such  °as^otes 
candidate  if  he  has  been  officially  nominated  in  the  electoral 
district  to  which,  in  accordance  with  the  declaration  made 

on  the  back  of  the  outer  envelope,  such  ballot  paper  has 
been  attributed. 

79.  (1)  In  the  counting  of  the  votes,  the  scrutineers  Rejection 
shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  special  returning  officer,  ptpears0t 
reject  all  ballot  papers 

(a)  that  do  not  appear  to  have  been  supplied  by  the 
special  returning  officer  for  the  pending  general  election ; 

(b)  that  have  not  been  marked  with  the  name  of  any 
candidate ; 

(c )  that  have  been  marked  for  more  than  one  candidate 
in  any  electoral  district  except  Halifax,  N.S.  and 
Queens,  P.E.I. ; 

(d )  that  have  been  marked  for  more  than  two  candi- 
dates in  the  electoral  districts  of  Halifax,  N.S.  and 
Queens,  P.E.I. ; 

( e )  that  have  been  marked  with  the  name  of  a  person 
who  has  not  been  officially  nominated  as  a  candidate 
in  the  electoral  district  to  which  the  ballot  paper  has 
been  attributed;  or 

(J)  upon  which  the  Defence  Service  elector  or  the 
Veteran  elector  appears  to  have  intentionally  made  a 
mark  by  which  he  might  afterwards  be  identified. 

(2)  No  ballot  paper  shall  be  rejected  for  uncertainty  Ballot  paper 
as  to  the  candidate  intended  to  be  voted  for,  if  it  is  possible  jottobe^ 
to  ascertain,  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty,  for  which  uncertainty, 
candidate  the  Defence  Service  elector  or  the  Veteran 
elector  intended  to  vote. 

(3)  No  ballot  paper  shall  be  rejected  if,  in  addition  to  Exception 
the  names  and  surname  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice,  jf^jjL 
a  Defence  Service  elector  or  a  Veteran  elector  has  written  letter*  ins 
on  such  ballot  paper  any  of  the  designating  letters  printed 

on  the  list  of  names  and  surnames  of  candidates  prescribed 
in  paragraph  16. 

80.  After  the  counting  of  the  votes  attributed  to  a  Disposition 
given  electoral  district  is  completed,  the  scrutineers  shall  gyg®cted 
place  all  rejected  ballot  papers  in  the  special  envelope  papers 
supplied  for  that  purpose  and,  after  inserting  the  necessary 
details  thereon,  shall  package  such  envelope  with  the 

other  documents,  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  81. 
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Disposition  81.  The  outer  envelopes  from  which  the  ballot  papers 
papere^etc.  nave  keen  taken  out,  the  envelopes  containing  the  ballot 
papers  counted  for  each  candidate,  and  the  envelope  con- 
taining ballot  papers  rejected  during  the  counting  of  the

(d)  the  oaths  of  office  of  deputy  special  returning  officers, 
chief  assistant,  scrutineers,  and  clerical  assistants,  as 
prescribed  in  clause  (c)  of  paragraph  13 ; 

(e)  the  complete  files  of  correspondence,  reports  and 
records  in  the  headquarters  of  the  special  returning 
officer ; 

(f )  the  spoiled  ballot  papers  and  the  declarations  in 
Form  No.  10  received  from  the  commanding  officers 
and  deputy  special  returning  officers,  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  38  and  57; 

(g )  the  record  of  ballot  papers  distributed  to  command- 
ing officers  and  deputy  special  returning  officers  and  the 
record  of  unused  ballot  papers  returned  by  commanding 
officers  and  deputy  special  returning  officers,  pursuant 
to  paragraph  20; 

(h )  the  alphabetical  list  of  the  names  of  Defence  Service 
electors  prepared  pursuant  to  paragraph  11;  and 
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(i)  the  records  of  the  names,  surnames,  and  places  of 
ordinary  residences  of  Veteran  electors,  completed  by 
each  pair  of  deputy  special  returning  officers,  pursuant 
to  paragraph  52. 

83.  Immediately  after  the  counting  of  the  votes  has  been  Result  of  the 
completed  for  every  electoral  district,  but  not  later  than  the  JhTvote3°f 
Saturday  next  following  polling  day,  the  special  returning  tobe 
officer  shall  inform  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  by  telegraph,  cated  to 

or  otherwise,  of  the  number  of  votes  counted  in  his  head-  Eujctora 
quarters  for  each  candidate  in  every  electoral  district  in  officer 
Canada;  the  special  returning  officer  shall  at  the  same 
time  inform  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  of  the  total  number 
of  votes  counted  for  each  electoral  district. 

84.  Upon  receipt  of  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  by  De-  Disposition 
fence  Service  electors  and  Veteran  electors  from  every  special  ^/chlef 
returning  officer,  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  83,  the  Chief  Electoral 
Electoral  Officer  shall  compute  the  total  number  of  votes  0fficer- 
counted  for  each  candidate  officially  nominated  in  every 
electoral  district,  and  forthwith  communicate  by  telegraph 

or  otherwise  such  result  to  the  appropriate  returning  officer. 

Offences  and  Penalties. 

85.  Any  Defence  Service  elector  or  Veteran  elector  who  Liability 

(a)  attempts  to  obtain  or  communicate  any  information  s^rvicence 
as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any  ballot  paper  has  been  elector 
marked  by  a  Defence  Service  elector  or  a  Veteran  eiectoreran 
elector; 

(b )  prevents  or  endeavours  to  prevent  any  Defence  Ser- 
vice elector  or  Veteran  elector  from  voting  at  a  general 
election ; 

(c)  knowingly  applies  for  a  ballot  paper  to  which  he  is 
not  entitled; 

(d )  makes  any  untrue  statement  in  the  declaration  in 
Form  No.  7  signed  by  him  before  a  commissioned 
officer  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Veteran  elector  in  Form  No. 
12  signed  by  him  before  two  deputy  special  returning 
officers;  or 

(e)  makes  any  untrue  declaration  in  the  statement  of 
ordinary  residence  completed  pursuant  to  paragraph  23 ; 

is  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  Regulations  punishable 
as  in  these  Regulations  provided. 

86.  Every  person  is  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  Penalty  for 
Regulations  punishable  as  in  these  Regulations  provided,  Sc!?o?at1011, 
who,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  himself,  or  by  any  other  $^f™ 
person,  makes  use,  or  threatens  to  make  use,  of  any  force,  eiecTofor 
violence  or  restraint,  or  inflicts,  or  threatens  the  infliction,  Veteran 
by  himself  or  by  or  through  any  other  person,  of  any 
temporal  or  spiritual  injury,  damage,  harm  or  loss,  or 
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in  any  manner  practises  intimidation  upon  or  against 
any  Defence  Service  elector  or  Veteran  elector,  in  order  to 
induce  or  compel  such  elector  to  vote  for  any  candidate  or 
to  refrain  from  voting  or  on  account  of  such  elector  having 
voted  for  any  candidate  or  refrained  from  voting  at  the 
general  election  or  who,  by  abduction,  duress,  or  any  false 
or  fraudulent  pretence,  device  or  contrivance,  impedes, 
prevents  or  otherwise  interferes  with  the  free  exercise  of  the 
franchise  of  any  such  elector,  or  thereby  compels  or  induces 
or  prevails  upon  any  such  elector  either  to  vote  for  any 
candidate  or  to  refrain  from  voting  at  the  general  election. 

Procedure.  87.  (1)  Any  offence  against  these  Regulations  may  be 
prosecuted  alternatively  on  indictment  or  by  way  of  sum- 
mary conviction. 

Penalty  for  (2)  Any  person  who  is  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these 
offence.  Regulations  is  liable  on  indictment  or  on  summary  con- 
viction to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and 
costs  of  prosecution  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  or  to 
both  such  fine  and  costs  and  such  imprisonment,  and  if  the 
fine  and  costs  imposed  are  not  paid  forthwith,  in  case  only 
a  fine  and  costs  are  imposed,  or  are  not  paid  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  imprisonment  imposed,  in  case 
imprisonment,  as  well  as  fine  and  costs,  is  imposed,  to  im- 
prisonment with  or  without  hard  labour  for  such  term  or 
such  further  term,  as  such  fine  and  costs  or  either  of  them 
remain  unpaid,  not  exceeding  three  months. 


Supplemental  Provisions. 

Procedure  88.  In  the  case  of  the  withdrawal  of  a  candidate  during 
draTOdof  tne  period  between  nomination  day  and  three  days  before 
candidate.  polling  day,  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  shall,  by  the  most 
expeditious  means,  notify  every  special  returning  officer  of 
such  withdrawal;  the  special  returning  officer  shall  forth- 
with so  notify  every  commanding  officer  stationed  in  his 
voting  territory,  and  every  deputy  special  returning  officer 
who  has  been  appointed  to  take  the  votes  of  Veteran 
electors  in  such  voting  territory;  the  commanding  officer 
shall,  as  much  as  possible,  notify  every  commissioned  officer 
designated  by  him  to  take  the  votes  of  Defence  Service 
electors  of  such  withdrawal,  and  such  commissioned  officer 
or  the  deputy  special  returning  officers  shall  inform  the 
Defence  Service  electors  or  Veteran  electors  concerned  as  to 
the  name  of  the  candidate  who  has  withdrawn,  when  such 
electors  are  applying  to  vote;  any  votes  cast  by  Defence 
Service  electors  or  Veteran  electors  for  a  candidate  who  has 
withdrawn  shall  be  null  and  void. 
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89.  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  a  candidate  between  Procedure 
nomination  day  and  polling  day,  and  the  subsequent  post-  c^nd!dlte°f 
ponement  of  the  election  in  the  electoral  district  in  which 

such  candidate  was  officially  nominated,  the  outer  envelopes 
containing  the  ballot  papers  cast  by  Defence  Service  electors 
and  Veteran  electors  to  be  sorted  or  sorted  to  such  electoral 
district  shall  remain  unopened,  and  the  ballot  papers  con- 
tained in  such  envelopes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  rejected 
ballot  papers;  all  such  unopened  outer  envelopes  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer  with  the  other 
documents  mentioned  in  paragraph  82. 

90.  The  validity  of  the  election  of  a  member  to  serve  in  validity  of 
the  House  of  Commons  shall  not  be  questioned  on  the  ground  aJectedby 
of  any  omission  or  irregularity  in  connection  with  the  ad-  non- 
ministration  of  these  Regulations,  if  it  appears  that  such  comPhance- 
omission  or  irregularity  did  not  affect  the  result  of  the 
election,  nor  on  the  ground  that,  for  any  reason,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  secure  the  vote  of  any  Defence  Service  elector 

or  Veteran  elector  under  the  procedure  set  forth  in  the  said 
Regulations. 

91.  Sections  fifty-four  and  fifty-five  of  The  Dominion  Elec-  Recounting 
Hons  Act,  1938,  relating  to  a  recount  by  a  judge  shall  apply,  h?  a  judse- 
mutatis  mutandis,  to  all  ballot  papers  counted  and  rejected 

after  being  cast  by  Defence  Service  electors  and  Veteran 
electors  under  the  procedure  set  forth  in  these  Regulations, 
which  have  been  transmitted  by  the  special  returning  officers 
to  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  pursuant  to  paragraph  82. 

92.  Sections  fifty-nine  and  eighty-eight  of  The  Dominion  Custody, 
Elections  Act,  1938,  relating  to  the  custody,  inspection,  J35*jB  °0rf 
and  production  of  election  documents,  shall  apply,  mutatis  documents. 
mutandis,  to  such  documents  received  by  the  Chief  Electoral 

Officer  from  the  special  returning  officers,  pursuant  to 
paragraph  82. 

93.  All  accounts  for  services  and  expenses  incurred  in  Taxation  and 
connection  with  the  administration  of  these  Regulations,  ^™^3tof 
shall  be  taxed  by  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  and  paid  by  accoun  3 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  out  of  any  unappropriated 
moneys  forming  part  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 
Canada.

[Assented  to  30th  June,  194-8.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

Short  Title. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Income  Tax  Act  short  title 

PART  I— Income  Tax. 
Division  A — Liability  for  Tax. 

2.  (1)  An  income  tax  shall  be  paid  as  hereinafter  required  Residents, 
upon  the  taxable  income  for  each  taxation  year  of  every 
person  resident  in  Canada  at  any  time  in  the  year.

General  Rules. 

3.  The  income  of  a  taxpayer  for  a  taxation  year  for  the

( b )  all  amounts  received  by  him  in  the  year  as  an  allow- 
ance for  personal  or  living  expenses  or  as  an  allowance

(a)  the  dividends  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  out 
of  income  of  the  subsidiary  for  the  year  immediately 
preceding  the  year  in  which  the  dividends  were  declared ; 
and 

(b )  the  tax  paid  on  the  income  from  which  the  dividends 
are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  a  year  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  an  amount  equal  to  that  proportion  of  the  divi- 
dends that  the  income  tax  paid  by  the  subsidiary  to 
that  government  for  the  year  is  of  its  income  for  that 
year. 
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idem.  (2)  A  corporation  may  deduct  from  the  tax  otherwise  pay- 

able under  this  Part  for  a  taxation  year  during  which  it  was 
resident  in  Canada  that  proportion  of  the  dividends  received 
by  it  in  the  year  from  a  subsidiary  wholly-owned  non-resi- 
dent holding  corporation  that  the  income  tax  paid  by  the 
holding  corporation's  non-resident  subsidiary  controlled  cor- 
porations to  countries  other  than  Canada  on  income  for  the 
year  preceding  the  taxation  year  is  of  the  aggregate  of  the 
incomes  of  the  said  subsidiary  controlled  corporations  for 
the  said  preceding  year. 

(3)  In  this  section  "non-resident  holding  corporation" 
means  a  non-resident  corporation  that,  in  the  taxation  year 
in  respect  of  which  the  expression  is  used,  derives  more  than 
75%  of  its  income  from  dividends  from  non-resident  sub- 
sidiary controlled  corporations. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  this  section  and  section  38,  no 
more  shall  be  deducted  under  those  sections  in  respect  of

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39.  (1)  Where  a  taxpayer's  chief  source  of  income  has  Areragii«fof 
been  farming  or  fishing  during  a  taxation  year  (in  this  section  HhSm^. 
referred  to  as  the  "year  of  averaging")  and  the  four  im- 
mediately preceding  years  (in  this  section  referred  to  as  the 
"preceding  years")  and  the  taxpayer  has  filed  returns  of 
income  for  the  preceding  years  as  required  by  this  Part,  if 
the  taxpayer,  before  the  day  on  or  before  which  he  was 
required  to  file  his  return  of  income  for  the  year  of  averag- 
ing, files  with  the  Minister  an  election  in  prescribed  form, 
the  tax  payable  under  this  Part  for  the  year  of  averaging  is 
an  amount  determined  by  the  following  rules  : 

(a)  ascertain  the  amount,  if  any,  remaining  after  deduct-

(c )  determine  the  amount  (in  this  section  referred  to  as 
the  "average  net  income")  for  each  year  in  the  averag- 
ing period  equal  to  the  average  gross  income  minus 
the  deductions  permitted  for  that  year  by  section  25; 

(d)  determine  the  amount  (in  this  section  referred  to  as

(c)  in  the  case  of  any  other  person,  on  or  before  April  30, 
in  the  next  year,  by  that  person  or,  if  he  is  unable  for 
any  reason  to  file  the  return,  by  his  guardian,  curator, 
tutor,  committee  or  other  legal  representative,  or 

(d)  in  a  case  where  no  person  described  by  paragraph 
(a  )f  ( b )  or  (c )  has  filed  the  return,  by  such  person  as 
is  required  by  notice  in  writing  from  the  Minister  to 
file  the  return,  within  such  reasonable  time  as  the  notice 
specifies. 

(2)  Every  person,  whether  or  not  he  is  liable  to  pay  tax 
under  this  Part  for  a  taxation  year  and  whether  or  not  he 
has  filed  a  return  under  subsection  (1),  shall,  upon  receipt  at 
any  time  of  a  demand  therefor  in  writing  from  the  Minister 
or  any  person  thereunto  authorized  by  the  Minister,  file 
forthwith  with  the  Minister  a  return  of  his  income  for  the 
year  in  prescribed  form  and  containing  prescribed  in- 
formation. 

(3)  Every  trustee  in  bankruptcy,  assignee,  liquidator, 
curator,  receiver,  trustee  or  committee  and  every  agent  or 
other  person  administering,  managing,  winding-up,  con-

(4)  Where  a  partner  or  an  individual  who  is  a  proprietor 
of  a  business  died  after  the  close  of  a  fiscal  period  but 
before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  fiscal  period 
closed,  a  separate  return  of  the  taxpayer's  income  from  the 
business  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  period  to  the  time  of 
death  shall  be  filed  and  the  tax  under  this  Part  shall  be 
paid  thereon  as  if  that  income  were  the  income  of  another 
person. 
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Estimate  of  Tax. 

41.  Every  person  required  by  section  40  to  file  a  return  Estimates 
of  income  shall  in  the  return  estimate  the  amount  of  tax 
payable. 


Assessment.

(4)  The  Minister  may  at  any  time  assess  tax,  interest  or  idem 
penalties  and  may 

(a)  at  any  time,  if  the  taxpayer  or  person  filing  the 
return  has  made  any  misrepresentation  or  committed 
any  fraud  in  filing  the  return  or  supplying  information 
under  this  Act,  and 

(b)  within  6  years  from  the  day  of  an  original  assess- 
ment in  any  other  case, 

re-assess  or  make  additional  assessments. 

(5)  The  Minister  is  not  bound  by  a  return  or  information  idem, 
supplied  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  taxpayer  and,  in  making  an 
assessment,  may,  notwithstanding  a  return  or  information 

so  supplied  or  if  no  return  has  been  filed,  assess  the  tax 
payable  under  this  Part. 

(6)  An  assessment  shall,  subject  to  being  varied  or  idem 
vacated  on  an  objection  or  appeal  under  this  Part  and 
subject  to  a  re-assessment,  be  deemed  to  be  valid  and 
binding  notwithstanding  any  error,  defect  or  omission 
therein  or  in  any  proceeding  under  this  Act  relating  thereto.

(2)  Instead  of  making  a  refund  that  might  otherwise  be 
made  under  this  section,  the  Minister  may,  where  the 
taxpayer  is  liable  or  about  to  become  liable  to  make  an- 
other payment  under  this  Act,  apply  the  amount  of  the 
overpayment  to  that  other  liability  and  notify  the  taxpayer 
of  that  action. 

(3)  Where  an  amount  in  respect  of  an  overpayment  is 
refunded  or  applied  on  other  liability  under  this  section, 
interest  shall  be  paid  or  applied  for  the  period  commencing 

( a )  on  the  day  when  the  overpayment  arose, 

(b)  on  the  day  on  or  before  which  the  return  of  the 
income  in  respect  of  which  the  tax  was  paid  was  required 
to  be  filed,  or 

(c)  on  the  day  that  the  return  of  income  was  actually 
filed, 

whichever  was  later,  and  ending  with  the  day  of  refunding  or 
application  aforesaid  at  the  rate  of 

(i)  2%  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  the  overpayment 

or  on  $5,000,  whichever  is  lesser,  and 
(u)  %%  per  annum  on  any  part  of  the  overpayment 
in  excess  of  $5,000, 
unless  the  amount  of  the  interest  so  calculated  is  less  than 
$1,  in  which  event  no  interest  is  payable  under  this  sub- 
section. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  "overpayment"  means 
the  aggregate  of  all  amounts  paid  on  account  of  tax  minus 
all  amounts  payable  under  this  Act  or  an  amount  so  paid 
where  no  amount  is  so  payable. 


Objections  to  Assessment. 

53.  (1)  A  taxpayer  who  objects  to  an  assessment  under 
this  Part  may,  within  60  days  from  the  day  of  mailing  of 
the  notice  of  assessment,  serve  on  the  Minister  a  notice  of 
objection  in  duplicate  in  prescribed  form  setting  out  the 
reasons  for  the  objection  and  all  relevant  facts. 

(2)  A  notice  of  objection  under  this  section  shall  be 
served  by  being  sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  Deputy 
Minister  of  National  Revenue  for  Taxation  at  Ottawa. 
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(3)  Upon  receipt  of  the  notice  of  objection,  the  Minister  Reconsider- 
shall  with  all  due  despatch  reconsider  the  assessment  and  fttlon' 
vacate,  confirm  or  vary  the  assessment  or  re-assess  and  he 
shall  thereupon  notify  the  taxpayer  of  his  action  by  regis- 
tered mail. 


Appeals  to  Income  Tax  Appeal  Board. 

54.  (1)  Where  a  taxpayer  has  served  notice  of  objection  Appeal, 
to  an  assessment  under  section  53,  he  may  appeal  to 
the  Income  Tax  Appeal  Board  constituted  by  Division  I 
to  have  the  assessment  vacated  or  varied  after  either

assessed, or 

(b  J  180  days  have  elapsed  after  service  of  the  notice  of 
objection  and  the  Minister  has  not  notified  the  taxpayer 
that  he  has  vacated  or  confirmed  the  assessment  or 
re-assessed ; 

but  no  appeal  under  this  section  may  be  instituted  after  the 
expiration  of  90  days  from  the  day  notice  has  been  mailed 
to  the  taxpayer  under  section  53  that  the  Minister  has 
confirmed  the  assessment  or  re-assessed. 

(2)  Notice  of  appeal  under  this  section  shall  be  served  Division  i. 
and  all  other  matters  in  connection  with  an  appeal  under 
this  section  shall  be  regulated  by  Division  I. 


Appeals  to  the  Exchequer  Court. 

55.  (1)  The  Minister  or  the  taxpayer  may,  within  120  Appeal, 
days  from  the  day  on  which  the  Registrar  of  the  Income 
Tax  Appeal  Board  mails  the  decision  on  an  appeal  under 
section  54  to  the  Minister  and  the  taxpayer,  appeal  to  the 
Exchequer  Court  of  Canada.

Division  H — Exceptional  Cases  and  Special  Rules

(a)  substantially  all  of  the  property  of  the  various  trusts 
has  been  received  from  one  person,  and 

(b )  the  various  trusts  are  conditioned  so  that  the  income 
thereof  accrues  or  will  ultimately  accrue  to  the  same 
beneficiary,  or  group  or  class  of  beneficiaries, 

such  of  the  trustees  as  the  Minister  may  designate  shall,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act,  be  deemed  to  be  in  respect  of  all 
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the  trusts  an  individual  whose  property  s  the  property  of 
all  the  trusts  and  whose  income  is  the  income  of  all  the 
trusts. 

(3)  No  deduction  may  be  made  under  section  25  from  the 
income  of  a  trust  or  estate. 

(4)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Part,  there  may  be  deducted 
in  computing  the  income  of  a  trust  or  estate  for  a  taxation 
year  such  part  of  the  amount  that  would  otherwise  be  its 
income  for  the  year  as  was  payable  in  the  year  to  a  bene- 
ficiary or  other  person  beneficially  interested  therein  or  was 
included  in  the  income  of  a  beneficiary  for  the  year  by 
virtue  of  subsection  (2)  of  section  60. 

(5)  Such  part  of  the  amount  that  would  otherwise  be  the 
income  of  a  trust  or  estate  for  a  taxation  year  as  was  payable 
in  the  taxation  year  to  a  beneficiary  or  other  person  bene- 
ficially interested  therein,  shall  be  included  in  computing 
the  income  of  the  person  to  whom  it  so  became  payable 
whether  or  not  it  was  paid  to  him  in  that  year  and  shall  not 
be  included  in  computing  his  income  for  a  subsequent  year 
in  which  it  was  paid. 

(6)  For  the  purposes  of  subsections  (4)  and  (5),  an  amount 
shall  not  be  considered  to  have  been  payable  in  a  taxation 
year  unless  it  was  paid  in  that  year  to  the  person  to  whom  it 
was  payable  or  he  was  entitled  in  that  year  to  enforce 
payment  thereof. 

59.  (1)  In  computing  the  income  of  a  taxpayer  for  the 
taxation  year  in  which  he  died,  an  amount  of  interest,  rent, 
royalty,  annuity,  remuneration  from  an  office  or  employ- 
ment, or  other  amount  payable  periodically,  that  was  not 
paid  before  his  death,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  accrued  in 
equal  daily  amounts  in  the  period  for  or  in  respect  of  which 
the  amount  was  payable  and  the  value  of  the  portion  thereof 
so  deemed  to  have  accrued  to  the  day  of  death  shall  be 
included  in  computing  the  taxpayer's  income  for  the  year 
in  which  he  died. 

(2)  Where  a  taxpayer  who  has  died  had  at  the  time  of 
his  death  rights  or  things  (other  than  an  amount  included  in 
computing  his  income  by  virtue  of  subsection  (1)),  the 
amount  whereof  when  realized  or  disposed  of  would  have 
been  included  in  computing  his  income,  the  value  thereof 
at  the  time  of  death  shall  be  included  in  computing  the 
taxpayer's  income  for  the  taxation  year  in  which  he  died, 
unless  his  legal  representative  has,  before  the  tax  for  the 
year  of  death  has  been  assessed,  elected  that  one  of  the 
following  rules  be  applicable  thereto : 

(a)  one-fifth  of  the  value  shall  be  included  in  computing 
the  taxpayer's  income  for  each  of  his  last  5  taxation 
years  including  the  year  of  death  but  the  resulting 
addition  in  the  amount  of  tax  payable  for  any  year 
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other  than  the  year  in  which  he  died  is  payable  30  days 
from  the  day  of  mailing  of  the  notice  of  assessment 
for  the  year  in  which  he  died ;  or 
(b )  a  separate  return  of  the  value  shall  be  filed  and  tax 
thereon  shall  be  paid  under  this  Part  for  the  taxation 
year  in  which  the  taxpayer  died  as  if  he  had  been 
another  person  entitled  to  the  deductions  to  which  he 
was  entitled  under  section  25  for  that  year, 
in  which  event,  the  rule  so  elected  is  applicable. 

60.  (1)  The  value  of  all  benefits  (other  than  a  distribu-  Benefits 
tion  or  payment  of  capital)  to  a  taxpayer  during  a  taxation  "Sntmctretc 
year  from  or  under  a  trust,  estate,  contract,  arrangement  or 
power  of  appointment,  irrespective  of  when  made  or  created, 
shall,  subject  to  subsection  (2),  be  included  in  computing  his 
income  for  the  year. 

(2)  Such  part  of  an  amount  paid  by  a  trust  or  estate  for  upkeep,  etc 
the  upkeep,  maintenance  or  taxes  of  or  in  respect  of  property 
that,  under  the  terms  of  the  trust  or  will,  is  required  to  be 
maintained  for  the  use  of  a  tenant  for  life  or  a  beneficiary 
as  is  reasonable  in  the  circumstances  shall  be  included  in 
computing  the  income  of  the  tenant  for  life  or  other  bene- 
ficiary for  the  taxation  year  for  which  it  was  paid.

corporation  from  all  its  shareholders.

Dividends  (6)  Where  dividends  have,  in  a  taxation  year,  actually 
declared.  keen  paj^  j^y  a  personal  corporation  or  a  corporation  that 
had  previously  been  a  personal  corporation,  they  shall  only 
be  included  in  computing  the  incomes  of  the  shareholders 
by  whom  they  were  received  for  the  taxation  year  to  the 
extent  that  the  aggregate  of  the  dividends  paid  in  that  year 
exceeds 

(a)  the  aggregate  of  the  amounts  deemed,  under  this 
section,  to  have  been  distributed  by  it  to  its  share- 
holders while  it  was  a  personal  corporation, 

minus 

( b )  the  aggregate  of  dividends  actually  paid  by  the  cor- 
poration previous  to  that  time  and  not  included,  by 
virtue  of  this  section,  in  computing  the  incomes  of  the 
shareholders  by  whom  they  were  received, 

and  where  that  excess  is  less  than  the  aggregate  of  the 
dividends  so  paid,  the  amount  that  shall  be  so  included 
in  computing  a  particular  shareholder's  income  for  the  year 
is  the  proportion  of  the  excess  that  his  dividend  is  of  the 
aggregate  of  the  dividends  so  paid. 
Returns.  (7)  The  shareholder  by  whom  a  personal  corporation  is 

controlled  shall  file  with  the  return  of  his  income  for  each 
taxation  year  a  statement  of  the  assets,  liabilities  and 
income  of  the  personal  corporation  for  the  year  and  if  he 
fails  to  file  such  a  statement  for  a  year  there  may  be  in- 
cluded in  his  income  for  that  year  double  the  amount  of 
the  part  of  the  income  of  the  corporation  for  the  year 
that  under  this  section  is  deemed  to  have  been  received  by 
him. 

Definition  (8)  In  this  Act,  a  "personal  corporation"  means  a  cor- 
poration that,  during  the  whole  of  the  taxation  year  in 
respect  of  which  the  expression  is  being  applied, 

(a)  was  controlled,  whether  through  holding  a  majority 
of  the  shares  of  the  corporation  or  in  any  other  manner 
whatsoever,  by  an  individual  resident  in  Canada,  by 
such  an  individual  and  one  or  more  members  of  his 
family  who  were  resident  in  Canada  or  by  any  other 
person  on  his  or  their  behalf, 

(b )  derived  at  least  one-quarter  of  its  income  from 

(i)  ownership  of  or  trading  or  dealing  in  bonds, 
shares,  debentures,  mortgages,  hypothecs,  bills, 
notes  or  other  similar  property  or  an  interest 
therein, 

(ii)  lending  money  with  or  without  securities, 

(hi)  rents,  hire  of  chattels,  charterparty  fees  or 
remunerations,  annuities,  royalties,  interest  or 
dividends,  or 
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(iv)  estates  or  trusts,  and 
(c)  did  not  carry  on  an  active  financial,  commercial 
or  industrial  business. 

(9)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (a)  oi  subsection  (8),  idem, 
the  members  of  an  individual's  family  are  his  spouse,  sons 
and  daughters  whether  or  not  they  live  together. 


Investment  Companies. 

62.  (1)  No  tax  is  payable  under  this  Part  on  the  taxable  Exemption, 
income  of  a  corporation  for  a  taxation  year  in  which  it  was 
an  investment  company. 

(2)  In  this  Act,  "an  investment  company' '  means  a  cor-  Definition, 
poration  that,  during  the  whole  of  the  taxation  year  in 
respect  of  which  the  expression  is  being  applied,  complied 
with  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  at  least  80%  of  its  property  was,  throughout  the 
year,  shares,  bonds,  marketable  securities  or  cash, 

(b )  not  less  than  95%  of  its  income  for  the  year  was 
derived  from  investments  mentioned  in  paragraph  (a), 

(c)  not  more  than  10%  of  its  property  was,  throughout 
the  year,  shares,  bonds  or  securities  of  any  one 
corporation  or  debtor  other  than  His  Majesty  in  right 
of  Canada  or  of  a  province  or  a  Canadian  municipality. 

( d )  its  shares  were,  throughout  the  year,  held  by  at  least 
50  or  more  persons  of  whom  none  held  more  than  25%, 
and 

(e)  at  least  85%  of  its  taxable  income  plus  exempt 
income  for  the  year  (other  than  dividends  or  interest 
received  in  the  form  of  shares,  bonds  or  other  securities 
that  have  not  been  sold  before  the  end  of  the  taxation 
year)  minus  taxes  paid  to  other  governments  was  dis- 
tributed to  the  shareholders  before  the  expiration  of 
120  days  after  the  end  of  the  year. 


Non-Resident-Owned  Investment  Corporations. 

63.  (1)  In  computing  the  taxable  income  of  a  non-  Special n  ie& 
resident-owned  investment  corporation  for  a  taxation  year,  r«mcoire- 
notwithstanding  Division  C,  no  deduction  may  be  made 
from  its  income  for  the  year,  except

Special  tax  (2)  The  tax  payable  under  this  Part  by  a  corporation  for 
a  taxation  year  when  it  was  a  non-resident-owned  invest- 
ment corporation  is  an  amount  equal  to  15%  of  its  taxable 
income  for  the  year. 

No  deduction  (3)  No  deduction  from  the  tax  payable  under  this  Part 
ta*jsreign     by  a  non-resident-owned  investment  corporation  may  be 

made  in  respect  of  tax  paid  to  the  government  of  a  country 

other  than  Canada. 

DeHnition.  (4)  In  this  Act,  a  "non-resident-owned  investment  cor- 
poration' '  means  a  corporation  incorporated  in  Canada 
that  during  the  whole  of  the  taxation  year  in  respect  of 
which  the  expression  is  being  applied  complied  with  the 
following  conditions:

(iii)  owned  by  a  corporation,  whether  incorporated 
in  Canada  or  elsewhere,  at  least  95%  of  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  issued  shares  of  which  and 
all  of  the  bonds,  debentures  and  other  funded 
indebtedness  of  which  were  beneficially  owned  by 
non-resident  persons  or  owned  by  trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  non-resident  persons  or  their  unborn 
issue  or  by  several  such  corporations: 

(b )  its  income  was  derived  from 

(i)  ownership  of  or  trading  or  dealing  in  bonds, 
shares,  debentures,  mortgages,  hypothecs,  bills, 
notes  or  other  similar  property  or  any  interest 
therein, 

(ii)  lending  money  with  or  without  security, 

(iii)  rents,  hire  of  chattels,  charterparty  fees  or 
remunerations,  annuities,  royalties,  nterest  or 
dividends,  or 

(iv)  estates  or  trusts ; 

(c )  its  principal  business  was  not  the  making  of  loans  of 
$500  or  less; 
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(d)  it  has,  within  90  days  from  the  commencement  of 
the  taxation  year,  elected  in  a  prescribed  manner  to  be 
taxed  under  this  section;  and 

(e )  it  has  not,  before  the  taxation  year,  revoked  in  a 
prescribed  manner  the  elections  so  made  by  it. 


Foreign  Business  Corporations. 

64.  (1)  No  tax  is  payable  under  this  Part  upon  the  Exemptions, 
taxable  income  of  a  corporation  for  a  taxation  year  when  it 
was  a  foreign  business  corporation. 

(2)  In  this  Part,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  Definition, 
a  "foreign  business  corporation"  is  a  corporation  that 
during  the  whole  of  the  taxation  year  in  respect  of  which 

the  expression  is  being  applied 

(a)  was  not  a  personal  corporation, 

(b)  has  filed  a  return  for  the  year  in  prescribed  form 
and  has  paid  an  annual  fee  of  $100  within  120  days 
from  the  end  of  the  year,  and

(b)  that  the  aggregate  of  the  amounts  paid  by  the 
taxpayer  into  or  under  the  fund  or  plan  during  the 
period  when  its  income  was  exempt  by  reason  of  such 
election  together  with  simple  interest  on  each  amount 
so  paid  from  the  end  of  the  year  of  payment  thereof  to 
the  commencement  of  the  superannuation  allowance  or 
pension  at  3%  per  annum  is  of  the  aggregate  of  all 
amounts  paid  by  him  into  or  under  the  fund  or  plan 
together  with  simple  interest  as  aforesaid  on  each 
amount  so  paid,

(a)  the  aggregate  of  the  amounts  that  would  have  been 
so  received  if  the  contracts  had  continued  in  force  as 
they  were  immediately  before  June  25,  1940  without 
the  exercise  of  any  option  or  contractual  right  to 
enlarge  the  annuity  by  the  payment  of  additional 
sums  or  premiums  unless  such  additional  sums  or 
premiums  had  been  paid  before  that  day,  or 

(b  )  $5,000.00. 

(2)  In  determining  the  amount  that  shall  be  included  m  Annuities 
computing  the  income  of  a  taxpayer  in  respect  of  payments  before  1940- 
received  by  him  in  a  taxation  year  under  annuity  contracts 
entered  into  after  May  25,  1932  and  before  June  25,  1940 

with  the  Government  of  Canada  or  annuity  contracts  like 
those  issued  under  the  Government  Annuities  Act  entered 
into  during  that  period  with  the  Government  of  a  province 
or  a  corporation  incorporated  or  licensed  to  do  annuity

(a)  if  the  amount  deductible  under  subsection  (1)  is 
$1,200.00  or  more,  he  cannot  make  a  deduction  under 
subsection  (2),  and 

(b )  if  the  amount  deductible  under  subsection  (1)  is  less 
than  $1,200.00,  he  can  make  one  deduction  computed 
as  though  subsection  (2)  applied  to  all  contracts 
entered  into  before  June  25,  1940.

Authors. 

72.  Where  the  author  or  joint  author  of  a  literary, 
dramatic,  musical  or  artistic  work,  having  been  engaged 
for  a  period  of  more  than  12  months  in  the  production 
thereof,  assigns  the  copyright  therein  wholly  or  partially 
and  receives  within  12  months  of  the  assignment,  in  con- 
sideration or  part  consideration  therefor,  an  amount  that 
but  for  this  section  would  be  included  in  computing  his 
income  for  the  taxation  year  in  which  it  was  received,  if  he 
files  with  the  Minister  an  election  in  prescribed  form  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  by  this  Act  for  filing  a 
return  of  his  income  for  that  year,  the  following  rules  are 
applicable : 

(a )  if  the  period  in  which  he  was  engaged  on  the  produc- 
tion of  the  work  did  not  exceed  2  years, 

(i)  one-half  only  of  the  amount  shall  be  included  in 
computing  his  income  for  the  year  in  which  it  was 
received,  and 

(ii)  one-half  of  the  amount  shall  be  included  in 
computing  his  income  for  the  year  immediately 
preceding  that  year,  and 

(b  )  if  the  period  in  which  he  was  engaged  in  the  production 
of  the  work  exceeded  2  years, 

(i)  one-third  only  of  the  amount  shall  be  included  in 
computing  his  income  for  the  year  in  which  it  was 
received,  and 

(ii)  one- third  of  the  amount  shall  be  included  when 
computing  his  income  for  each  of  the  2  years 
immediately  preceding  that  year. 

Oil  and  Gas  Wells,  Mining  Companies,  Etc. 

73.  (1)  Where  an  oil  or  gas  well  is  operated  under  an 
arrangement  whereby  a  person  other  than  the  operator  has 
an  interest  in  the  products  thereof  or  in  the  proceeds  of

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(a)  the  trustee  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and 
without  affecting  his  liability  for  his  own  income  tax, 
be  deemed  to  be  a  corporation  the  income  of  which  is 
the  proceeds  or  income  so  received  or  held, 

(b )  all  the  interest  in  the  well  shall,  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  virtue  of 
this  section,  be  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the  trustee, 

( c )  taxes  or  other  amounts  payable  by  him  by  virtue  of 
this  section  may  be  paid  out  of  the  aforesaid  proceeds 
or  income  before  distribution  to  the  persons  interested 
therein,  and 

(d )  an  amount  paid  in  the  course  of  distribution  of  the 
proceeds  or  income  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  dividend 
paid  by  a  corporation  to  a  e  areholder  as  income  from 
a  share. 

(2)  This  section  does  not  apply  to  an  interest  in  the  3year8 
products  or  in  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  products  of  exemption, 
an  oil  or  gas  well  which  the  owner  of  mineral  rights  in  the 

land  on  which  the  well  is  situated  may  have  by  reason  of 
his  having  leased,  sold  or  agreed  to  sell  the  mineral  rights 
to  the  trustee  or  other  operator  or  to  a  person  from  whom 
the  trustee  or  other  operator  acquired  them. 

(3)  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (2)  of  section  11,  the 
trustee  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  operating  the  well.

(b)  an  industrial  mineral  mine  certified  by  the  Minister 
of  Mines  and  Resources  to  have  been  operating  on 
mineral  deposits  (other  than  bedded  deposits  such  as 
building  stone), 

that  came  into  production  of  ore  during  the  calendar  years 
1946  to  1949,  inclusive,  income  derived  from  the  operation 
of  the  mine  during  the  period  of  36  months  commencing 
with  the  day  on  which  the  mine  came  into  production  (other 
than  any  portion  thereof  in  the  year  1946)  shall,  subject  to 
prescribed  conditions,  not  be  included  in  computing  the 
income  of  the  corporation.

Consolidated  Returns.

as  itself  (including  a  corporation  that  came  within  that  class 
after  the  election  was  filed)  for  the  first  complete  taxation 
year  commencing  after  the  election  and  for  every  taxation 
year  thereafter  until  the  end  of  the  taxation  year  in  which 
it  was  revoked  in  prescribed  manner. 

(3)  Where  a  corporation  has  revoked  an  election  made 
under  this  section,  it  may  not  make  a  further  election  under 
this  section  during  the  5-year  period  commencing  on  the  day 
the  revocation  is  filed. 

(4)  Where  a  corporation  has  elected  under  this  section, 
it  and  the  subsidiary  corporations  affected  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  Act,  be  deemed,  in  respect  of  every  taxation 
year  for  which  the  election  is  effective,  to  be  one  corporation 
that  owned  all  the  property  of  all  the  corporations  and  the 
taxable  income  of  which,  for  a  taxation  year,  is  the  consoli- 
dated taxable  income  for  the  year  of  all  the  corporations 
affected  calculated  in  accordance  with  subsection  (6). 

(5)  A  corporation  that  has  elected  under  this  section 
shall  file  a  return  in  prescribed  form  and  containing  pre- 
scribed information  of  the  consolidated  taxable  income  for 
each  taxation  year  for  which  the  election  is  effective  within 
6  months  from  the  end  of  the  year;  and  a  return  filed  under 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  return  required  by 
section  40. 

(6)  Where  an  election  under  this  section  is  effective  for  a 
taxation  year,  the  consolidated  taxable  income  for  the  taxa- 
tion year  is,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  aggregate  of  the  taxable  incomes  of  the  individual 
corporations  for  the  taxation  year  minus  the  aggregate  of 
the  losses  sustained  by  the  individual  corporations  in  the 
taxation  year. 

(7)  When  computing  the  taxable  income  of  an  individual 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  subsection  (6),  no  deduction 
shall  be  made  from  the  income  of  the  corporation  for  the 
year  in  respect  of  any  loss  sustained  by  the  corporation  in 
a  previous  or  subsequent  year. 

(8)  From  the  consolidated  taxable  income  for  a  taxation 
year  there  may  be  deducted  the  consolidated  loss,  if  any,

lOO.  (1)  A  tax  shall  be  paid  as  hereinafter  required  upon 
the  gifts  made  in  a  taxation  year  by  an  individual  resident 
in  Canada  or  a  personal  corporation. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  "gift"  includes  a 
transfer,  assignment  or  other  disposition  of  property 
(whether  situate  inside  or  outside  Canada)  by  way  of  gift, 
and,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
includes 

(a)  the  creation  of  a  trust  of,  or  an  interest  in,  property 
by  way  of  gift,  and 

(b)  a  transaction  or  transactions  whereby  a  person 
disposes  of  property  directly  or  indirectly  by  way 
of  gift. 

(1)  Tax  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  under  this  Part 
on  the  aggregate  taxable  value  of  all  gifts  made  by  a  donor 
during  the  taxation  year. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Part,  "aggregate  taxable 
value"  is  the  aggregate  value  of  the  gifts  made  by  the 
donor  during  the  taxation  year  other  than  those  exempt 
under  subsection  (3)  or  (4)  minus  either 

(a )  $4,000,  or 

( b )  one-half  the  difference  between  the  taxable  income 
of  the  donor  for  the  immediately  preceding  taxation 
year  as  determined  under  Part  I  and  the  tax  that  was 
payable  thereon  under  Part  I, 

whichever  is  tiie  greater. 

(3)  Where  the  value  of  all  gifts  made  by  a  donor  to  an 
individual  in  a  taxation  year  does  not  exceed  $1,000,  those 
gifts  are  exempt  from  tax  under  this  Part. 

(4)  The  following  gifts  are  exempt  from  tax  under  this 
Part: 

(a)  a  donatio  mortis  causa, 

(b)  a  gift  taking  effect  upon  the  death  of  the  donor  or 
so  given  that  the  donee  would  not  obtain  the  benefit 
thereof  until  the  death  of  the  donor,  and 

(c )  a  gift  to  an  organization  operated  in  Canada  exclu- 
sively for  charitable  purposes,  to  His  Majesty  in  right 
of  Canada  or  a  province  or  to  a  Canadian  municipality.

10>5.  (1)  The  Minister  shall  administer  and  enforce  this 
Act  and  control  and  supervise  all  persons  employed  to  carry- 
out  or  enforce  this  Act  and  the  Deputy  Minister  of  National 
Revenue  for  Taxation  may  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Minister  under  this  Act.

(2)  An  information  or  complaint  in  respect  of  an  offence  Two  or  more 
under  this  Act  may  be  for  one  or  more  offences  and  no  offences 
information,  complaint,  warrant,  conviction  or  other  pro- 
ceeding in  a  prosecution  under  this  Act  is  objectionable  or 
insufficient  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  relates  to  two  or 

more  offences. 

(3)  A  complaint  or  information  in  respect  of  an  offence  Territorial 
under  this  Act  may  be  heard,  tried  or  determined  by  any  iurisdiction. 
Police  or  Stipendiary  Magistrate  or  any  Justice  or  Justices 

of  the  Peace  if  the  accused  is  resident,  carrying  on  business, 
found  or  apprehended  or  is  in  custody  within  his  or  their 
territorial  jurisdiction  although  the  matter  of  the  information 
or  complaint  did  not  arise  within  his  or  their  territorial 
jurisdiction. 

(4)  An  information  or  complaint  under  Part  XV  of  the  Limitation  of 
Criminal  Code  in  respect  of  an  offence  under  this  Act  may  Prosecutions- 
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be  laid  or  made  on  or  before  a  day  5  years  from  the  time 
when  the  matter  of  the  information  or  complaint  arose  or 
within  one  year  from  the  day  on  which  evidence,  sufficient 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  to  justify  a  prosecution  for 
the  offence,  came  to  his  knowledge,  and  the  Minister's 
certificate  as  to  the  day  on  which  such  evidence  came  to 
his  knowledge  is  conclusive  evidence  thereof. 

(5)  Where,  by  this  Act  or  a  regulation,  provision  is  made 
for  sending  by  mail  a  request  for  information,  notice  or 
demand,  an  affidavit  of  an  officer  of  the  Department  of 
National  Revenue  sworn  before  a  commissioner  or  other 
person  authorized  to  take  affidavits  setting  out  that  he 
has  charge  of  the  appropriate  records,  that  he  has  knowl- 
edge of  the  facts  in  the  particular  case,  that  such  a  request, 
notice  or  demand  was  sent  by  registered  letter  on  a  named 
day  to  the  person  to  whom  it  was  addressed  (indicating 
such  address)  and  that  he  identifies  as  exhibits  attached 
to  the  affidavit  the  post  office  certificate  of  registration 
of  the  letter  or  a  true  copy  of  the  relevant  portion  thereof 
and  a  true  copy  of  the  request,  notice  or  demand,  shall  be 
received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  sending  and  of  the 
request,  notice  or  demand. 

(6)  Where,  by  this  Act  or  a  regulation,  a  person  is  required 
to  make  a  return,  statement,  answer  or  certificate,  an 
affidavit  of  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  National 
Revenue,  sworn  before  a  Commissioner  or  other  person 
authorized  to  take  affidavits,  setting  out  that  he  has  charge 
of  the  appropriate  records  and  that  after  a  careful  examina- 
tion and  search  of  the  records  he  has  been  unable  to  find 
in  a  given  case  that  the  return,  statement,  answer  or 
certificate,  as  the  case  may  be,  has  been  made  by  such 
person,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  in 
such  case  that  person  did  not  make  the  return,  statement, 
answer  or  certificate,  as  the  case  may  be.

(8)  An  affidavit  of  an  officer  of  the  Department  of 
National  Revenue,  sworn  before  a  Commissioner  or  other 
person  authorized  to  take  affidavits,  setting  out  that  he 
has  charge  of  the  appropriate  records  and  that  a  document 
annexed  thereto  is  a  document  or  true  copy  of  a  document 
made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  or  some  person 
exercising  the  powers  of  the  Minister  or  by  or  on  behalf  of 
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a  taxpayer,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
nature  and  contents  of  the  document  and  shall  be  admissible 
in  evidence  and  have  the  same  probative  force  as  the  original 
document  would  have  if  it  had  been  proven  in  the  ordinary 
way. 

(9)  An  affidavit  of  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Proof  of  no 
National  Revenue,  sworn  before  a  Commissioner  or  other  aPPeaL 
person  authorized  to  take  affidavits,  setting  out  that  he  has 
charge  of  the  appropriate  records  and  has  knowledge  of  the 
practice  of  the  Department  and  that  an  examination  of  the 
records  shows  that  a  notice  of  assessment  for  a  particular 
taxation  year  was  mailed  or  otherwise  communicated  to  a 
taxpayer  on  a  particular  day  pursuant  to  this  Act  and  that, 

after  careful  examination  and  search  of  the  records,  he  has 
been  unable  to  find  that  a  notice  of  objection  or  of  appeal 
from  the  assessment  was  received  within  the  time  allowed 
therefor,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
statements  contained  therein. 

(10)  Where  evidence  is  offered  under  this  section  by  an  Presumption, 
affidavit  from  which  it  appears  that  the  person  making  the 
affidavit  is  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  National 
Revenue,  it  is  not  necessary  to  prove  his  signature  or  that 

he  is  such  an  officer  nor  is  it  necessary  to  prove  the  signature 
or  official  character  of  the  person  before  whom  the  affidavit 
was  sworn. 

(11)  Judicial  notice  shall  be  taken  of  all  orders  or  judicia. 
regulations  made  under  this  Act  without  such  orders  or  notice- 
regulations  being  specially  pleaded  or  proven. 

PART  V.— Tax  Evasion. 

125.  (1)  In  computing  income  for  the  purposes  of  this  Artificial 
Act,  no  deduction  may  be  made  in  respect  of  a  disbursement  transactlons- 
or  expense  made  or  incurred  in  respect  of  a  transaction  or 
operation  that,  if  allowed,  would  unduly  or  artificially 
reduce  the  income.

or  that  one  or  more  other  persons  were  also  parties  thereto; 
and,  whether  or  not  there  was  an  intention  to  avoid  or 
evade  taxes  under  this  Act,  the  payment  shall,  depending 
upon  the  circumstances,  be 

(a)  included  in  computing  the  taxpayer's  income  for  the 
purpose  of  Part  I, 

(b )  deemed  to  be  a  payment  to  a  non-resident  person 
to  which  Part  II  applies,  or 

(c)  deemed  to  be  a  disposition  by  way  of  gift  to  which 
Part  III  applies.

(3)  Where  it  is  established  that  a  sale,  exchange  or  other

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Investigation,  Conciliation  and 
Settlement  of  Industrial  Disputes. 

[Assented  to  30th  June,  1948.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : —

( b )  impose  any  condition  in  a  contract  of  employment 
seeking  to  restrain  an  employee  from  exercising  his 
rights  under  this  Act,  and  without  restricting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  no  employer  shall  deny 
to  any  employee  any  pension  rights  or  benefits  to 
which  he  would  otherwise  be  entitled  by  reason  only 
of  his  ceasing  to  work  after  the  commencement  of  this 
Act  as  the  result  of  a  lockout  or  while  taking  part  in  a 
concerted  stoppage  of  work  due  to  a  labor  dispute 
where  such  lockout  or  stoppage  of  work  has  been 
enforced  by  the  employer  or  called  by  the  recognized 
representative  of  such  employee,  as  the  case  may  be, 
after  all  steps  provided  or  contemplated  by  law  have 
been  taken  through  negotiation,  collective  bargaining, 
conciliation  and  arbitration  to  settle  such  dispute  or 
by  reason  only  of  dismissal  contrary  to  this  Act. 

(3)  No  employer  and  no  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an 
employer  shall  seek  by  intimidation,  by  threat  of  dismissal, 
or  by  any  other  kind  of  threat,  or  by  the  imposition  of  a 
pecuniary  or  other  penalty,  or  by  any  other  means  to  compel 
an  employee  to  refrain  from  becoming  or  to  cease  to  be  a 
member  or  officer  or  representative  of  a  trade  union  and  no 
other  person  shall  seek  by  intimidation  or  coercion  to  compel 
an  employee  to  become  or  refrain  from  becoming  or  to  cease 
to  be  a  member  of  a  trade  union. 

(4)  Except  as  expressly  provided,  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
be  interpreted  to  affect  the  right  of  an  employer  to  suspend, 
transfer,  lay  off  or  discharge  an  employee  for  proper  and 
sufficient  cause.

Whereas  the  agreement  entered  into  between  the  parties  hereto 
on  the  14th  day  of  December,  A.D.  1929  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Natural  Resources  Transfer  Agreement)  was  duly  approved  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  and  the  Legislature  of  the  Province,  and  upon  an 
address  to  His  Majesty  from  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  was  confirmed  and  declared  to  have  the  force  of  law  by  an 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland  entitled  "The  British  North  America  Act,  1930", 
assented  to  on  10th  July,  1930,  being  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  Imperial 
Statutes,  20-21  George  V; 

And  Whereas  by  paragraph  twenty-four  of  the  said  Natural 
Resources  Transfer  Agreement  it  was  agreed  that  the  provisions  of  the 
said  agreement  might  be  varied  by  an  agreement  confirmed  by  con- 
current statutes  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  the  Legislature  of 
the  Province;

contract  to  purchase,  lease  or  other  arrangement  by  legislation  or 
otherwise,  except  either  with  the  consent  of  all  the  parties  thereto, 
other  than  Canada,  or  in  so  far  as  any  legislation  may  apply  generally 
to  all  similar  agreements  relating  to  lands,  mines  or  minerals  in  the 
Province  or  to  interests  therein,  irrespective  of  who  might  be  the 
parties  thereto; 

And  Whereas  it  has  been  agreed  between  Canada  and  the  said 
Province  that  the  terms  of  said  paragraph  two  should  be  further 
varied  as  herein  set  out;

leases,  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  easements,  benefits,  advan- 
tages or  other  concessions  of  any  person  of  whatever  nature,  in 
relation  to  the  flow  and  right  to  the  use  of  the  said  water  or 
the  taking,  diversion,  storage  or  pondage  thereof  for  the 
generation  and  development  of  electric  power  and  energy,  the 
utilization,  transmission,  distribution  and  sale  of  such  power 
and  energy,  the  occupation  and  use  of  Crown  lands  of  the 
Province  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  hydro-electric 
and  other  works  of  any  person  and  any  other  rights,  liberties, 
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privileges,  easements,  benefits,  advantages  and  concessions 
connected  therewith  or  incidental  or  appurtenant  thereto;

(c)  is  legislation  providing  for  the  taking,  acquisition  and  purchase 
by  agreement  or  compulsorily  or  otherwise  or  by  expropriation 
of  any  property,  works,  plant,  lands,  easements,  rights,  privi- 
leges, machinery,  installations,  materials,  devices,  fittings, 
apparatus,  appliances  and  equipment  of  any  person  con- 
structed, acquired  or  used  in  the  generation,  development  or 
transmission  of  such  power  and  energy  or  in  the  taking,  use, 
diversion,  storage  or  pondage  of  said  water,  and  whether 
generally  in  the  said  Province  or  in  any  specified  area  therein."

(i)  the  province  will  undertake  the  reconditioning 
and  construction  of  the  main  drainage  creeks,  the 
canals  and  the  lateral  ditches  and  other  comple- 
mentary facilities  required  in  connection  with  the 
work ; 

(ii)  the  province,  either  with  or  without  the  assist- 
ance of  the  marshland  owners,  will  maintain  the 
work  in  satisfactory  working  condition;

follows:—  g^f. cc'- 

1.  Section  thirty-eight  of  the  Quebec  Savings  Banks  Act, 
chapter  fourteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927, 
as  enacted  by  section  thirteen  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the 
statutes  of  1944-45,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : —

upon  an  address  to  His  Majesty  from  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada,  was  confirmed  and  declared  to  have  the  force 
of  law  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  entitled  The  British  North  America  Actf 
1930y  being  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  Imperial  Statutes,  20-21  George  V; 

And  Whereas  by  paragraph  26  of  the  said  Natural  Resources 
Transfer  Agreement  it  was  agreed  that  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Agreement  might  be  varied  by  an  Agreement  confirmed  by  concurrent 
statutes  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province ; 

And  Whereas  the  said  Natural  Resources  Transfer  Agreement 
came  into  force  on  the  first  day  of  October,  A.D.  1930,  in  virtue  of  a 
further  Agreement  between  the  parties  thereto,  dated  the  seventh  day 
of  August,  A.D.  1930,  which  was  duly  confirmed  by  concurrent  statutes 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  the  Legislature  of  the  Province; 

And  Whereas  it  was  provided  by  paragraph  7  of  the  said  Natural 
Resources  Transfer  Agreement  as  follows: — 

"The  school  lands  fund  to  be  transferred  to  the  Province  as 
aforesaid,  and  such  of  the  school  lands  specified  in  section  thirty- 
seven  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Acty  being  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  as  pass  to  the 
administration  of  the  Province,  under  the  terms  hereof,  shall  be 
set  aside  and  shall  continue  to  be  administered  by  the  Province 
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in  accordance,  mutatis  mutandis,  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
thirty-seven  to  forty  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Act,  for  the  support 
of  schools  organized  and  carried  on  therein  in  accordance  with 
the  law  of  the  Province." 

And  Whereas  it  has  been  agreed  between  Canada  and  the 
Province  of  Saskatchewan  that  the  said  paragraph  7  be  amended  as 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  as  follows: 

1.  The  said  Natural  Resources  Transfer  Agreement  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  to  the  above  mentioned  paragraph  7  the  following 
words : 

"School  lands  may  be  sold  to  veterans  qualified  to  participate 
in  the  benefits  of  the  Veterans  Land  Act,  1942,  and  amendments 
thereto,  under  and  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  to  be 
prescribed  by  regulations  made  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council". 

2.  This  Agreement  is  made  subject  to  its  being  confirmed  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  and  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of 
Saskatchewan  and  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  the  calendar 
month  beginning  next  after  its  confirmation,  as  aforesaid,  whichever 
confirmation,  that  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  or  that  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  shall  be  later  in  date.

(2)  Subsection  one  of  this  section  shall  come  into  force 
on  the  first  day  of  July,  1949,  or  on  such  earlier  date  as  the 
Directors  of  the  Company  may  fix  by  resolution.

4.  (1)  If  a  transmission  of  shares  or  other  securities  of 
the  Company  takes  place  by  virtue  of  any  testamentary  act 
or  instrument,  or  in  consequence  of  an  intestacy,  and  if  the 
probate  of  the  will  or  letters  of  administration  or  document 
testamentary,  or  other  judicial  or  official  instrument  under

the  case  of  a  transmission  by  notarial  will  in  the  province  of 
Quebec,  a  copy  thereof  duly  certified  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  said  province,  or  the  said  other  judicial  or  official 
instrument,  or  an  exemplified  copy  thereof  or  extract 
therefrom  under  the  seal  of  such  court  or  other  authority, 
without  any  proof  of  the  authenticity  of  such  seal  or  other 
proof  whatever,  shall  be  produced,  and  a  copy  thereof, 
together  with  a  declaration  in  writing  showing  the  nature  of 
such  transmission,  signed  and  executed  by  such  one  or  more

5.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  subject  to  the  provisions  wireless 
of  The  Radio  Act,  1938,  chapter  fifty  of  the  statutes  of  1938,  g^E" 
and  of  any  other  statute  of  Canada  relating  to  radio  and  services, 
radio  broadcasting  and  to  the  regulations  made  thereunder, 

the  Company  has  and  always  has  had  the  power  to  operate 
and  furnish  wireless  telephone  and  radio-telephone  systems 
and  to  provide  services  and  facilities  for  the  transmission 
of  intelligence,  sound,  television,  pictures,  writing  or 
signals. 

6.  Wherever  in  the  French  version  of  the  Company's  French

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  on  behalf  of 
the  unincorporated  association  known  as  "The  Preamble. 
Canadian  Association  of  Optometrists' 9  and,  in  French, 
"L* Association  Canadienne  des  Optom6tristes",  have  by 
their  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition : 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Fred  Nuttall,  of  the  city  of  Lethbridge,  in  the  province  incorpora- 
of  Alberta;  Eli  Boyaner,  of  the  city  of  Saint  John,  in  the  tion- 
province  of  New  Brunswick;  Edward  Bind,  of  the  city  of 
Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario;  Alfred  Mignot,  of  the 
city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec;  Harry  S. 
Nowlan,  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  in  the  province  of  Mani- 
toba; Charles  Crichton,  of  the  city  of  Moose  Jaw,  in  the 
province  of  Saskatchewan;  Willson  E.  Knowlton,  of  the 
city  of  Vancouver,  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia; 
John  J.  Mulrooney,  of  the  city  of  Halifax,  in  the  province 
of  Nova  Scotia;  W.  H.  Landon,  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  in 
the  province  of  Ontario;  Gordon  Hutcheson,  of  the  city  of 
Charlottetown,  in  the  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island;

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Head  office  2.  The  head  office  of  the  Association  shall  be  at  the  city 
of  Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  or  at  such  other 
place  as  the  Association  may  determine  by  by-law  from 
time  to  time. 


Objects.  3.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

(a )  to  maintain  the  dignity  and  honour,  and  to  foster 
the  interests  of  the  profession  of  optometry ; 

(b )  to  advance  the  art  and  science  of  optometry  and  all 
its  collateral  branches; 

(c)  to  promote  ethical  and  professional  standards  of 
optometrical  education  and  service  to  the  public; 

(d )  to  provide  a  national  medium  for  the  mutual  improve- 
ment of,  for  the  interchange  of  knowledge  and  ideas 
and  for  the  goodwill  and  social  intercourse  between, 
members  of  the  profession;

Membership.      4.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  divided 
into  the  following  classes :

(b)  corporate  members;

(d)  any  other  class  or  classes  of  members  which  the 
Association  may  establish  by  by-law  from  time  to 
time.

5.  Honorary  membership  shall  be  conferred  only  upon  a 
person  who  has  rendered  distinguished  service  in  or  for  the 
profession  of  optometry  or  whom  it  is  desired  to  honour  for 
outstanding  public  service. 

6.  The  following  associations  or  their  respective  success- 
ors or  assigns  shall  be  corporate  members: 
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(a)  Alberta  Optometric  Association;  British  Columbia 
Optometric  Association;  Manitoba  Optometric  Society; 
New  Brunswick  Optometrical  Society;  Nova  Scotia 
Optometric  Association;  Optometrical  Association  of 
Ontario;  Prince  Edward  Island  Optometrical  Asso- 
ciation; College  of  Optometrists  and  Opticians  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec;  Saskatchewan  Optometric  Asso- 
ciation: 

( b )  Such  other  legally  constituted  associations  as  may  in 
future  be  formed  within  Canada  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  those  associations  named  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
upon  application  to  and  approval  of  the  council  of  the 
Association. 

7.  Any  optometrist  who  is  a  duly  qualified  member  in  Ordinary 
good  standing  of  any  of  the  associations  mentioned  in  the  members 
preceding  section  shall  be  an  ordinary  member  of  the 
Association. 

8.  The  affairs  of  the  Association  shall  be  managed  by  a  Council, 
council  which  shall  be  composed,  elected  or  appointed  as 

the  Association  may  prescribe  by  by-law  from  time  to  time 
and  which  shall  have  the  powers  set  out  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  Association. 

9.  The  Association  may  make  such  by-laws  and  rules  By-laws 
not  contrary  to  law  or  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  as  it  and  rules* 
may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  for  the  government  and

prayer  of  the  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  George  Chester  Stewart,  rancher,  of  Maple  Creek,  Incorpora- 
Cornelius  Jahnke,  rancher,  of  Herbert,  Robert  Thomas,  tion-  - 
farmer,  of  Grandora,  all  in  the  province  of  Saskatchewan, 

and  Charles  Horatio  Powlett,  rancher  and  farmer,  of  Brooks, 
and  Perry  Arthur  Minor,  rancher  and  farmer,  of  Medicine 
Hat,  both  in  the  province  of  Alberta,  together  with  such 
persons  as  become  shareholders  in  the  Company,  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  under  the  name  of 
Canadian  Co-Operative  Processors  Limited,  hereinafter 
called  "the  Company".

(b )  carry  on,  on  a  co-operative  basis,  the  business  of 
producing,  collecting,  buying,  receiving,  handling, 
feeding,  slaughtering,  processing,  transporting,  grading, 
selling,  marketing,  dealing  in,  with  or  without  taking 
title  thereto,  livestock  and  livestock  products; 

(c )  purchase,  take  on  lease  or  in  exchange  hire  and 
otherwise  acquire  and  hold,  sell  or  otherwise  deal  with 
any  real  and  personal  property  and  any  rights  or 
privileges  which  the  Company  may  think  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  purpose  of  its  business,  and  in 
particular  any  land,  buildings,  warehouses,  feeding 
and  sales  yards  and  pens,  cold  storage,  packing  plants, 
abattoirs,  tank  cars,  rolling  stock,  refrigerators,  machin- 
ery and  equipment; 

( d )  carry  on,  encourage  and  assist  educational,  research 
and  advisory  work  relating  to  co-operation  and  to 
the  objects  of  the  Company;

(d)  to  prescribe  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  the 
Company  and  the  shareholders  of  the  Company,  which 
every  shareholder  of  the  Company  may  be  required  to 
sign; 

(e )  to  fix  the  charge,  if  any,  to  be  paid  by  each  share- 
holder for  services  rendered  by  the  Company  to  him, 
the  time  of  payment,  and  the  manner  of  collection  of 

the  same; 

(f )  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  sale  or  resale  by  the 
Company  of  livestock  delivered  to  it  by  its  share- 
holders or  other  persons,  with  or  without  taking  title 
thereto,  and  the  sale  of  products  manufactured  by  the 
Company  from  livestock  delivered  to  it  by  share- 
holders or  other  persons,  and  the  method,  time  and 
manner  of  the  payment  over  to  its  shareholders  or 
other  persons  of  the  sale  or  resale  price,  after  deducting 
all  necessary  selling,  overhead  and  other  costs  and 
expenses,  including  reserves  for  retiring  the  shares, 
if  any,  and  other  proper  reserves,  including  those 
required  for  acquiring  real  or  personal  property,  for 
the  purpose  of  handling,  processing,  manufacturing 
and  marketing  of  the  products  and  interest  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  shares,  and  the  amounts 
referred  to  in  any  of  the  Company's  bylaws ; 

(g)  to  provide  for  and  regulate,  the  purchase  and  sale 
or  resale  by  the  Company  of  livestock  delivered  to  it, 
by  its  shareholders  or  other  persons,  and  the  sale  of 
products  manufactured  by  the  Company  from  live- 
stock delivered  to  it,  by  shareholders  or  other  persons 
and  the  method  of  apportionment  of  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  business  of  the  Company,  on  a  patron- 
age or  other  basis  among  the  shareholders,  after 
providing  for  all  necessary  selling,  overhead  and  other 
costs  and  expenses,  including  reserves  for  retiring 
shares,  if  any,  and  other  proper  reserves,  including 
those  required  for  acquiring  real  or  personal  property 
for  the  purpose  of  handling,  processing,  manufacturing 
and  marketing  of  the  products,  and  interest  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  shares,  and  the 
amounts  referred  to  in  any  of  the  Company's  bylaws ; 
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(h)  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  amount,  avail- 
able for  distribution  in  each  financial  year,  among 
shareholders  on  a  basis  of  value  or  volume  of  livestock 
delivered,  by  payment  in  cash,  or  by  allocating  and 
crediting  such  amount  to  such  shareholders  in  the 
books  of  the  Company  on  account  of  any  balance 
owing  on  shares  or  by  way  of  loan  to  the  Company, 
and  to  provide  for  the  repayment  of  such  loans,  at 
such  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Company  in  its 
discretion  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  use  the  amount 
so  allocated  and  credited  for  such  purposes,  within 
the  objects  of  the  Company,  and  to  pay  interest 
thereon,  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates  as  the  Company 
may,  from  time  to  time,  determine ; 

(i)  to  provide  for  and  regulate,  the  manner  of  determining 
the  value  of  a  shareholder's  interest,  and  provision 
for  its  purchase  by  the  Company  upon  the  death  or 
withdrawal  of  a  shareholder;  the  method,  time  and 
manner  of,  and  the  conditions  precedent  to,  paying 
a  portion  or  portions  of  a  shareholder's  interest  in  the 
Company  to  him  while  he  remains  a  shareholder;  the 
time  of  and  the  conditions  precedent  to  the  interest 
or  any  specified  part  of  the  interest  of  a  shareholder 
in  the  Company,  reverting  to  and  becoming  the  sole 
property  of  the  Company,  and  that  thereafter  neither 
such  shareholder  nor  any  person  claiming  from, 
through  or  under  him  shall  have  any  right  to  or  property 
in  such  interest  or  such  part  thereof; 

(j)  to  hold  a  referendum  on  any  problem  of  general 

concern  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Company; 
(k)  to  provide  that  no  person  shall  acquire  or  hold  more 

than  one  share  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company ; 
(1 )  to  provide  that  the  Company  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 

share  of  a  shareholder  for  debts  due  from  him  to  the 

Company ; 

( m  )  for  the  conduct  in  all  other  particulars  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Company. 

7.  The  bylaws  shall  bind  the  Company  and  the  share-  Bylaws  to 
holders  to  the  same  extent  as  if  each  shareholder  had  company  and 
subscribed  his  name  and  affixed  his  seal  thereto  and  the  share- 
there  were  in  the  bylaws  a  covenant  on  the  part  of  himself,  holders 

his  heirs,  executors  and  administrators  to  conform  thereto 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

8.  No  transfer,  sale  or  assignment  of  or  charge  of  a  Restriction 
share  is  valid  until  approved  by  the  directors  who  shall  on  transfer 
have  an  absolute  discretion  as  to  the  granting  of  such 
approval  and  until  such  approval,  the  Company  shall  not 

be  required  to  recognize  any  such  transfer,  assignment, 
sale  or  charge  in  any  way  whatsoever. 
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9.  (1)  The  Company  shall,  within  four  months  after  the 
close  of  its  financial  year,  prepare  a  general  statement  of 
the  revenue  and  expenditure,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
Company  for  the  financial  year,  together  with  a  statement 
of: 

(a)  the  total  quantity  of  each  kind  of  products  purchased 
from  the  shareholders  or  from  other  persons,  or  deliv- 
ered for  sale  to  the  Company  or  any  agency  of  the 
Company  by  its  shareholders  or  by  other  persons,  and 
the  amount  thereof  remaining  unsold; 

(b )  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Company  from  the  sale  of 
all  products; 

(c)  the  total  amount  paid  to  shareholders  and  to  other 
persons  who  have  delivered  products  to  the  Company 
for  sale  or  resale; 

(d)  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Company  from  other  sources; 

(e)  the  total  amount  deducted  from  the  gross  receipts 
for  salaries  of  officers  and  other  employees; 

(f )  the  total  amount  deducted  from  the  gross  receipts 
for  all  other  expenses  connected  with  the  sale,  processing 
and  marketing  of  products ; 

(g )  the  total  amount  deducted  for  the  purchase  or 
other  acquisition  of  real  or  personal  property,  the 
erection  of  buildings,  the  acquisition  of  mechanical 
or   other   facilities   connected   with   the  handling, 
processing,  manufacturing  and  marketing  of  products; 

(h )  the  amounts  allocated  or  credited  to  each  share- 
holder in  each  financial  year  and  the  interest,  if  any, 
credited  to  each  shareholder  in  each  year;  and 

(i)  the  total  deductions  to  provide  for  reserves,  accom- 
panied by  a  copy  of  the  annual  report,  and  such  state- 
ments and  report  shall  be  called  the  annual  return. 

(2)  The  annual  return  shall  be  submitted  to  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Company  held  after  the  end  of  such  financial 
year,  and  a  copy  of  such  return  shall  be  sent  to  any  share- 
holder upon  request.

An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Canadian  Legion  of  the  British 
Empire  Service  League. 


[Assented  to  30th  June,  1948.] 

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  preamble 
petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition : 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 


1.  In  this  Act  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  interpret 

(a)  dominion  convention"  means  the  appointed  dele-  atlon 
gates  from  branches  assembled  in  general  meeting  at  "dominion^ 
a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  by  the  preceding  conven  lon  1 
dominion  convention  or  by  the  dominion  executive 
council ; 

(b )  " dominion  command"  means  the  supreme  authority  *  'dominion 
of  the  Legion,  that  is  the  dominion  convention  and,  command"- 
when  it  is  not  in  session,  the  dominion  executive 
council ; 

(c)  "provincial  command"  means  the  provincial  con- "provincial 
vention  and,  when  it  is  not  in  session,  the  provincial  command"- 
executive  council; 

(d)  "branch"  means  a  body  of  persons  fulfilling  the  "branch", 
qualifications  of  membership  who,  having  made  petition 

to  the  proper  provincial  command,  have  been  issued 
a  charter  by  the  dominion  command. 


2.  (1)  C.  Basil  Price,  executive,  and  Lucien  Lalonde,  incorporation, 
barrister,  both  of  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of 
Quebec,  Lionel  D.  Baxter,  executive,  and  Arthur  E.  Moore, 
railway  employee,  both  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  in  the 
province  of  Manitoba,  Alfred  Watts,  barrister,  of  the  city 
of  Vancouver,  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  and 
Gordon  H.  Rochester,  civil  servant,  of  the  city  of  Ottawa, 
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n  the  province  of  Ontario,  together  with  such  persons  as 
become  members  of  the  association  hereby  incorporated 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  of 
"The  Canadian  Legion  of  the  British  Empire  Service 
League",  hereinafter  called  "the  Legion". 

(2)  The  persons  named  in  subsection  one  shall  be  the 
provisional  dominion  executive  council  of  the  Legion. 

3.  The  head  office  of  the  dominion  command  shall  be 
at  the  city  of  Ottawa,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  or  in  such 
other  place  in  Canada  as  may  be  from  time  to  time 
determined  by  the  dominion  command. 

4.  The  purposes  and  objects  of  the  Legion  shall  be: 

(a)  to  constitute  an  association  of  those  who  have 
served  in  His  Majesty's  navy,  army,  air  force  or  any 
auxiliary  force,  which  association  shall  be  democratic 
and  non-sectarian;  and  shall  not  be  affiliated  to  or 
connected  directly  or  indirectly  with  any  political  party 
or  organization; 

(b )  to  bring  about  the  unity  of  all  who  have  so  served; 

(c )  to  further  among  them  the  spirit  of  comradeship 
and  mutual  help,  and  the  close  and  kindly  ties  of 
active  service: 

(d)  to  pass  on  to  their  families  and  descendants  the 
traditions  for  which  they  stand ; 

(e)  to  perpetuate  the  memory  and  deeds  of  the  fallen 
and  of  those  who  die  in  the  future ; 

(f )  to  promote  and  care  for  memorials  to  their  valour 
and  sacrifice,  to  provide  suitable  burial,  to  keep  an 
annual  memorial  day,  to  preserve  the  records  and 
memories  of  their  service  and  to  see  that  such  service 
shall  not  be  forgotten  by  the  nation ; 

(g )  to  ensure  that  proper  attention  shall  be  paid  to  the 
welfare  of  all  who  have  served  and  the  welfare  of  their 
dependents  and  to  see  to  the  maintenance  and  comfort 
of  those  who  require  special  treatment,  particularly 
the  disabled,  sick,  aged  and  needy,  and  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  their  dependents: 

(h)  to  educate  public  opinion  regarding  national  duties  to 
the  dead,  the  disabled  and  others  who  have  served, 
and  their  dependents; 

(i)  to  foster  loyalty  among  the  public  and  education  in 
the  principles  of  patriotism,  duty  and  unstinted  public 
service ; 

(j)  to  strive  for  peace,  good  will  and  friendship  among 
all  nations,  at  the  same  time  advocating  the  main- 
tenance by  Canada  of  adequate  and  sufficient  forces 
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on  land,  sea  and  in  the  air  for  the  defence  of  our  country 
and  for  the  discharge  of  those  obligations  which  rest 
upon  us  by  virtue  of  our  partnership  in  the  British 
Commonwealth  and  Empire; 

(kj  to  support  suitable  undertakings  for  the  training, 
employment  and  settlement  of  ex-service  men  and 
women,  and  the  education  of  their  children : 

(I)  to  preserve  their  statutory,  acquired  and  legitimate 
rights,  and  those  of  their  dependents  and,  in  so  doing, 
to  offer  the  Legion's  co-operation  to  those  officially 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  administering  such 
rights  by  federal  or  other  governments: 

(m )  to  assist  comrades  now  serving,  especially  in  connec- 
tion with  their  return  to  civil  life,  and  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  their  dependents  whilst  they  are  in 
service; 

(n)  to  assist  ex-service  men  to  secure  not  less  than  the 
recognized  standard  rates  of  wages; 

(o)  to  secure  adequate  pensions,  allowances,  grants  and 
war  gratuities  for  ex-service  men  and  women,  their 
dependents,  and  the  widows,  children  and  dependents 
of  those  who  are  dead,  and  to  labour  for  honourable 
provision  being  made  for  those  who,  in  declining  years, 
are  unable  to  support  themselves: 

(p )  to  co-operate  with  Commonwealth,  Empire  and 
Allied  associations  of  similar  aims  and  objects; 

( q )  to  establish,  organize  and  regulate  provincial,  district 
and  local  bodies,  or  commands  and  branches,  in  con- 
venient centres  throughout  Canada  and  elsewhere; 

(r )  to  establish,  organize  and  regulate  provincial,  district 
and  local  bodies  of  women  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
the  Legion  in  seeing  to  the  maintenance  and  comfort 
of  disabled,  sick,  aged  and  needy  ex-service  men  and 
women  and  their  dependents,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  Legion  in  the  promotion  and  carrying  out  of  all 
aims  and  objects  of  the  Legion,  such  a  group  to  be 
known  as  a  ladies'  auxiliary  of  the  Canadian  Legion 
of  the  British  Empire  Service  League: 

( s)  to  acquire,  hold,  sell  or  lease  real  and  immovable, 
personal  and  movable  property; 

(t )  to  raise  and  co-ordinate  funds  for  assisting  those 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  to  provide  for 
the  administration  of  the  Legion  and  its  authorized 
provincial  and  district  commands,  branches  and  ladies' 
auxiliaries,  and  to  see  that  these  and  other  funds  raised 
for  such  purposes  are  applied  to  those  purposes  and 
none  other; 

(u)  to  act  generally  on  behalf  of  all  those  who  have 
served  in  His  Majesty's  forces. 
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Govenun  5.  The  governing  body  of  the  Legion  shall  be  the 

dominion  convention  and  when  it  is  not  in  session  the 
dominion  executive  council,  and  the  governing  body  shall 
have  supreme  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  consistent  with  the 
purposes  and  objects  of  the  Legion,  and  its  decisions  on 
questions  of  policy  and  as  to  the  courses  of  action  to  be 
taken  in  respect  thereof  shall  be  authoritative  and  binding 
upon  all  commands,  councils  and  branches. 

By-laws  {j.  (1)  The  dominion  convention,  and  when  it  is  not  in 

session  the  dominion  executive  council,  may  from  time  to 
time  make,  repeal,  amend  or  re-enact  by-laws  and  rules 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for: 

(a)  defining  the  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  in 
the  Legion  and  the  powers  of  suspension  and  expulsion  of 
members  and  the  rights,  duties  and  privileges  of  all 
classes  of  members  and  the  assessments  and  per  capita 
taxes  to  be  paid  by  members  and  method  of  collection 
thereof,  and  the  issuing  of  membership  cards; 

(b)  the  organization,  management  and  administration 
of  the  dominion  convention; 

(c )  the  organization  of  commands,  councils  and  branches 
throughout  Canada  and  the  setting  up  of  regulations 
with  respect  to  the  manner  in  which  such  commands, 
councils  and  branches  shall  conduct  their  affairs; 

(d  )  the  setting  up  of  ladies'  auxiliaries  in  connection  with 
commands  and  branches  throughout  Canada  and  the 
setting  out  of  the  powers  of  such  auxiliaries  and  regula- 
tions with  respect  to  the  manner  in  which  they  shall 
conduct  their  affairs; 

(e)  the  setting  up  of  provincial  conventions  for  each 
provincial  command  and  the  organization,  management 
and  administration  of  such  conventions,  and  the 
organization  of  provincial  executive  councils  to  exercise 
the  powers  of  the  provincial  conventions  when  such 
conventions  are  not  in  session: 

(f )  defining  the  jurisdiction  of  the  provincial  conventions 
and  provincial  executive  councils; 

(g )  organizing  and  setting  up  branches  and  commands 
of  the  Legion  in  the  United  States  of  America ; 

fh)  defining  the  powers  and  rights  of  all  commands  and 
branches  with  respect  to  the  holding  of  assets; 

(i)  defining  the  official  badges  and  insignia  of  the  Legion ; 

(j  )  defining  methods  of  banking,  accounting  and  auditing 
to  be  used  by  commands  and  branches  and  defining 
the  person  or  persons  who  shall  have  custody  of  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Legion ; 

(k)  authorizing  commands  and  branches  to  have  an 
individual  seal  and  defining  the  design  of  such  seal  and 
the  person  who  shall  have  custody  of  same: 
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(1)  setting  up  special  departments  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  and  advising  ex-service  men's  clubs  as  to 
their  organizations,  membership  and  interests,  and  also 
for  the  protection  of  particular  sections  of  ex-service 
men  or  for  the  carrying  on  of  special  work  for  the 
benefit  of  ex-service  men; 

(m)  setting  out  the  composition  and  duties  of  the 
dominion  executive  council,  save  as  herein  otherwise 
provided  ; 

(n )  setting  out  the  composition  and  duties  of  the  pro- 
vincial executive  councils; 

(o )  assessing  and  levying  per  capita  taxes  and  dues  to 
be  paid  by  branches  to  dominion  and  provincial 
commands ; 

(p )  authorizing  employment  of  servants  and  agents  by 

commands  and  branches; 
(q)  the  appointment  of  committees  and  the  designation 

of  their  duties; 
(r)  the  appointment,  resignation,  functions,  duties  and 

remuneration  of  all  officers,  servants  and  agents  of 

the  commands  and  branches; 
(s)  generally  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  and  objects 

of  the  Legion. 

(2)  With  the  exception  of  by-laws  respecting  servants  By-laws  to  be 
and  agents  of  commands  and  branches,  when  the  dominion  Se^omfnlon 
executive  council  takes  action  to  pass,  repeal,  amend  or  convention, 
re-enact  any  by-law,  then  such  action  must  be  submitted 

to  the  next  dominion  convention  where  it  may  be  confirmed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  whole  convention  and,  should  such 
action  be  not  so  confirmed,  then  such  a  by-law  and  every 
repeal,  amendment  or  re-enactment  of  a  by-law  so  passed 
by  the  dominion  executive  council  shall  be  null  and  void. 

7.  (1)  A  dominion  convention  shall  be  held  at  least  once  Dominion 
every  two  years :  Provided  that  with  the  unanimous  consent  convention, 
of  all  provincial  commands  a  three  year  interval  may  be  Provi90 
allowed  between  conventions. 

(2)  Every  branch  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  dominion  Branch 
convention  as  representing  its  members,  one  delegate  for  Jjjjjjj-Jj*0 
every  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof,  but  such  convention, 
representation  shall  be  subject  to  change  at  any  dominion 
convention  with  respect  only  to  subsequent  conventions. 

(3)  At  a  dominion  convention  in  addition  to  other  Committees, 
committees  the  following  committees  shall  be  set  up  to 

draft  resolutions  or  reports  for  submission  to  the  convention : 

(a)  committee  on  resolutions ; 

(b)  committee  on  procedure; 

(c)  committee  on  credentials; 

(d )  committee  on  ways  and  means ; 

(e)  committee  on  appeals; 

(7 )  committee  on  constitution  and  laws.

9.  (1)  The  primary  unit  of  the  Legion  shall  be  the 
branch  and,  save  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  each  branch 
shall  exercise  autonomy  with  regard  to  its  affairs  and  shall 
have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  regulations  to  govern 
its  activities  so  long  as  they  are  consistent  with  this  Act 
and  by-laws  passed  under  its  authority. 

(2)  Any  command  or  branch  may  sue  or  be  sued  in  its 
own  name. 

(3)  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  command 
shall  have  any  rights  in  the  assets  of  any  branch  or  be  liable 
for  any  of  the  debts  or  obligations  of  any  branch  and  no 
branch  shall  have  any  right  in  the  assets  of  any  command 
or  of  any  other  branch  or  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or 
obligations  of  any  command  or  of  any  other  branch. 

(4)  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  provincial 
command  shall  have  any  rights  in  the  assets  or  be  liable 
for  any  debts  or  obligations  of  dominion  command  and 
dominion  command  shall  not  have  any  rights  in  the  assets 
or  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  obligations  of  any 
provincial  command. 

(5)  Where  any  branches  or  commands  collect  any  per 
capita  tax,  dues  or  assessments  made  by  dominion  command, 
such  branch  or  command  shall,  for  such  purpose,  act  only 
as  the  agent  and  trustee  of  the  dominion  command  and 
where  any  branch  collects  any  per  capita  tax,  dues  or  assess- 
ments for  a  provincial  command,  such  branch  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  such  collection,  act  only  as  agent  or  trustee  for 
such  provincial  command. 

(6)  The  president  of  the  dominion  executive  council 
may,  after  enquiry  and  for  cause  clearly  stated,  suspend  the 
charter  or  powers  of  any  command,  branch  or  auxiliary  or 
any  officers  thereof  and  such  action  shall  be  appealable  in 
accordance  with  by-laws  made  in  this  regard.

(f )  to  publish  veterinary  journals,  reports  and  treatises;

(h )  to  establish  qualifications  in  veterinary  science  so 
that  the  holders  thereof  shall  be  acceptable  and 
privileged  to  practice  in  any  of  the  provinces  of  Canada 
or  throughout  the  whole  of  Canada,  subject  only  to  the 
provisions  of  registration  in  any  of  the  provincial 
associations ;
